Past more and more 
like the present

Are you like me? Do you 
find yourself wanting to drift 
back to the ‘30s, to the days 
of gangsters in pin-stripe 
Suits careening about in old 
Fords? For all the turmoil, 
I'll take the "60s, riots, Rosa 
Parks, JFK and Janis Joplin 
Escaping from _ the ‘80s 
and ‘90s, even if it hurts a 
little, is sometimes a priority 
when it comes to movie 
viewing, 

So when NBC came out 
with Long Road Home 
about a farm family forced to 
become migrant workers 
during the Dust Bow! of the 
Depression, I couldn't help 
but be intrigued. Never 
mind the plot sounds su- 
spiciously similar to Grapes 
of Wrath. Besides, | wanted 
to see actor Mark Harmon, 
in his most down-and-out 
role ever, get his clothes 
dirty. That, in itself, doesn't 
happen very often 

The year is 1937. Ertie 
Robertson (Harmon) is an 
injured rodeo rider who 
moves his family to Califor- 
nia’s San Joaquin Valley to 
harvest crops. The pickers 
are paid but a nickel a box 
and are so poor they have to 
live in tents. Ertie’s son, 
played by Morgan Weisser 
(Extreme Close-Up), wants 
to join up with the union, but 
Ertie’s only concern is to 
feed his family on a day- 
to-day basis. And he wants 
nothing to jeopardize that 

“I used to read a script and 
think, ‘Gee, this is a great 
story and a great character, 
and I want to do this,” said 
Harmon. “You only have to 
do a few movies or a few 
projects that turn out very 
different from what you first 
read to when they eventually 
come out. My judgement 
now, | think, has a lot more 
to do with who's involved 
I've admired John Korty for 
a long time, and | was 
thrilled to get the opportuni- 
ty to work with him 

Long Road Home, airing 
Monday, Feb. 25, on NBC, is 
a gritty drama directed by 
Korty. Korty has done a lot 
of movies looking back at 
important topics, including

The Appalachian Profes- 
sional Foresters Association 
held its winter meeting at 
Barton's Restaurant at 
Rawlings, February 15. 
Eighteen of the members 
were in attendance with 
discussion centering around 
forest management of pub- 
lic land. 

The members, which 

consist of private, public, and 
consulting professional for- 
esters from Maryland, West 
Virginia, and Pennsylvania. 
adopted the following posi- 
tion statement on Forest 
Management of Public 
Lands: 
1. Professional foresters 
have the experience and 
educational background to 
effectively manage forest 
lands for a variety of uses. 
Issues pertaining to forest 
land management can be best 
dealt with by professional 
foresters in a leading role, 
working in cooperation with 
other natural resource dis- 
ciplines, user groups, and the 
general public. 


2. We acknowledge the va- 
lidity of managing forests 
through the use of the scien- 
tifically recognized even-aged 
and uneven-aged silvicultu- 
ral systems. Both have a place 
in forest management and 
each is applicable, depend- 
ing on management objec- 
tives, site conditions, tree 
species, and forest condition 
(tree age, and diameter; tree 
density; and damage from 
insect, disease, wind or fire). 
We further recognize that 
both of these systems can 
serve to perpetuate the for- 
est for wildlife, recreation, 
aesthetic, water quality, 
timber production, and bio- 
logical diversity. 


3. A balanced age class dis- 
tribution consisting of a 
variety of tree species, and 
age classes is essential to a 
varied and healthy popula- 
tion of both flora and fauna, 
contributing to the enhance- 
ment of biological diversity 
Forest management activi- 
ties, including timber har- 
vesting, can have a positive 
effect on biological diversity 


4. In any forum involving 
forest resource planning, 
scientific forest management 
principles should be the basis 
for management decisions

Just last week I received my 
December final milk check and 
the federal order milk price 
dropped to $11.33 per hundred- 
weight (cwt.). This is a drop of 
%.16 per cwt., the largest drop 
in the milk price I have seen in 
over 10 years and a greater con- 
cern is the fact that it tells us 
(dairy farmers) where our milk 
prices are heading — down. 
How far our milk prices will 
drop is a good question, but 
based on the predictions by the 
USDA stated in the December 
issue of ‘‘Hoard’s Dairyman,”’ 
our blend price for 1991 could 
average below $12 per cwt.,”’ 
says Lowell Friedline, 
independent dairy farmer from 
Somerset County, Pa. 

Fredline, also a director for 
the Producers’ Equalization 
Agency (Agency) adds, ‘‘Dairy 
farmers for years have con- 
centrated their efforts and re- 
sources on improving the 
productivity on their dairy 
farm. This recent drop and 
trend of falling milk prices 
alarms us to a point where we 
(dairy farmers) need to look at 
other alternatives. We feel that 
another alternative we can look 
at is improving our price which 
is why I have agreed to sche- 
dule a meeting for dairy 
farmers in Somerset and Gar-

Ohio Farmers Union

“The Ohio Farmers Union 
(OFU) is deeply concerned with 
the drastic drop in dairy farmer 
income caused by falling milk 
prices. This trend is expected to 
continue which is why OF U has 
pledged financial aid and 
membership support to the Pro- 
ducers’ Equalization Agency 
(Agency),”’ says Charlie Nash, 
president of OFU. 

Nash explains, ‘‘The Agency 
is a dairy farmers’ organization 
formed in eastern Ohio and 
western Pennsylvania that can 
be used by dairy farmers to 
establish over-order premiums. 
These premiums can be 
charged to milk processors, 
then paid to dairy farmers, and 
under today’s marketing condi- 
tions, can assure dairy farmers 
of at least a $1 over-order 
premium. However, the Agency 
can only work if dairy farmers 
want it to work by signing an 
agreement to mutually price 
their milk. In order to help 
stabilize dairy farmer income, 
we pledge our (OFU) support 
and urge dairy farmers to 
establish this dairy farmers’ 
pricing agency.” 

“Presently, 2,900 out of 5,000 
dairy farmers in eastern Ohio 

and western Pennsylvania have 
joined the Agency. But before 
over-order pricing can be 
implemented, the vast majority 
of dairy farmers need to sign an 
Agency Agreement to mutually 
price their milk. With the 
support of OFU and other agri- 


“Obviously, the handwriting 
is on the wall. The government 
is no longer willing to support 
the milk price at a reasonable 
level. Therefore, if we want 
something done to maintain a 
reasonable living on our family 
farm, we need to do it our- 
selves." 

Friedline explains that the

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Agency Schedules Meeting For Dairy 
Farmers In Somerset, Garrett Co. 


Agency is a dairy farmers 
organization and an alternative 
that can help dairy farmers by 
mutually pricing milk in east- 
ern Ohio and western Pennsy!- 
vania. The need for such a dairy 
farmers’ organization, he says, 
is because milk processors can 
only pay higher over-order pre- 
miums is they know their 
competitors are paying the 
same premiums. This can only 
be done if the vast majority of 
all dairy farmers agree to price 
their milk. 

The objective of the Agency is 
to keep some of the milk price 
drop for dairy farmers without 
directing milk or disrupting 
milk producer and processor 
relationships. ‘‘Our goal is to 
price milk at a level that will 
return at least a $1 over-order 
premium to dairy farmers. This 
premium will be paid to dairy 
farmers in a third check and 
their regular milk checks will 
continue to come from their 
milk processor. The cost of 
operating the Agency will be 
approximately one cent per 
ewt., which will be deducted 
from the premiums collected by 
the Agency. 

To explain the Agency and to 
answer questions, a meeting for 
all dairy farmers has been set 
for Friday, February 22, begin- 
ning al 1 p.m. at the Springs 
Community Center on Route 669 
in Springs, Pa.

Because of relatively modest 
acreage in corn, this overall 
output is short of a record 

Maryland hay production in 
1990 amounted to 678,000 tons, 
an eight percent increase from 
1989. The average yield per 
acre, at 3.01 tons, was the high- 
est on record. This large yield 
more than offset below-record 
acreage harvested. 

The Maryland tobacco crop 
averaged 1,330 pounds per acre, 
60 pounds below the record level 
set in 1982. High yields pushed 
overall production of tobacco to 
9.4 million pounds, a little more 
than the previous crop but still 
the second smallest Maryland 
tobacco crop on record due to 
the drastically reduced acreage 
devoted to this crop. 

Only peaches, trimmed 
drastically by spring frost, suf- 
fered from adverse weather 
during the year. 

Potato production totaled 
324,000 hundredweight, three 
percent above the 1989 produc- 
tion of 315,000 hundredweight. 

Sweet potato production for 
1990 totaled 84,000 hundred- 
weight, five percent above the 
1989 production of 80,000 
hundredweight. 

Small grain yields were up 
from 1989, but not quite to 
record levels. Winter wheat and 
barley yields for 1990 at 52 and 
68 bushels per acre, respec- 
tively, were one bushel short of 
the record 53 and 69 bushel 
records in 1988. 

Rye yield for 199 at 30 
bushels per acre was short of 
the record 33 bushels for 1985 
and 1986. Oat yield was 58 
bushels per acre, compared to 
the record 60 bushels in 1985 

Winter wheat production for 
1990 totaled 9.88 million bushels, 
15 percent above the 8.60 million 
produced in 1989. 

Oat production for the 1990 
season totaled 986,000 bushels, 
25 percent fewer bushels than 
the 1.3 million bushels produced 
in 1989. 

Winter wheat seeded in 1990 
for 1991 harvest is expected to 
total 205,000 acres, three per- 
cent or 5,000 acres above the 
200,000 acres in 1989 for 1990

These 
areas will be discussed at the 
next meeting 

New opportunities were 
presented for the membership 
to think about. These included 
ideas for new products such as 
smal! fruits. Workshops for 
topics in which growers have 
expressed an interest will be 
planned. Jim Simms reported 
that the new meat processing 
plant is on schedule and should 
be completed mid to late 
summer. This will mean that 
there will be a new demand for 
locally raised beef, lambs, 
hogs, and goats. 

It was noted that the associ- 
ation has two items of equip 
ment available for borrowing — 
a plastic mulcher and a trans- 
planter. Interested members 
may contact Jim Simms at 
334-1990. 

Also under new opportunities, 
the Maryland Department of 
Agriculture is in the process of 
developing a tail-gate market in 
Allegany County and have 

approached the Mountain Fresh 
Producers Association with the 
possibility of including Alle- 
gany County in their associ- 
ation. Three things are 
expected: Allegany would be 
able to start under a recognized 
logo; current association mem- 
bers would be able to partici-

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pate in the Allegany markets 
and they in the local ones; and 
the Allegany markets could 
participate in the Women, 
Infants and Children (WIC) 
program, something they can- 
not do unless they are included 
under the Mountain Fresh 
umbrella. It was moved and 
approved by the membership 
present to include Allegany 
County growers in the Mountain 
Fresh Producers Association. 

A number of problems the 
group may have to solve before 
or during the coming season 
were also discussed by the 
group. The first problem is one 
of money. Funding for the 
Department of Agriculture as 
well as the Maryland Cooper- 
ative Extension Service is being 
severely cut by the budget 
problems of the state of Mary- 
land. This translates into less 
money for the association in the 
form of grants that are used for 
advertising and salary for a 
market coordinator. 

Members were asked to think 
about possible solutions, such 
as members volunteering to do 
marketing one or two days a 
week. It is hoped that there will 
be some funding available to 
hire a coordinator two or three 
days a week. 

An inventory of crops was 
another issue stressed 
Members were told they need to 
do a better job of giving infor- 
mation to the market coordi- 
nator, such as what crops are 
being raised, estimated harvest 
times, estimated amounts. This 
is especially important for di- 
rect and bulk sales. 

Also thrown out for members 
to think about was the member- 
ship fee for 1991, and any inter- 
est in purchasing seeds, pesti- 
cides or packaging materials in 
bulk. 

The association's next meet- 
ing will be held February 28, 
beginning at 7:30 p.m. at the 
Garrett County Extension 
Office in Oakland.

The 1990 Farm Bill also

As a result, with heavy butter 
purchases in recent years and 
little or no cheese or non-fat dry 
milk purchased, surpluses have 
looked much larger than they 
were in reality

The Bill also calls for 


reform’’ of the Minnesota-Wis- 
consin (M-W) price series 
USDA is currently preparing a 
study of alternative price 
formulas.

The Farm Bill also requires 
that, effective November 28, no 
state shall provide a greater 
“make allowance’’ than that 
provided by the U.S. support 
program.

The Bill also provides for the 
possible establishment of a 
‘‘processor-funded promotion 
program."’ Any monies col- 
lected under the program would 
be generated by an increase in 
Class I prices. The maximum 
rate of funding is set at 20 cents 
per hundredweight. Processor 
approval is needed to imple- 
ment the program 

In sum, the establishment of a 
$10.10 per hundredweight 
support price floor represents a 
major achievement for 
producers. As significant, the 
establishment of a ceiling on 
total Federal dairy program 
costs signals producers that 
needed income can only be 
generated in the marketplace

Potential markets can 
found at roadside stands, rest- 
aurants, hotels, gourmet food 
stores, retailers and whole- 
salers, VanVranken said 
But he cautioned that whole- 
sale outlets on many products 
would be limited. ‘‘Test the 
market and start small,” he 
advised.

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State Adds Roof Runoff Controls 
To Clean Up Cost-Share Program 


The Maryland 
Agriculture 


Department of 
MDA) has an 
nounced the addition of a new 
eligible practice to the Mary- 
land Agricultural Water Quality 
Cost-Share Program (MACS) 
Referred to Roof Runoff 
Management, the new practice 
is intended to eliminate water 
pollution which is caused di- 
rectly by roof runoff from farm 
buildings 

Cost-sharing of up to 87.5 per- 
cent will be allowed for gutter- 
ing, downspouts, gravel 
trenches, drain tile, rip-rap, 
and other components which 
are needed in each case to inter- 
cept roof runoff and transport it 
safely to a permanent, stable 
outlet. Residences are not elig- 
ible for cost-sharing, but other 
farm buildings are. Under 
criteria adopted by the depart- 
ment, a proposed roof runoff 
project is eligible for MACS 
assistance only for those loca- 
tions on a farm where existing 
roof runoff is causing severe 
soil erosion or transporting 
Significant pollutants from 
animal waste, and where the 
roof runoff is contributing di- 
rectly to the pollution of local 
Streams or other surface 
waters 

Eligibility criteria and design 
requirements were developed 
by the department with the 
assistance of an interagency 
committee which included 
representatives of the USDA 
Soil Conservation Service and 
the local soil conservation dis- 
tricts in Maryland, among 
others. 

“The soil conservation dis- 
tricts have told us that 
improper handling of roof run- 
off often contributes signifi- 
cantly to the pollution of local 
streams, especially in certain 
cases involving livestock oper- 
ations. I am pleased to be able 
to add this practice to the ‘tool- 
box’ available to the districts as 
they work to help farmers solve 
pollution problems on their 
farms," said Maryland Secre- 
tary of Agriculture Wayne A 
Cawley, Jr 

The MACS program, in oper- 
ation since mid-1983, is a major 
component of Maryland's on- 
going efforts to reduce sedi- 
ment and nutrient pollution of 
the Chesapeake Bay. MDA 
implements the program 
through the 24 local soil conser- 
Vation districts in Maryland. 
Since 1983, the program has 


as 


made a total of $24.9 million in 
state and federal funds avail- 
able to farmers to install pol- 
lution controlling best 
management practices’’ on 
their farms. By the end of 1990, 
a total of sore 5700 individual 
projects had been approved for 
funding, of which 4,935 had been 
completed by farmers and for 
which $20.7 million had been 
paid out by MDA

Arrested On 
Drug Charges 


A 33-year-old Kitzmiller 
woman was arrested Tues- 
day on several illegal drug 
charges, including possession 
of marijuana with intent to 
distribute in a drug-free 
school zone. The Garrett 
County Narcotics Task Force 
made the arrest. 

Kathy L. Hartman was 
charged with the violations 
after a search and seizure 
warrant was executed at her 
home in Kitzmiller.

Local Jury Members 
Sentence Bedford 
To Life In Prison 


After approximately 
three hours of deliberation, 
a local jury in the Garrett 
County Circuit Court chose 
to sentence Robert Bedford 
Jr., 28, Baltimore City, to 
life in prison rather than 
death in the gaschamber for 
the crime of first-degree 
murder and rape. Judge Fred 
A. Thayer presided at the 
trial. 

The local jury, comprised 
of eight women and four men, 
found Bedford guilty of the 
charges on Feb. 15, after 
hearing evidence of the Nov. 
2, 1986, killing of 57-year- 
old Florence Joan Jung, a 
real estate agent from Ca- 
tonsville. At the request of 
the defendant, the jury was 
then asked to choose the 
defendant's penalty: life in 
prison, or death in the gas 
chamber. After testimony 
from various experts as well 
as Bedford himself, the final 
decision of the 12 Garrett 
Countians was life in prison. 

Bedford was charged with 
the counts of murder and 
rape as well as counts of theft 
and robbery with a danger- 
ous and deadly weapon. The 
defendant reportedly com- 
mitted the crime at the home 
of the victim, where he raped 
Mrs. Jung and then bludg- 
eoned her to death with a 
heavy lamp. He also removed 
several possessions from the 
home at that time. 

The trial was a change of 
venue case, which means it 
was moved to Garrett County 
from Baltimore City at the 
request of the defense coun-

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Tax Differential 
Sought By Mayor, 
Town of Oakland 


The Oakland Mayor and 
Town Council members dis- 
cussed the subject of a tax 
differential ata recent meet- 
ing. Mayor Asa McCain 
explained that the citizens 
of the town of Oakland, as 
well as several other towns’ 
citizens in Garrett County, 
pay “double taxes’’ every year 
because of double services 
within the towns. 

A tax differential would 
alleviate some of the appar- 
ent inconsistencies. Basi- 
cally, the differential would 
be a sum of money or a tax 
break given to towns by the 
Garrett County Commission- 
ers in compensation for any 
services for which the town 
may already be paying. 
McCain said that Maryland 
law states that a tax differ- 
ential should be provided by 
commissioners if a town 
provides $25,000 or more per 
year in services. 

A differential has been 
requested before, McCain 
said, but the commissioners 
have not been agreeable to 
such an arrangement. Gar- 
rett County is the only county 
in Maryland that does not 
offer a tax differential, the 
mayor stated. 

McCain said that all 
county residents pay the 
same county tax rate, yet 
some towns must provide 
their own street maintenance 
and snow removal, as well 
as their own police force. 
Oakland has its own police 
force, he said, yet citizens 
also help fund the Garrett 
County Sheriff's Depart-

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Impasse Declared 
Between GCTA And 
Education Board 


An impasse has been 
reached by the Garrett 
County Board of Education 
and the Garrett County 
Teachers’ Association 
(GCTA) over salaries and 
other contract issues. An 
arbitrator will now be ap- 
pointed to assist in settling 
the differences between the 
two. The choice for the arbi- 
trator must be agreed upon 
by both groups. 

The main point of con- 
flict concerns a salary in- 
crease. The GCTA has re- 
quested a nine percent in- 
crease, while the education 
board is offering only athree 
percent raise. Other issues 
include the GCTA's request 
for more planning time for 
elementary teachers and an 
improved type of health in- 
surance for employees with 
dependents. 

The school board mem- 
bers do not want to change 
the planning time allotments, 
nor do they wish to adjust 
the health insurance bene- 
fits. 

The GCTA is also pursu- 
ing the establishment of a 
study committee to review 
the extra-duty pay for em- 
ployees who head extra-cur- 
ricular activities, and a sal- 
ary increase for coaches and 
teachers who conduct extra- 
curricular activities. 

After the arbitrator is 
chosen, he or she will review 
the issues and arguments of 
both sides, and then will offer 
recommendations on how to 
solve the differences 
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County Officials Testify Against 
Md. Growth And Development Act 


Garrett County Commis- 
sioner John G. Braskey and 
Garrett County Planning 
and Zoning Director John 
Nelson both travelled to 
Annapolis this week to tes- 
tify at a Senate hearing 
against a bill entitled The 
Maryland Growth and Che- 
sapeake Bay Protection Act, 
designed to limit the sprawl- 
ing growth and development 
taking place in Maryland and 
to protect the Chesapeake 
Bay from further pollution. 

The bill seeks to limit 
growth and development by 
designating four separate 
land areas, each of which has 
specified development limi- 
tations. One of those catego- 
ries is the rural resource 
designation which limits 
growth to one dwelling per 
20 acres 

During the hearing, 
Commissioner Braskey 
stated, “Garrett County can 
accommodate and is yearn- 
ing for new growth,” explain- 
ing that only 2.9% of Gar- 
rett County's 424,000 acres 
are currently developed. He 
added that the legislation 
before the General Assem- 
bly “undermines our local 
initiatives for future devel- 
opment and prosperity and 
would have a negative im- 
pact to our tax base.” 

Braskey also cautioned 
the Senate Economic and 
Environmental Affairs 
Committee on the negative 
effects the bill would have 
on “every rural county in 
Maryland struggling for 
economic vitality,’’ and 


Sex Offense Case Not Prosecuted 
Because of Insufficient Evidence 


A fourth-degree sex of 
fense case against an 
Oakland man was not prose 
cuted in Garrett County 
District Court proceedings 
last week because of lack of 
evidence. 

Allen E. Pysell, 43, had 
been charged with a fourth 
degree sex offense, child 
abuse, and battery against a 
six-year-old female. None of 
those charges was prosecuted 
because of lack of evidence 
by the State.

contrary to the declarations 
and purposes of this legisla- 
tion.” 

The first problem Nel- 
son cited was the timetable 
in which to set up an in- 
terim program, with the 
deadline for implementation 
set at July 1 of this year. 
Explaining that Garrett 
County does not currently 
have in place a county-wide 
zoning ordinance, Nelson 
stated, “Considering the lack 
of these land use control 
measures, we find ourselves 
in the position of not having 
the ability to effectively 
implement the interim pro- 
gram.” 

The second problem with 
the proposal Nelson testified 
about was the fact that the 
legislation did not take into 
account “regional differences 
or make allowances for lo- 
calities with resort or tour- 
ism economies.

“Our working definition

It is not limited 
to nursing homes or only 
the elderly.”

City Police do not operate 
“around the clock"’ as do the 
sheriffs officers, they do 
assist the sheriff's deputies 
in several ways 

McCain also said that 
another service Oakland 
offers is water for several 
county fire departments. The 
mayor explained that water 
from Oakland is used for fires 
anywhere in the southern 
part of the county. For ex- 
ample, Deer Park Volunteer 
Fire Dept. fills its tanks at 
the Bausch & Lomb facility, 
located on Oakland property 
McCain said the town gets 
no compensation for the

As recent as a month ago the great majority of 
political, historical, and even some military ex 
perts were telling us how costly in terms of 
human life a ground war against Iraq would be 
for US. and allied troops.

While there is much to be done to wrap up 
Operation Desert Storm and it remains to be 
seen just what will happen to Saddam Hussein, 
we hope that the result of this incredible show of 
force will lead to long-time world peace. Cer- 
tainly every other nation in the world, including 
the Soviet Union, had to be impressed, if not 
shocked, by this demonstration of our military 
capabilities. We believe it will be a long time 
before some other thug in a position of power, 
like Hussein, attempts to overrun a neighboring 
country and threaten world peace. If indeed this 
is the case, and millions of people will be able to 
enjoy peace for decades to come, then the effort 
was assuredly worth it and the deaths of the men 
and women of Operation Desert Storm will cer-

Cleaning Up The Bay 


by Robert Perciasepe, Sec. 
Maryland Department of the Environment 

In 1987 Governor William Donald Schaefer joined with 
leaders of the other bay states in signing the Chesapeake Bay 
Agreement. Phosphorus and nitrogen are the nutrients most 
damaging to water quality and a key commitment of the agree- 
ment was an ambitious goal to reduce nutrient loads to the bay by 
40 percent by the year 2000. To meet this goal, we must act now to 
pass the Maryland Growth and Chesapeake Bay Protection Act 

SB 27 and HB 214) 

The first steps necessary to clean up the bay were clear: find 
the sources of pollution and control them. With state-of-the-art 
technology and a massive commitment of public and private 
money, we've made great progress in cleaning up discharges 
from sewage treatment plants and industrial sources 

Cleaning up the point sources of pollution has been a chal- 
lenge, and controlling non-point source pollution will be even 
tougher. Bay pollution doesn’t stop at the end of the pipe or the top 
of the smokestack. Rainwater running off streets, farms, and 
yards carries damaging pollutants and sediments to the bay 
Even some pollutants originating from our cars are eventually 
deposited in the waters of the Chesapeake 

The act outlines a rational framework for protecting and 
restoring the health of the Chesapeake Bay and Maryland's 
thrust of the bill is to concentrate growth, 
rather than following the current trend of sprawled development 
Channeling growth to already developed areas could have 
measurable, positive impacts on our environment 

The growth provisions debated by the Governor's Com- 
mission and envisioned by the act would spare an estimated 
229 00 of the nearly 2.7 million acres of existing forested and open 
space lands from residential or mixed use development over the 
next 30 years 

This means that as much as % million pounds of sediment an- 
nually would not end up in the bay. That’s enough to cover over a 
thousand acres of the bay’s floor each year with a layer of sedi- 
ment thick enough to damage fragile shellfish beds 

In addition, up to 1.35 million pounds of nutrients annually 
could be kept out of Maryland waterways. That is four times the 
amount of phosphorus and nitrogen discharged from all the 
sewage treatment plants on the Patuxent River each year 

Under the growth management plan, new development could 
be concentrated around employment and retail enters, reducing 
the distance that people must drive to work and shop 

If we could cut the growth rate in vehicle miles traveled by 
just 10 percent, we would prevent nearly 20 tons of auto pollutants 
from being released into Maryland's air each day — equivalent to 
the reductions achievable by installing vapor-catching nozzles on 
every gasoline pump in the state. Auto emissions are major con- 
tributors to ground-level ozone (smog) and the bay's nutrient 
loadings. These reductions in miles traveled could also save 
nearly two million gallons of gasoline daily 

The Maryland Growth and Chesapeake Bay Protection Act 
would also reduce water and sewer costs to local governments, 
protect sensitive areas, and preserve forests and open space 

Our current scattershot approach to managing growth 
creates a host of environmental problems. Lasting benefits are 
achievable if we act boldly, work together and strive for more 
than just the status quo. It's time Marylanders move positively to 
change the way we grow, or we will all suffer the costly economic

Once again, the issue of instituting a “limited” black 
bear hunting season has surfaced in the county. Several 
months ago, at a pre-legislative meeting held between the 
county commissioners and our delegate and senator, the 
commissioners requested that Delegate Edwards intro- 
duce a bill to enable the county to enact such a hunting 
season in a limited scope and using a lottery system as the 
manner in which the season would be implemented. 

The commissioners cited the fact that our neighboring 
states, Pennsylvania and West Virginia, both have black 
bear hunting seasons, so why shouldn't we? (Pennsylvania 
and West Virginia both have inadequate road mainte- 
nance systems, too. Shouldn't we?) 

The impetus for the concern over the black bear “‘prob- 
lem”’ comes from reports of crop and livestock damage by 
black bears. This is, at the very least, regrettable and 
unfortunate 

But isolated incidents of this sort of damage are, at the 
very most, one of the few negative occurrences we humans 
must endure in order to be fortunate enough to inhabit the 
earth along with other species 

While not intending to make light of any hardship a 
landowner might suffer or any loss he might realize, the 
intended demise of any creature who “gets in our way” is 
hardly justifiable. In fact, it perpetuates a dangerous 
philosophy of life -- a philosophy that may have already 
taken us too far down the path of self-destruction. 

Because to destroy other species is to destroy ourselves 
and our planet. Because to truly understand life is to 

understand that one form is dependent on all other forms. 
Because we are not here merely to learn to live among 
other forms of nature, just as we are not here to destroy 
other forms of nature. We are nature. Weare, all of us, just 
different configurations of the same elements. 

Human beings have no more a claim to the earth than 
any other species 

I recently spoke with a biologist with the Maryland 
Department of Natural Resources who assured me that

Funds To Be 
Taken From POS, 
Ag Land Plans 


District 1-A Delegate 
George C. Edwards this week 
commented on the recent 
proposal] that a large amount 
of money ($40 million) is to 
be taken from Program Open 
Space and Agricultural Land 
Preservation funds in an 
effort to heip balance the state 
budget, stating that his main 
concern is to keep the legis- 
lation passed by the legisla- 
ture last year in place -- leg- 
islation that had lifted the 
cap on revenue funds going 
into the open space program. 

Edwards was instrumen- 
tal last year in convincing 
legislators to lift the capthat 
had previously been placed 
on the program, in a five- 
year phase-out plan, until 
eventually all the money 
from state transfer taxes 
could be used for the acqui- 
sition and capital improve- 
ments of parkland. 

Fearing that the program 
might become irreparably 
delayed -- or even eliminated 
-- environmentalists from the 
Chesapeake Bay Founda- 
tion began an advertising 
campaign to spur Maryland 
citizens into action that 
would prevent that from 
happening. 

Other efforts to save the 
program took the form of 
several bills introduced to 
the legislature aimed at 
acquiring alternate sources 
of funding. One bill seeks to 
authorize the Maryland 
Department of Natural Re- 
sources to issue tax-sup- 
ported bonds to replace the 
funds. 

This would put money 
back into the program until 
such time as property sales 
climb back up to their nor- 
mal level, said Delegate 
Edwards, explaining that 
revenues from transfer taxes 
are low at the present time 
because property sales are 
down. 

“If we can supplement 
some of the decreases with 
bonding, we can pay it back 
later when property sales go 
back up,” stated Edwards. 

He added, ‘“‘As long as wé 
don’t do away with the pro- 
gram, it’s just a delay.” 

Edwards noted that the 
Joint Subcommittee on 

Program Open Space, of 
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Dateline: 


which he is co-chairman, is 
scheduled to meet March 5. 


In other news from the 
Annapolis office of Delegate 
Edwards this week, it was 
reported that several bills, 
co-sponsored by the delegate, 
were recently introduced. 
One of those bills (HB 643) 
seeks to abolish the delegate 
and senatorial scholarship 
programs and transfer the 
appropriated scholarship 
funds to the General State 
Scholarship Program. 

The program has received 
some criticism over the years 
because of some public per- 
ception that selections made 
by the legislators might be 
biased. Although Edwards 
stated he feels certain that 
selections made by the legis- 
lators for the recipients of 
those scholarships have 
always been fair, he feels the 
program is best implemented 
in the hands of the General 

State Scholarship Program. 

Edwards said the bill 
takes “a more favorable 
approach” to the scholarship 
process, and stressed that the 
same amount of money 
would still be available for 
scholarships. In fact, he said, 
it might mean more money 
would be appropriated for 

the Western Maryland dis- 
trict 

Edwards has also co-spon- 
sored one of the many vic- 
tims’ rights bills that seek to 
establish additional consti- 
tutional rights for victims of 
serious crimes. 

The bill (HB 719) states 
that “a victim of a serious 
crime shall be entitled to the 
right to be informed of, to be 
present at, and to be heard 
at appropriate criminal jus- 
tice proceedings.” 

HB 766, also co-sponsored 
by Edwards, deals with 
municipal infractions, em- 
powering towns to enforce 
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infractions by way of impos- 
ing fines or taking violators 
to court. 


House Defeats 
Dioxin Bill 


The House Environ- 
mental Matters Committee 
Friday defeated a proposed 
bill that would have report- 
edly made Maryland's wa- 
ter quality standard for di- 
oxin emissions the toughest 
in the nation. 

The committee voted 19- 
3 against the bill which would 
have affected only one Mary- 
land industry, Westvaco 
Corporation's Luke Mill in 
Allegany County. The bill 
was opposed by Westvaco, 
as well as by the Maryland 
Department of the Environ- 
ment. Representatives of the 
Westvaco Corporation re- 
portedly testified against the 
bill and reported that the 
company has been nation- 
ally recognized for its efforts 
to reduce dioxin emissions 
in recent years. 

Proponents of the bill, 
however, reportedly feel the 
dioxin standards in Mary- 
land are not strict enough. 

According to the Envi- 
ronmental Protection 
Agency, dioxin is one of the 
most potent cancer causing 
chemicals, and Maryland's 
standards are 100 times 
weaker than EPA recom- 
mendations. Maryland also 
has the nation's highest rate 
of cancer 


Cigarette Tax 
Could Be Raised 
By 20 Cents 


Legislation is currently 
being considered that would 
raise the price of cigarettes 
by 20 cents per pack in an 
effort to raise additional 
revenue for Maryland's 
budget deficit. The projected 
$84 million the measure 
would raise would report- 


edly be used to conduct health 
and smoking prevention 
programs. 


The current 13-cent ex- 
cise tax raises about $160 
million a year. About $13 
million of that goes to the 
counties and the rest to the 
state. 

The cost increase is also 
meant to discourage smok- 
ing among adults and chil- 
dren. 

The measure is being 
lobbied against by the to- 
bacco industry, whose 
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spokesperson reportedly sees 
the measure as a “tax on 
lifestyles." 


Governor's Gun 
Control Bills 
Narrowly Approved 


Two gun control bills 
submitted to the 1991 Gen- 
eral Assembly by the Schaefer 
administration were ap- 
proved this week by the 
House Judiciary Committee, 
in a 12-10 vote in one case 
and a 13-9 vote in the other. 
One measure included a ban 
on the sale of 38 military- 
style semi-automatic assault 
weapons, and another was 
aimed at preventing children 
from having access to loaded 
weapons. The bill would 
require parents to keep their 
guns locked up or, in some 
way, out of their children’s 
reach. 

Supporters of the bill to 
ban 38 semi-automatic as- 
sault weapons reportedly 
stated that these military- 
style weapons are being in- 
creasingly used by drug 
dealers and other criminals 
and that policemen feel they 
are being “outgunned.” 

The bills are expected to 
go to the House floor by the 
end of the week. 


Bill Seeks To 
Promote Voter 


Registration 


A bill has been introduced 
to the Maryland legislature 
that would give Marylanders 
the option of registering to 
vote up to the day of elec- 
tions, thereby promoting 
voter turnout in the state. 
At present, a potential voter 
must register to vote no later 
than 29 days before the elec- 
tion. 

The bill would also re- 
portedly give more Marylan- 
ders access to early registra- 
tion by including voter reg- 
istration forms in tax bills, 
and by making the forms 
available to persons regis- 
tering automobiles and to 
those applying for welfare. 


Basic Health 
Benefits Subject 
Of Hearings 


Two bills which would 
establish Basic Benefit Poli- 
cies for health insurance, 
thus benefiting Maryland's 
uninsured population, were 
heard recently by the House 
Economic Matters Commit- 
tee. 

The bills seek to imple- 
ment a system that would 
allow insurers and non-profit 
health service plans to issue 
policies to small businesses 
and individuals who cannot 
afford regular health care 
coverage. 

The basic benefit pack- 
age would consist of a three- 
year term and would benefit 
individuals and companies 
with two to 25 employees. 
The plan was developed with 
the help of Blue Cross and 
Blue Shield of Maryland, and 
would reportedly cost an 
individual approximately $90 
per month and a family, 
about $225. 

If passed the bills could 
reportedly move Maryland 
to the forefront in innova- 
tive and affordable health 
care insurance.

in the 1991 Maryland Gen- 
eral Assembly.

Eric Sines explained that the letters in front of his 
name, ABFAN, stand for “aviation boatswain’s mate, 
airman.” He said his day-to-day routine usually lasts 18 to 
20 hours, and his duties entail the re-fueling of all the 
carrier's aircraft before and between launches so that the 
planes can be back in the air as soon as possible. 


“T usually have about 45 minutes to fuel about 90 
aircraft. I have the help of about 40 other ship- 
mates. On the flight deck, the hardest part of myjob 
is walking through hot jet blasts and keeping as far 
away as I can from the jets’ intakes, although 
sometimes I have to get pretty close. Some insur- 
ance companies consider (this work) as ‘one of the 
most dangerous jobs in the world.’ It’s exciting, but 
at times it can be pretty intense.” --Eric Sines. 


Both Randy Evick and Brent Sanders are EMFN’s, or 
electrician’s mates and firemen. Their daily jobs consist of 
fixing and troubleshooting shipboard electrical equip- 
ment. They said that their work day lasts 12 to 15 “‘busy 
hours,” and that they are “always on the go, standing by 
in case electrical equipment should break down through- 
out the day.” 

The young men all stated how they enjoyed being 
together on the same carrier, and how important it was to 
be able to depend on one another for companionship. 


“It’s great to know that there are three other 
people on board who I can talk about home with, 
and they know who and what I'm talking about. The 
four of us are great friends. . . We all talk a com- 
pletely different language than the other crew- 
men.” --Richard Kitzmiller. 

“It’s nice to know that no matter where we are 
in the world or what crisis may be happening, there 
are always good friends from back home here on 
the ship to talk to. All four of us look forward to 
seeing each other after work or just passing each 
other in the passageway to say ‘hi,’ or to talk for a 
while.” --Brent Sanders and Randy Evick.

I teaspoon salt 
3/4 cup shortening 
5 to 6 tablespoons cold water 
In medium bowl with fork, lightly stir together flour 
and salt. With pastry blender or two knives used 
scissor-fashion, cut in shortening until mixture re- 
sembles coarse crumbs. Sprinkle in cold water, a 
tablespoon at a time, mixing lightly with a fork after 
each addition until pastry just holds together.

OF LOVE

Background Scripture: Luke 10 
25-37. 

Devotional Reading: Matthew 22 
34-46, 


Have you ever noticed that the 
parables that Jesus tells seem to 
have nothing to do with what people 
believe? The parables always teach 
us how to live our daily lives. Yet, 
very often these very practical teach- 
ings on how to live have a great deal 
to do with what we believe 


This is what we see in the Parable 

of the Good Samaritan. It begins with 
a question about belief from a law- 
yer or scribe—one learned in the 
religious law: ‘*Teacher, what shall I 
do to inherit eternal life?’’ Luke tells 
us that he did this *‘to put him to the 
test.’ He hoped that Jesus would give 
an unorthodox answer that would 
spark a doctrinal argument. But Je- 
sus refused to be trapped and turn- 
ed the question back on the scribe: 
**What is written in the law? How do 
you read?"* Anxious to show his ex- 
pertise, the scribe replied with a quo- 
tation taken from Deuteronomy 6:4 
and Leviticus 19:18: ‘*You shall love 
the Lord your God...and your neigh- 
bor as yourself."* In response, Jesus 
Says: ‘You have answered right; do 
this, and you will live.”’ 





KNOWING & DOING 

But the scribe once more seeks to 
embroil Jesus in a theological contro- 
versy: ‘‘And who is my neighbor?"’ 
Jesus could very well have answered 
him with a one-liner: your neighbor 
is anyone needing your help whom 


you can help. Instead, however, he 
tells a parable that says that and 
more. Remember, the scribes prided 
themselves on Anowing the law. But 
in the parable the ‘‘hero’’ is a Samari- 
tan. Asa lay person he would ‘‘know"’ 
far less than a scribe, and as a Samari- 
tan even what little he ‘*knew’’ 


would be wrong! 


By the careful way in which Jesus 
crafted his story, he discreetly 
showed that it is more a matter of 
doing than knowing. The priest who 
‘passed by on the other side’’ cer- 
tainly knew what to do, but didn't. 
The Levite also knew the right an- 
swers, but he too refrained from 
doing what he could. All Jews knew 
that Samaritans were all wrong in 
their religious views, For one thing, 
they believed the right place to wor- 
ship God was on Mt. Gerizim, not 
Mt. Zion in Jerusalem, Yet, although 
the Samaritan was guilty of ‘‘wrong 
beliefs,'’ he did exactly the right 
thing: he helped the robbery victim, 
despite the fact that the victim was a 
Jew, a sworn enemy of any Samaritan 





LET'S BE REASONABLE 

In a sense, the scribe had asked 
Jesus to say something about the 
limits of loving one’s neighbor. We 
can understand that because we too 
often wonder if love doesn't have 
some reasonable limits. Obviously, 
we must help someone in our own 
family who is in need. We all ‘‘know"’ 
that, although we may not all act 
upon it, The same is true of our 
friends, But what about the family 
next door whom we hardly know and 
actually don't much like—they, 
with their loud stereos and dog who 
seems to like our yard a lot more than 
theirs? 


And what about the people on the 
south end of town who live in perpe- 
tual squalor and unemployment? 
What about those Hare Krishnas who 
always accost us when we go to the 
airport? And even if all the others 
are my ‘“‘neighbors,’’ surely that 
doesn't include Saddam Hussein! 


The answer is no less hard for us 
than it was for the scribe: in Christ 
there are no limits to love,

State Police 
Note New Speed 
Enforcement Plan 


Maryland State Police are 
gearing up forthe beginning 
of a statewide highway safety 
program which targets 55 
mile per hour highways with 
intensified enforcement of 
speed, alcohol and occupant 
restraint laws. The first 
phase of the program is en- 
titled Project Intercept, 
which stands for Interstate 
Cooperative Comprehensive 
Enforcement and Education 
Program for Teenaged Driv 
ers 

“Project Intercept marks 
the beginning of a year long 
highway safety campaign 
which will feature strict 
enforcement and heightened 
public awareness on a vari- 
ety of highway safety issues,:’ 
said Colonel Elmer H. Tip- 
pett, Superintendent, Mary- 
land State Police. In remarks 
prepared for delivery to the 
Metropolitan Baltimore 
Public Safety Media Rela 
tions Council, Colonel Tip 
pett called on Maryland’s 
youthful drivers to make a 
concerted effort to obey traf- 


fic laws 

“We need to focus our 
the attitudes and drivin 
behavior of teenaged driv- 
ers cited for speed related 
traffic law violations,” added 
Tippett. ‘We need the coop- 
eration of Maryland's youth- 
ful drivers in our efforts to 
control speeds on our high- 
ways.” 

Under Project Intercept, 
Maryland State Police will 
be working with the Motor 
Vehicle Administration and 
the Maryland District Court 
System in select counties to 
address teen drivers aged 16 
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through 19 who have been 
charged with exceeding the 
Presid 
ing judges in the participat 
ing counties may offer pro 
bation before judgment for 
first-time offenders who are 
residents of the county in 
which they have been con 
victed. The verdict will be 
rendered in exchange for the 
teenager's agreement to 
attend a two hour “Drive to 
Survive” highway safety 
session presented by the 
Maryland State Police. The 
session will focus on driver 
attitudes, use of occupant 
restraints, obeying posted 
speed limits and the dangers 
of drunk and drugged driv- 
ing 

The intensified enforce- 
ment will begin March 1 with 
the deployment of special 
teams of patrols on Inter- 
states 95, 83, 695, 70, 495, 
270, 81 and 48. State Police 
will engage in a variety of 
enforcement techniques used 
during the widely publicized 
1990 campaign, Clickit and 
Ticket. The Clickit and 
Ticket speed enforcement 
patrols successfully reduced 
the number of speed related 
crashes on Maryland high- 
ways during 1990 enabling 
a continuation of a three year

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State Tax Returns Pour In; Common 
Error Involves Subdivision Code 


Maryland State Comp 
troller Louis L. Goldstein said 
540,000 taxpayers have al 
ready filed their 1990 state 
income tax returns. He 
reminded those still work 
ing on their returns to be 
sure to use the correct code 
for their subdivision on the 
front of their return. “Us 
ing the right code guaran 
tees your local government 
will ;receive its proper share 
of more than $1.4 billion in 
local income tax revenue,” 
he said. 

The comptroller noted 
that his office has been busy 
correcting many returns filed 
by individuals who neglected 
to enter the correct code for 
their incorporated city or 
town. ‘“Man,y folks entered 
the code for their county 
instead of the code for their 
incorporated town. If you live 
in an incorporated city or 
town, be sure to enter the 


correct code for that town 
Only those taxpayers who 
live outside of an incorpo 
rated area should enter the 
county code.”’

Sarbanes Bill 


To Increase 


Literacy Funds 


Stressing the importance 
of libraries in the effort to 
fight illiteracy, Senator Paul 
Sarbanes has introduced 
legislation to increase the 
maximum grant awards to 
libraries participating in the 
Library Literacy Grants 
program. The legislation 
sponsored by Sarbanes would 
increase the maximum grant 
available under Title VI of 
the Library Services and 
Construction Act from 
$35,000 to $50,000. The 
Eastern Shore Regional 
Library is currently seeking 
a grant under this program 

“Libraries, which have 
always served as engines of 
learning and ladders of op- 
portunity in our society, are 
uniquely situated to develop 
and offer literacy programs 
which can reach all segments 
of society,’ Sarbanes said 
upon introducing the legis- 
lation.

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Changing Winter Rations Increases 


Importance Of Sodium Bicarbonate 


Late-winter ration changes 
forced by dwindling feed inven- 
tories and changing forage 
quality may disrupt rumen 
function in dairy cows, accord- 
ing to Dr. Mike Hutjens, dairy 
extension specialist at the 
University of Illinois. 

“Producers can minimize 
this problem by making sure 
they have enough sodium 
bicarbonate in the ration,” he 
said during an interview while 
at Illinois Dairy Days. 

Sodium bicarbonate stabil- 
izes rumen pH, keeping it in the 
optimum range of 6.2 to 6.8. If 
the pH falls below this range, a 
lower butterfat test can occur, 
as well as a decrease in dry 
matter intake followed by 
reduced milk production. 

Adding grain or silage to a 
ration in late winter to compen- 
sate for a lack of high-quality 
forage is one way this can 
happen, Hutjens said. Feeding 
additional grain to rumen 
microorganisms accustomed to 
higher forage levels shifts 
rumen fermentation, leading to 
excess propionic acid produc- 
tion. 

“It is currently cheaper to 
add corn when hay or forage be- 
comes scarce than to buy addi- 
tional high-quality hay. Making 
sure there is enough bicarb in 
the ration will help prevent a 
resulting pH drop.” 

Even if the grain level is not 
adjusted, rumen acidity can be 
affected by other changes, he 
added. Silages and haylages 
near the bottom of conventional 
upright silos are not identical to 
those nearer the top. 

“As you get closer to the 
bottom of the silo, two things 
can happen,’’ he explained. 
‘First, the feed may be more 
acidic because of increased 
fermentation. Second, it may 
have been made from a less 
mature crop, which means 
higher moisture, less fiber, and 
a finer chop.” 

This silage’s higher acid 
content comes from an increase 
in fermentation caused by a 
combination of higher moisture 
levels (affected by seepage as 
well as crop maturity) and 
higher pressures at the silo 
bottem. More acid in the feed 
means more acid loading in the 
rumen, lowering the pH. 

“A less mature crop may also 
remift in afiner chop,” he 
added. ‘‘Smaller particle sizes 
lower the effective fiber level, 
reducing rumination and cud 
chewing.” 

Chewing stimulates the flow 
of saliva, a source of sodium 


bicarbonate and the cow's 
natural buffering agent. Less 
cud chewing, therefore, in- 
creases the need for additional 
rumen buffering 

Sodium bicarbonate should be 
fed daily at the level of 1.5 per- 
cent of the grain ration, or 8 
ounces for every 10 pounds of 
milk produced. 

“This is the level we recom- 
mend feeding throughout the 
year, not only during the 
winter,’’ says Dr. Kenneth 
Cummings, director of research 
at Church & Dwight Co., Inc. 
“However, the ration changes 
you might be making while 
waiting for the pastures to turn 
green make it doubly important 
to make sure you're feeding 
enough,"’ he added. 


Varyland Farmers 


Rally In Annapolis 


Almost 1,000 Maryland Farm 
Bureau members rallied this 
week in Annapolis in protest of 
the governor's proposed 2020 
bill. Maryland Farm Bureau is 
the state’s largest general farm 
organization, representing 
13,876 members. 

Approximately 300 farmers 
from across the state voiced 
their concerns about the 2020 
bill on Tuesday in the Senate 
Economic and Environmental 
Affairs Committee hearing, and 
over 600 are present today for 
the House Environmental 
Matters Committee hearing. 
The farmers’ major concern is 
the bill's potential to reduce a 
landowners property rights and 
equity 

Maryland Farm Bureau sup- 
ports some of the principles 
adopted by the commission, 
which include protection of the 
bay and economic growth that 
provides for a strong state 
economy. The efficient use of 
land, reasonable protection of 
the environment, local control 
of land use planning and the 
preservation of the agricultural 
economy are also supported. 

‘We support protecting the 

Chesapeake Bay. However, if 
this bill in its present form 
would become law, landowners 
would lose property rights and 
equity. County governments 
would lose local control of plan- 
ning and zoning and the ability 
to address local issues and 
problems. The bill could also 
affect those farm owners 
enrolled and planning to enroll 
in the Farmland Preservation 
Program,"’ said Maryland 
Farm Bureau President 
Edward Allen.

International 
Trade Talks 
Could Resume 


“Guarded Optimism’’ is 
being expressed by the Ameri- 
can Farm Bureau Federation 
about the revived Uruguay 
Round of international trade 
talks. 

“It is encouraging the 
European Community has 
agreed to start discussing the 
major issues relating to farm 
trade reform, but we are still a 
long way from reaching an 
agreement,” said AF BF Presi- 
dent Dean Kleckner 

The trade talks were sched- 
uled to conclude last Decem- 
ber, but collapsed when the 
European Community, backed 
by Japan and South Korea, 
refused to discuss a specific 
plan on agricultural trade. 
February 20 those countries 
agreed to begin talks on the 
three major areas of conten- 
tion: internal farm supports, 
market access and export sub- 
sidies. 

“Despite last week's accep- 
tance of this framework for the 
agricultural talks, there is no 
specific plan on the table,’’ said 
Kleckner. ‘The current status 
of the talks is that all parties 
have now apparently agreed on 
what they are going to talk 
about — which is where the 
trade round should have been a 
year ago.” 

Kleckner said the agreement 
for negotiations is ‘‘far from the 
clear commitment we had 
hoped to obtain from the EC on 
import barriers and export sub- 
sidies. But it does represent suf- 
ficient progress in the adminis- 
tration’s eyes." 

Farm Bureau, said Kleckner, 
will back the Bush adminis- 
tration’s request for an exten- 
sion of ‘‘fast-track’’ negotiating 
authority, which allows the 
administration to negotiate an 
agreement that Congress could 
either approve or reject, but not 
amend. Current fast-track 
authority expires June 1, and 
Bush must request new 
authority by March 1. 

Without such authority, the 


governments and the 


Uruguay Round would die, 
according to Kleckner, as would 
the proposed U.S.-Mexico free 
trade agreement. 


Farmers To Report 


Operation Changes 


Kenneth Bachtel, chairperson 
of the Garrett County Agri- 
cultural Stabilization and 
Conservation Service (ASCS), 
urges producers to report any 
changes in their farm oper- 
ations which could affect farm 
program benefits during 1991. 

“Farm records must be up-to- 
date in order for us to help pro- 
ducers get full program bene- 
fits,"’ said Bachtel. “If a farm 
will have a new owner effective 
for 1991, or if a change is made 
in the operation of an existing 
farm unit, producers should 
contact our office.” 

He said requests to combine 
farms or divide a farm should 
be made as early as possible be- 
cause reconstitutions require 
special processing as well as 
county committee approval. 

Any changes in land owned or 
operated should be reported to 
the Garrett County ASCS Office 
as soon as possible. 


CRP Sign-Up 
Opens March 4 


Starting March 4, county 
offices of USDA's Agricultural 
Stabilization and Conservation 
Service (ASCS) will begin 
accepting Conservation 
Reserve Program (CRP) bids, 
based on new program pro- 
visions. 

“Bids on eligible land will be 
selected based on the environ- 
mental benefits received from 
placing the land in the program 
when compared to the cost to 
Commodity Credit Corporation 
(CCC),’’ said Kenneth R. 
Bachtel, chairperson of the 
Garrett County ASC Com- 
mittee. ‘‘Farmers should not 
rely on bid amounts accepted in 
the past.” 

In previous sign-ups, Bachtel 
said there was a high expecta- 
tion that a producer could rely 
on no change occurring to the 
bid amounts which would be 
accepted. Bid acceptance 
determinations will be made 
after a nationwide review and 
evaluation; and only for con- 
tracts beginning in 1991. 
‘Producers who wish to enroll 
in the program should be aware 
that there is increased competi- 
tion,"’ he said

that contribute to the impair- 
ment of water quality or crop- 
land in public wellhead areas. 
Public wellheads are sources of 
water for municipalities. USDA 
expects to accept bids for the 
protection of these water 
sources as well as other areas 
which have been determined to 
be a source of water quality 
problems. 

To improve water quality 
under the CRP, Bachtel said 
farmers offering filterstrips, 
grassed waterways, shelter- 
belts and contour grass strips 
will receive additional consider- 
ation during the bid evaluation. 
He said bids for wetlands will 
not be accepted during the tenth 
sign-up, since USDA expects to 
announce a Wetland Reserve 
Program in the near future. 

“Farmers will be permitted 
to enter the same acreage 
simultaneously into the annual 
commodity programs and the 
CRP,” said Bachtel, ‘‘and to 
withdraw from the commodity 
programs, without penalty if 
their bid is accepted.'’ USDA 
needs 30 days to evaluate and 
accept a bid but acceptance is 
not binding on either the pro- 
ducer or USDA until the con- 
tract is signed. 

The ASCS official said 30 per- 
cent cost-share assistance will 
continue to be available to 
establish permanent vegetative 
cover, including trees, on the 
accepted acres. Annual rental 
payments for 10 years also will 
be paid to CRP participants, 
based on their bid, except in 
some limited cases, such as 
hardwood tree planting, where 
a longer period may apply. 


U.S. Net Farm 


Income Likely To Be 
Lower Next Year 


Net farm income, which 
accounts for non-cash as well as 
cash income and expense items, 
is likely to be lower next year. 
Projected at $44 to $49 billion, it 
could be down as much as 10 
percent from the $49 billion 
expected in 1990. 

Maryland Crop Production 

Value up for 1990 

Crop production increases in 
Maryland and the U.S. resulted 
in lower average prices for 
most crops. However, as a 
result of higher corn produc- 
tion, the value of production of 
major crops in Maryland is esti- 
mated at $360.3 million for 1990, 
up $4.6 million from 1989 
Soybeans were the only major 
crop with a higher average 
price for 1990. Maryland 
growers, who produced more 
soybeans in 1990, increased the 
total value from $92.4 million in 
1989 to $101.6 million in 1990. 

United States Value Of 
Production increases 

In spite of generally lower 
average prices for 1990, the 
value of production increased 
for all major crop categories in 
the United States. Field and 
miscellaneous crops increased 
$7.1 billion dollars, fruits and 
nuts increased $121 million 
dollars, and commercial vege- 
tables increased $655 million 
dollars, for a total increase of 
$7.98 billion in the value of 
production of principal crops in 
1990 

Some Prices Rise 
During January 

The index of prices received 
by Maryland farmers rose five 
points in January. The increase 
was a response to higher prices 
for corn, broilers, calves and 
apples. However, the index was 
22 points below January 1990 
when crops, poultry and milk 
prices were well above current 
levels. The United States 
showed a smaller improvement 
as lower prices for soybeans, 
cattle and milk nearly offset in- 
creases for hogs, broilers and 
eggs 


New Study Shows Zoning Doesn't 
Reduce Market Value of Ag Land 


The Maryland Office of 
Planning released a new 
study this week which shows 
that the average fair market 
value of agricultural lands 
is not adversely affected af 
ter enactment of agricultural 
conservation zoning at or 
above one unit per 20 acres 

Additionally, the study 
reveals that the ability of a 
specific farm enterprise to 
repay a loan is the most 
important criteria for both 
real estate and operational 
loans, rather than the ac- 
tual or future market value 
of the land. There was no 
evidence that agricultural 
conservation zoning im- 
paired a farmer's ability to 
receive a loan. 

According to Ronald 
Kreitner, director of the 
Maryland Office of Planning, 
“This new information ad- 
dresses the long-standing 
issue of how zoning affects 
land values in the agricul- 
tural areas. Rather than rely 
on anecdotal evidence or 
opinion, solid research dem- 
onstrates that plans to pre- 
serve land and manage 
growth in rural areas, like 
those made by the Gover- 
nor’s Commission on Growth 
in the Chesapeake Bay Re- 
gion (the Barnes Commis- 
sion), don't have the cata- 
strophic effect that some 
predict.” 

The study, titled “The 
Effects of Agricultural Zon- 
ing on the Value of Farm- 
land?’ examines actual land 
value information before and 
after implementation of 
county-wide agricultural 
zoning. It analyzes land value 
information from a wide 
range of available sources, 
including the Maryland 
Department of Assessments 
and Taxation parcel files, the 
Department of General Serv 
ices land appraisal files, the 
Maryland Agricultural Land 
Preservation Foundation 
easement the US 
Census of Agriculture and, 
most importantly, data from 
782 actual agriculture land 
sales from the real estate data 
firm of Lusk, Incorporated. 

Sales pricesin four coun- 
ties (Anne Arundel, Balti- 
more, Carroll and Montgom- 
ery) which have adopted 
agricultural zoning at or 
above one unit in 20 acres 
were examined before and 
after the zoning designations 
were established. Two coun- 
ties (Cecil and Howard), 
which have not adopted 
agricultural zoning, were 
also examined for compara- 
tive purposes. Findings in- 
clude: 

*The sample of actual 
land sales in the four coun- 
ties from 1973 to 1988 show 
no evidence of long-term 
reduction in the average fair 
market value ofagricultural 
lands after enactment of the 
agricultural conservation. 

*Data from USDA Eco- 
nomic Research Service show 
that land values in the four 
counties have appreciated at 
a greater rate than in other 
regions in the country 

*Land values in agricul 
tural areas are influenced 
more by general economic 
trends, interest rates and 
prices rather than changes 
in zoning 

In addition, the study 
examined how agricultural 
zoning affects the ability of 
farmers to borrow money 
Interviews with major agri- 
cultural lending institutions 
in Maryland, including the 
Farm Credit Bank of Balti- 
more and the Farmers Home 
Administration (which to 
gether account for over 60 
percent of farm loans made 
in Maryland), as well as 
commercial banks, reveal 
that the ability of the spe- 
cific farm to repay a farm 
loan is the more important 
criteria for approving a loan 
This is true for both real 
estate and operational loans 

Aithough the market 
value of the land is consid- 
ered during the loan mak 
ing process, the farm enter 
prise must be able to gener 
ate a “cash flow” based on 
the actual farm business, for 
example dairy, cash grain, 
poultry, fruit or vegetable 
crops. A survey of lending 
institutions and local offi 
cials in communities that 
have instituted agricultural 
zoning found no evidence

Low-Input Sustainable Agriculture (LISA) 

I am sure most of you have seen the term “LISA” in 
many farm newspapers and magazines. In fact, the term 
and method of farming is receiving a lot of attention in the 
Frarm Bill. What's the difference? Conventional produc- 
tion agriculture is a system which has developed through 
a long history of agronomic and soil conservation re- 
search and implementation. The phrase implies modern, 
site-specific, progressive, science-based production sys- 
tems where applicable technologies and inputs are used ef- 
fectively and efficiently. Conventional agricultural has 
developed and operates with a concern for the environ 


ment as well as profitability 


LISA isa spectrum of systems referred to as alternative 
agriculture or sustainable agriculture. Alternative agri- 
culture connotes farming systems that economize on the 
sue of manufactured inputs, notably fertilizers and pesti- 
cides, but also chemicals used to prevent livestock diseases 
or promote growth. The emphasis is on minimizing the 
use of manufactured inputs, notably fertilizers and pesti- 
tive agriculture would place emphasis on replacing com- 
mercial fertilizer with legumes in rotation, cover crops, 
animal manures and other organic waste

Start-Up Date 
For Recycling 
Program Set 


At a meeting held be- 
tween the Garrett County 
Recycling Committee and the 
Garrett County Commission- 
ers this week, a start-update 
for the county recycling ef- 
fort has finally been an- 
nounced by Commissioner 
Brenda Butscher as May 15 

The commissioners set 
the date for the temporary 
recycling program after 
considerable pressure from 
the recycling committee and 
local groups, such as the 
League of Women Voters of 
Garrett County, who re 
ported tothe county officials 
that public support and en- 
thusiasm for the effort has 
been at a high level for 
months. That sentiment was 
echoed by Gary Yoder, chair- 
man of the recycling com- 
mittee, as well as the other 
members of the committee. 

The committee submit- 
ted several recommendations 
to the board of county com- 
missioners, the first of which 
was for the county to pur- 
chase five thirty-yard capac- 
ity roll-off containers with 
five separate compartments 
each. One of those units 
would serve as a “‘spare”’ to 
replace other containers as 
they reach capacity. 

The containers, accord- 
ing to Yoder, would be lo- 
cated at four of the six exist- 
ing dump sites -- Friendsville, 
Grantsville, McHenry and

Another service to be 
provided in Garrett County 
is assistance for military 
families. Although this serv- 
ice has been available, sev- 
eral new persons volunteered 
their help in this capacity, 
and training sessions have 
been planned for these per- 
sons in order to expand the 
effort 

This service includes 
assisting military personnel 
and their families with per- 
sonal and family problems,

Convicted Thief 
Given 20-Year 


Prison Term 


Wendell J. Yoder, 24, 
Salisbury, Pa., was sentenced 
to 20 years in the Maryland 
Department of Corrections 
(DOC) in Garrett County 
Circuit Court last week for 
numerous charges of theft. 
Yoder pleaded guilty in Janu- 
ary to 13 counts of theft, 
including two counts of fel- 
ony theft. Judge Fred A 
Thayer suspended 17 years 
of Yoder’s sentence, and 
ordered five years of super- 
vised probation upon the 
defendant's release 

Yoder was accused of the 
theft offenses as well as one 
count of forgery after he 
apparently uttered numer- 
ous forged checks during the 
fall of 1989 and the spring of 
1990. The illegal checks were 
written out for thousands of 
dollars, and had been stolen 
from and/or written to sev- 
eral people, including John, 
Grace, Jacob, and Duane 
Yoder, and William Buckel. 

Charges against the de- 
fendant also stemmed from 
Yoder’s reported theft of cash 
from the Liberty Trust Bank 
in Grantsville and the First 
United National Bank and 
Trust, Oakland. 

Thayer suspended 17 
years of the sentence on the 
condition that Wendell make 
restitution to the victims of 
his crimes. A courthouse 
spokesperson stated that the 
defendant has already par- 
tially done so 

Wendell was remanded 
to the custody of the Garrett 
County Sheriff. Defense 


counsel for the accused was 
Robert C. Hesson.

The women of Zion Lu- 
theran Church, Accident, are 
regular contributors to the 
Lutheran World Relief, an 
organization with the mis- 
sion to provide assistance to 
troubled areas around the 
world.

Archer Attends 
Rural Health 
Care Meeting 


Dr. Rex Archer, Garrett 
County Health Officer, recently 
represented Garrett County and 
the State of Maryland at a 
Rural Health Discussion Group 
meeting. The meeting was co- 
sponsored by the National 
Association of County Health 
Officials (NACHO) and the 
Rural Health Branch Division 
of Primary Care Services of the 
U.S. Department of Health and 
Human Services (H.H.S. ) 

The eleven participants were 
selected from rural health 
departments across the United 
States, and the meeting was 
held to accomplish two goals 
The first was to assist NACHO 
and the U.S. Department of 
H.H.S. in understanding more 
about the experiences of rural 
health departments in fulfilling 
their missions related to pri 
mary health care and disease 
prevention in their com 
munities. The second goal was 
to develop an understanding of 
the types of support, activities, 
and technical assistance needed 
to help rural health depart- 
ments improve their ability to 
achieve these missions. 

Archer noted that several of 
Garrett County's services are 
significantly better than those 
provided by the other rural 
health departments 

“Likewise, we are also par- 
ticularly fortunate that our 
doctors contribute their fair 
share by taking care of the 
county’s medical assistance 
and working poor patients,” he 
stated. 

However, according to 
Archer, there are several areas 
where other rural counties are 
ahead of Garrett County. Sev- 
eral participants had far more 
comprehensive adolescent and 
school health services and one 
county was particularly proud 
of its natural helpers’ program 
This program makes use of 
those people in the county who 
are particularly interested in 
health issues and who are fre- 
quently called upon by their 
neighbors to help with advice or 
other forms of assistance 

Rural America has not had 
equal access to prevention 
services, Archer said. Correct- 
ing this relative lack of basic 
prevention services for Garrett 
County residents will present a 
significant challenge because of 
the present financial difficulties 
at the state and federal levels 

“If Garrett County residents’ 
health status is going to con- 
tinue to improve, it will be 
necessary for the whole county 
to embrace the health depart- 
ment’s new motto: ‘Working 
Together for a Healthier To- 
morrow’ ,"’ Archer said

Finally, after months of just talking about it, 
it seems that Garrett County is actually going to 
take some real, concrete steps in the area of 
recycling. We believe this has come about not by 
aggressive action by our county commissioners, 
but by the badgering and constant pressure 
placed upon them by various service organiza- 
tions and the public in general. In fact, it seems 
that the commissioners have been dragging their 
feet on this issue, with the exception of Brenda 
Butscher, who has also been pushing for action 
on recycling since taking office in December 

We believe that our general public has been 
ready and willing for some time to participate in 
recycling. Our children hear all about recycling 
in their classes at school and they are learning 
about how important it is for the future well- 
being of the world. After all, that future is their 
future 

But we sensed that the enthusiasm was begin- 
ning to wane. It has been frustrating because of 
a lack of collection sites for the various recyclable 
materials. It seems that the proposal to purchase 
large collection bins that will be located at stra- 
tegic points throughout the county is a good 
start. Ultimately, we would also like to see the 
use of designated containers in those homes that 
have weekly collection; i.e., a blue garbage can 
for tin and aluminum, a green can for glass, etc

We plan to do our part here at the newspaper 
office by using recycled newsprint, which we 
hope to begin within the next month.

Most of the credit for getting things moving in 
the area of recycling in Garrett County should go 
to the League of Women Voters and the Civic 
Club of Oakland, plus a few other organizations 
that have voiced concern. The members of the 
recycling committee that was appointed by the 
commissioners last year also deserve a tip of the 
hat and encouragement to proceed 

We recognize that a major recycling program 
is not something that can be done overnight, 
particularly when tax-money expenditures are 
involved, but it was beginning to seem like some 
of the delays were intentional. 





Without recycling, not only would our world 
eventually become one big dumping site, but we 
would also face total depletion of many natural 


resources that are so vital to our lives

In opposing current log 
ging practices on publicly 
owned lands, the Sierra Club 
recognizes the importance 
of private wendinels for the 
production of saw timber and 
pulpwood because we all use 
wood and paper products. But 
a managed wood lot is not a 
natural forest. Many of the 
species of plants and animals 
that are found in large natu 
ral forests can not survivein 
managed forests fragmented 
by logging roads, clear cuts 
and stands of even trees 
Since private land owners 
may manage their property 
as they see fit pat as few 
private citizens can afford 
to hold extensive acreage in 
natural forest, our publicly 
owned forests are the sole 
refuge for many threatened 
and endangered species 














Additionally, the recrea- 
tional value of our state for- 
ests and the significant eco 
nomic benefits derived from 
recreational users can not 
be ignored 
Simply put, the manage 
ment objectives on our pub- 
licly owned state forests are 
far broader than the narrow 
commercial interests and 
those who stand to profit 
from logging trees that be 
long to all Marylanders 
Whatever Mr. Newhall wants 
to do with his own property 
is his business.

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William E. Cramer, 45 
Friendsville, was sentenced 
to three years in the Mary 
land Department of Correc 
tions for the crime of reck- 
less endangerment. Cramer 
pleaded guilty to the charge 
at a January hearing in front 
of Judge Thayer, and at that 
time, Thayer accepted the 
plea and ordered a pre-sen 
tence investigation 

Other charges against 
Cramer were assault with 
intent to murder and assault 
and battery, but they were 
not prosecuted. The counts 
against him stemmed from 
an incident in September 
1990 at which time the de 
fendant and his wife, Bev- 
erly Cramer, were at home 
and were both apparently 
intoxicated. The couple be 
gan to argue, and Cramer 
picked up a .22 calibre rifle 
and reportedly told Mrs.

He then discharged the 
weapon, shooting his wife in 
the upper left arm. Cramer 
later stated that he did not 
realize the gun was loaded 
at the time. Maryland State 
Police officers responded to 
the scene, and Mrs. Cramer 
was transported to the Gar 
rett Memorial Hospital, 
where she was treated and 
released 

After sentencing, the 
defendant was remanded to 
the custody of the Garrett 
County Sheriff. John R 
Toston represented Cramer 
in the case 

Alfred D Friend Sr., 56, 
Swanton, was sentenced to 
three years in the Maryland 
Department of Corrections 
for a count of third degree 
sex offense. Judge Thayer 
suspended the sentence and 
ordered the defendant to 
three years of supervised 
probation. He also ordered 
Friend to avoid all contact 
with the victim of the crime 

Friend was accused of the 
sex offense by police after 
they learned of an ongoing 
sexual situation involving a 
39-year-old mentally handi 
capped woman.

Maryland’s Tax 
Restructuring Bill 
Reportedly Dead 


A bill proposed by the 
Schaefer administration that 
seeks to raise over $8 mil- 
lion a year by restructuring 
the state tax and revenue 
distribution system is re- 
ported to be a dead bill -- at 
least for this year -- by the 
chairman of the Senate 
Committee on Budget and 
Taxation, Senator Laurence 
Levitan (D-Montgomery), 
whose committee conducted 
a hearing on the bill late last 
week 

That assessment was 
reportedly echoed by House 
Speaker R. Clayton Mitchell 
Jr.D- Kent), who agreed that

Reinforcing that sentiment, 
were protestors at the hear- 
ing voicing their disapproval. 

Governor William 
Donald Schaefer testified at 
the hearing, reportedly stat- 
ing that he still favors the 
bill and that failure to pass 
it would result in pressing 
needs by the state not being 
met 

The bill was a result of 
recommendations made by 
the Linowes Commission, 
appointed by the governor 
to study the current tax struc- 
Maryland. That 
commission recommended, 
among other measures, an 
increase in the sales tax, from 
5% to 5 and 1/2%, anda 
general reform of taxes that 
would seek to more evenly 
distribute funds throughout 
the state 

The bill's chancés of sur 
vival through the General 
Assembly are reportedly also 
being dampened by a report 
issued recently by the De- 
partment of Fiscal Services, 
which challenges some of the 
Linowes Commission predic- 
tions, and by the already 
deflated economy. Legisla- 
tors who oppose the bill say 
the public will not accept any 
new taxes at this time

A graduate of the Gar- 
rett Community College 
Wildlife Program, Al Lease, 
now with the Maryland 
Department of Natural Re- 
sources, recently returned to 
Garrett County to present 
nature programs at South- 
ern Middle and Southern 
High schools. Lease is pic- 
tured above with one of his 
"feathered friends,” a great 
horned owl. 

Lease now works as a 
member of the Scales and 
Tales program of the Mary- 
land State Parks Founda- 
tion whose purpose is to 
present programs that help 
wildlife through education. 
He travels throughout the 
state in a van that carries 
cages containing his wild- 
life “friends” -- a screech owl, 
a vulture, a great horned owl, 
a black snake, a snapping 
turtle, a tarantula -- or 
whatever other creature he 
happens to have along. 

Heclaims that every ani 
mal has a story, and this story 
is part of what he shares with 
his audience as he speaks to 
school and community 
groups, and at various fairs 
and festivals. The program 
has become so popular that 
most presentations must be 
booked almost one year 
ahead. 

Based at Gunpowder 
State Park near Baltimore, 
Lease is now in a biology 
program at Towson State 
University and working part- 
time with the DNR. He says 
he “loves” his work -- “‘play- 
ing with animals and talk- 
ing to kids all day.” 

The Scales and Tales 
program has developed six 
separate presentations, each 
with a different emphasis, 
that are available to inter- 
ested groups.

in October 1986, the U.S. Congress enacted the Asbestos 
Hazard Emergency Response Act (AHERA). Under this 
law. comprehensive regulations were developed to address 
asbestos problems in public and private elementary and 
secondary schools. These regulations require most schools 
to inspect for friable and nonfriable asbestos, develop 
asbestos management plans that address asbestos hazards 
in school buildings and implement response actions in a 
timely manner 

These regulations assign schools many new responsi 
bilities.

The following response actions were conducted during 
1990 year: Asbestos removal procedures were 
conducted at Loch Lynn Elementary School, Mt. Lake 
Park, Maryland, beginning on July 12, 1990 and were 
completed on the same day. Friable asbestos-containing 
pipe insulation was removed from a section of pipe and four 
(4) elbows in a storage closet under the stairs in the base 
ment of the school. Brico Environmental, inc., Baltimore, 
MD, was contracted to conduct the removal 

Asbestos removal procedures were conducted at the 
Bloomington Elementary School, Bloomington, MD, begin 
ning on July 20, 1990 and were completed on the same day 
Friable asbestos insulation was removed from a fitting 
between hot water heaters in the boiler room of the school 
Brico Environmental, Inc., Baltimore, MD, was contracted 
to conduct the removal

Southern High School, Oakland, MD, from June 13, 1990 to 
September 28, 1990. Asbestos containing pipe insulation 
was removed from approximately one thousand (1000) 
linear feet of pipe, asbestos containing surfacing material 
was removed from approximately 43,000 square feet of 
ceiling, and approximately 27,200 square feet of asbestos 
containing floor tile and mastic were removed 

Throughout the course of these removal projects, 
industrial hygienists from Briggs Associates, Inc., 
Columbia, MD, monitored the projects to ensure 
compliance with all Federal and State regulations

STUFFING 

1 4-to 4 1/2 Ib. red snapper, dressed 

salt 

salad oil 

Il cup water 

3/4 cup minced celery 

1/4 cup chopped onion 

1 8-0z. container shucked oysters 

3 cups day-old bread cubes 

1/4 cup butter or margarine, melted 

1 teaspoon poultry seasoning 

1/4 teaspoon pepper 

Sprinkle inside and outside of fish with salt; brush 
one side with oil. Brush large shallow roasting pan 
with oil; place fish, oiled side down, in pan. Make 
stuffing: In 2-quart saucepan over high heat, in boil- 
ing water, cook celery and onion until tender; drain, 
reserving liquid. Put onion and celery in large bowl. 
Into 1-cup measuring cup, drain liquid from oysters; 
add to celery and onion. Stir in bread cubes, butter, 
poultry seasoning, pepper and celery-oyster liquid. 
With spoon, lightly fill cavity with oyster stuffing 
mixture. Skewer cavity closed with toothpicks. Brush 
other side of fish with salad oil. Bake in 350F oven 1 
hour 10 minutes brushing fish occasionally with salad 
oil; with 2 pancake turners, lift fish to warm platter. 
Remove toothpicks. To serve: Cut top side of fish 
into squares just down to bone. Serve squares with 
some of stuffing. Lift off all bones and repeat with 
other side of fish. 


BROILED SESAME TROUT 

6 serving-size rainbow trout or other locally avail- 
able fish, pan dressed 

1/2 cup lemon juice 

3 teaspoons salt 

1/4 teaspoon pepper 

1/4 cup sesame seed 

3/4 cup butter or margarine 

lemon slices and parsley sprigs for garnish 

With sharp knife, make 3 light slashes on each side of 
fish, without cutting flesh too deep. In 13-inch by 9- 
inch baking pan, mix lemon juice, salt and pepper. 
Add fish and turn over to coat with marinade. Cover; 
refrigerate at least 3 hours., turning occasionally. In 
l-quart saucepan over medium heat, toast sesame 
seed until golden, stirring occasionally. Add butter or 
margarine and heat until melted. Place fish on rack 
in broiling pan. Drain marinade from baking pan 
into sesame seed mixture. Preheat broiler if manu- 
facturer directs. Broil fish about 5 minutes on each 
side, basting frequently with sesame seed mixture. 
Test fish for doneness with a fork. Trout are cooked 
when their flesh flakes easily. With pancake turners, 
lift fish carefully onto warm platter. Spoon hot juices 
over and garnish.

1 1/2 Ib. fresh shelled and deveined large shrimp or

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BLUEFISH WITH BUTTERY LEMON SAUCE 

1 cup butter or margarine 

1/3 cup lemon juice 

1/4 cup chopped parsley 

1 tablespoon grated lemon peel 

3/4 tablespoon salt 

1 teaspoon sugar 

1/4 teaspoon pepper 

& 1-pound bluefish, pan-dressed 

Preheat broiler if manufacturer directs. In 1-quart 
saucepan over high heat, melt butter or margarine; 
stir in lemon juice, parsiey, lemon peel, salt, sugar 
and pepper. Place fish on rack in broiling pan and 
brush with butter mixture. Cook about 5 minutes, 
then turn and cook 5 minutes more or until fish flakes 
easily when tested with a fork. During cooking, brush 
bluefish frequently with butter mixture. 





STRIPED BASS WITH PUNGENT SAUCE 

1 3 1/2-lb. whole striped bass or sea bass, dressed, 
with head and tail on 

1 tablespoon dry sherry 

salt 

salad oil 

cornstarch 

1 small carrot, cut into 3-inch long matchstick-thin 
strips 

3/4 cup sugar 

1/2 cup white wine vinegar 

1/2 cup catchup 

2 tablespoons sweet pickle relish 

2 teaspoons soy sauce 

1 1/4 cups water 

2 medium lemons, sliced, for garnish 

Rinse fish under running cold water; pat dry. With 
sharp knife, cut fish crosswise into two pieces; score 
3 crosswise slashes about 1/2 inch deep on both sides 
of each piece to help fish cook more evenly and 
reduce cooking time. In small bowl, mix sherry and 
1/2 teaspoon salt. With hand, rub mixture inside and 
outside of fish. Place fish on platter; cover; refriger- 
ate 30 minutes. In 6-quart Dutch oven or saucepot, 
over medium-high heat, heat about 1 inch salad oil to 
350F on deep-fat thermometer. Meanwhile, again 
pat fish dry; on waxed paper, coat fish inside and out 
with 1/3 cup cornstarch. Carefully slip 1 piece of fish 
into hot oil; cook 8 minutes or until underside is 
golden and fish flakes easily when tested with fork. 
Turn fish over to brown other side, about 8 minutes. 
Drain on paper towels 1 minute; place on warm 
platter; keep warm. Repeat with second piece. Reas- 
semble pieces to make a whole fish. Meanwhile, in 2- 
quart saucepan over high heat, in 1 tablespoon hot 
oil, stir-fry carrot, celery and 1/2 teaspoon salt, 2 
minutes or until vegetables are tender-crisp. Spoon 
into small bowl; set aside. In same saucepan over 
medium-low heat, heat sugar, vinegar, catchup, pickle 
relish, soy sauce, water and 3 tablespoons cornstarch 
to boiling, stirring frequently with wire whisk. Con- 
tinue cooking for 2 minutes, stirring frequently. Pour 
sauce over and around fish; sprinkle with carrot 
mixture; garnish with lemon. 





STEAMED CLAMS 

6 dozen steamer clams 

1 cup water 

1 cup melted butter or margarine 
chopped parsley for garnish 

With metal brush, under running cold water, scrub 
clams free of sand. In steamer or saucepot over high 
heat, heat water to boiling. On rack in steamer, place 
clams. Cover steamer with tight-fitting lid; reduce 
heat to low and steam clams just until they open, 
approximately 5 to 10 minutes. Serve clams in soup 
bowls with 6 small individual dishes of melted butter. 
Pour broth from clams into mugs; sprinkle with 
parsley. To eat: with fingers, pull clams from shells by 
neck; dip first in broth to remove any sand, then into 
butter. All except the tough skin of the neck may be 
eaten. When the sand settles to the bottom, the broth 
may be drunk, if desired. 








CRAB IMPERIAL 

3 tablespoons butter or margarine 

2 tablespoons minced green pepper 

1/4 cup all-purpose flour 

3/4 teaspoon dry mustard 

1/4 teaspoon salt 

3/4 teaspoon Worcestershire 

1/8 teaspoon paprika 

1/8 teaspoon pepper 

1 1/2 cups milk 

2 tablespoons dry sherry 

2 egg yolks 

2 6-0z. packages frozen Alaska King crab meat, 
thawed and well drained 

In 2-quart saucepan over medium heat, melt butter 
or margarine; add green pepper; cook until tender, 
about 5 minutes. Stir in flour, mustard, salt, Worces- 
tershire, paprika and pepper until well blended. 
Continue cooking and slowly add milk and sherry, 
stirring constantly, until sauce thickens and comes to 
a boil. Remove saucepan from heat. Meanwhile, 
preheat oven to 350F. In cup, beat egg yolks slightly; 
stir in 1/4 cup hot sauce until blended. Slowly pour 
egg mixture back into saucepan, stirring rapidly to 
prevent lumping. Fold in crab meat. Pour mixture 
into greased 1 1/2-quart casserole. Bake 25 to 30 
minutes until mixture is hot.

1 cup chicken broth or bouillon 

1/3 cup light cream 

1 beaten egg yolk 

1 green pepper, chopped 

1/2 cup sliced green onion 

1 teaspoon lemon juice 

dash ground nutmeg 

2 tablespoons grated gingerroot 

2 tablespoons cooking oil 

Thaw fish, if frozen. Pour water into fish poacher to 
depth of 1/2 inch. Add parsley, bay leaf, peppercorns, 
and | teaspoon salt. Bring to boiling. Place fish on 
greased rack; set into poacher. Cover; steam about 
15 minutes or until fish flakes easily when tested with 
fork.| Meanwhile, melt butter or margarine in sauce- 
pan; blend in flour, white pepper, and 1/4 teaspoon 
salt. Add chicken broth. Cook and stir until thick- 
ened; stir in cream. Gradually stir about 1/2 cup hot 
mixture into egg yolk; return to hot mixture. Add the 
green pepper and half the green onion. Cook over 
low heat, stirring constantly, until slightly thickened. 
Add lemon juice and nutmeg. Remove fish to warm 
platter; sprinkle remaining green onion and the gin- 
gerroot over fish. Heat oil; pour over all. Garnish fish 
with green onion brushes and parsley or Chinese 
parsley, if desired. Pass sauce. Makes 6 servings. 
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COQUILLES ST. JACQUES 

1 Ib. fresh or thawed frozen bay scallops 

3/4 cup water 

2 tablespoons dry white wine 

1/4 teaspoon salt 

1/8 teaspoon cayenne pepper 

2 tablespoons butter or margarine 

1/2 lb. mushrooms, sliced 

1 small onion or 1/2 large onion, minced 

1/2 garlic clove, minced 

1 tablespoon chopped parsley 

1/4 cup all-purpose flour 

3/4 cup bread crumbs, sauteed in butter 

2 tablespoons grated Parmesan cheese 

In 10-inch skillet over high heat, heat to boiling 
scallops, water, wine, salt and cayenne pepper. Reduce 
heat to medium; simmer scallops 2 minutes or until 
tender. Drain scallops, reserving liquid; set aside. 
Grease 8 scallop shells or ramekins. Meanwhile, 
preheat oven to 400F. In same skillet over medium 
heat, in hot butter, cook mushrooms and onion 5 
minutes or until tender. Stir in garlic, parsley and 
flour. Gradually stir in reserved liquid and cook, 
stirring constantly, until mixture is thickened. Add 
the cooked scallops to the skillet and stir them into 
the hot thickened mixture. Carefully spoon the scal- 
lop mixture into greased shells or ramekins. Arrange 
shells or ramekins in jelly-roll pan for easier han- 
dling. Sprinkle scallop mixture with buttered crumbs 
and cheese and bake 10 minutes or until crumbs are 
golden. Serve immediately. 


OYSTERS ROCKEFELLER 

3 tablespoons butter or margarine 

1/2 10-ounce package frozen chopped spinach, slightly 
thawed 

1 tablespoon instant minced onion 

1 tablespoon chopped parsley 

1 bay leaf, finely crumbled 

1/4 teaspoon salt 

1/8 teaspoon cayenne pepper, hot pepper sauce or 
anisette 

1/4 cup dried bread crumbs 

rock salt (optional) 

18 large or 24 small oysters on the halfshell 

2 bacon slices, diced 

grated Parmesan cheese (optional) 

lemon wedges for garnish 

Preheat oven to 425F. In 1-quart covered saucepan 
over medium heat, in melted butter, cook spinach, 
onion, parsley, bay leaf, salt and cayenne, stirring 
occasionally, until spinach is heated through. Toss in 
bread crumbs; set aside. If you like, place enough 
rock salt in bottom of large shallow baking pan to 
keep oyster in shell from tipping over. Place oysters 
in baking pan and spoon on spinach mixture. Sprinkle 
with bacon and cheese. Bake 10 minutes or until 
bacon is crisp. Garnish with lemon. Serve with oyster 
forks. 





LOBSTER THERMIDOR 

41 1/2-lb. lobsters, cooked 

6 tablespoons butter 

3 tablespoons all-purpose flour 

1/2 teaspoon salt 

1/8 teaspoon ground nutmeg 

1/8 teaspoon paprika 

1 1/2 cups half-and-half 

3 tablespoons medium sherry 

1/2 cup Cheddar cheese 

parsley for garnish 

Remove lobster meat from shells but leave shells 
whole; do not remove head or antennae. Wash and 
drain lobster shells. Place meat,k roe and lover in 
large bowl. Cover bowl and wrap shells; refrigerate 
both. About 25 minutes before serving, in 3-quart 
saucepan over medium heat, in butter, blend flour, 
salt, nutmeg and paprika. Stir in half-and-half and 
sherry; cook, stirring, until thickened. Add meat; 
cook just until heated, stirring occasionally. Preheat 
broiler if manufacturer directs. Place shells on rack 
in broiling pan; fill with mixture; sprinkle with cheese. 
Broil until mixture is hot. Place lobsters on platter; 
garnish with parsley.

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SHOULD WE 
WAKE GOD? 
March 10, 1991 


Background Scripture: Luke 11:5-13 
Devotional Reading: Matthew 7:7-!2 


I have been praying for the same 
person for the past 30 years. It would 
appear that my prayers so far have 
been unsuccessful. So, when | find 
the Psalmist crying, ‘How long, O 
Lord? Wik thou forget me forever? 
How long wilt thou hide thy face 
from me?"’ (13:1), I feel he is sing- 
ing my song: ‘‘How long must I bear 
pain in my soul, and have sorrow in 
my heart allthe day?"’ 

That's why Jesus’ Parable of the 
Importunate Friend in Luke 11:5-13 
gives me some difficulties. This is the 
story of a man who receives a late 
evening visitor and finds he doesn't 
have enough bread to properly be 
a good host. So, although it is al- 
ready midnight, he goes to the house 
of a friend and knocks on his door 
The friend doesn't want to get up, but 
finally he does because of the other 
man's persistent knocking. The mean 
ing of Jesus’ parable, thus, is that 
we need to be persistent —importun- 
ate—in our prayers. So, he promises, 
“Ask, and it will be given you; seek, 
and you will find; knock, and it will 
be opened to you. For everyone who 
asks receives, and he who seeks finds, 
and to him who knocks it will be 
opened’’(11:9,10) 

FISH OR SERPENT? 

To make sure he gets this message 
across, Jesus goes on to ask, ‘What 
father among you, if his son asks for 
a fish, will instead of a fish give him 
a serpent?"’ Even imperfect earthly 
fathers try to respond to their chil- 
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dren's needs. How much more can 


we expect from our Father who is 
perfect? The point, therefore, is that 
we must be persistent if we expect to 


be successful in our praying 

So, what's my problem? How 
much more persistent am I to be? 
I've spent literally half my life 
praying for someone desperately in 
need of help and instead of a fish | 
seem to have been given a serpent, It 
is not because my prayer is a selfish 
one. Although no prayer is complete- 
ly unselfish—it would give me great 
joy to have my prayer fulfilled —still 
it is for another's welfare. | am not 
asking to sing like Pavarotti, look 
like Redford, or throw passes like 
Montana 


AN UNWILLING GOD 

In the parable, the man wakened 
from his sleep doesn't really want to 
help his importunate friend, but does 
so anyway because he wants to stop 
the ruckus and get back to sleep as 
soon as possible. Is Jesus saying that 
God is like that man? That we must 
get his attention with our Persistence? 
That he will respond to us only to get 
us off his back? Is my apparent failure 
in prayer the result of a lack of per 
sistence, the wrong technique, or 
sales-resistance on God's part? 

No, despite my disappointment 
and frustration, | do not think that 
is what the parable means. William 
Barclay says that the point of the 
parable ‘‘is not that we must batter 
at God's door until we finally com- 
pel him for very weariness to give us 
what we want, until we coerce an 
unwilling God to answer"’ (The Gos 
pel of Luke, by William Barclay, 
Westminster Press, 1977). The point 
of this parable is that God is not 
uncaring, unwilling or unable 
God does care and that is why we are 
to be persistent—not because Go 
needs us to persist, but because do 
we. We need to hang in there until in 
God's own time the need can be ful 
filled in a way that is in harmony 
with God's will

Monday and informed Gov- 
ernor William Donald Schaefer 
that it is reducing its pro 
jections of general fund revenue 
by $89.9 million for fiscal year 
1991, to $5.814 billion. The Board 
also reduced projections by 
$94.6 million, to $6. 199 billion for 
fiscal year 1992, which begins 
July 1, 1991 

The Board cited continued 
changes in the national and 
state economy as principal rea- 
sons for reducing the revenue 
projections, saying that 
employment, construction, and 
consumer spénding have 
dropped in recent months. 

For the remainder of fiscal 
year 1991, the Board of Revenue 





Estimates reduced the pro- 
jection of individual income tax 
revenue by $47.7 million, to 
$2.972 billion. The Board cited 
declining employment in 
November and December, 1990, 
together with recently an- 
nounced layoffs and lower than 
expected fourth quarter 1990 
estimated tax payments as 
reasons for lowering expected 
individual income tax revenue 
Statistics from the Maryland 
Department of Economic and 
Employment Development 
show a decline of 86,000 jobs 
from November 1989 to Novem- 
ber 1990, and a decline of 108,000 
jobs from December 1989 to 
December 1990. 

The Board also reduced the 
estimate of corporation income 
tax revenue by $8.4 million, to 
$123.4 million. They reduced the 
sales and use tax revenue esti- 
mate by $19.1 million, to $1.56] 
billion, noting a slump in collec- 
tions from the construction 
sector and a reluctance by con- 
sumers to spend due to uncer- 
tainty over the Persian Gulf 
war and high debt levels. The 
Board also pointed to bank- 
ruptcies of some large retailers, 
which affect tax collections 
Sales and use tax revenues have 
been below the same month of 
the prior year in each of the last 
four months, the: first such 
declining trend in the history of 
the sales tax. The board also

Board of Revenue Estimates

For fiscal year 1992, the 
Board reduced its earlier esti- 
mate of general fund revenue 
by $941.6 million, including a 
$87.3 million reduction in 
expected individual income tax 
revenue, to $3.204 billion. The 
Board also reduced its expecta- 
tion of corporation income tax 
revenue by $284,000, to $143.2 
million. The Board reduced its 
projection of sales and use tax 
revenue by $26.6 million, to 
$1.656 billion, and its earlier 
estimate of property transfer 
tax revenue by $7.1 million, to 
$21.8 million. The Board of 
Revenue Estimates made tech- 
nical adjustments to its Decem- 
ber, 1990 projections of fisca 
year 1992 revenue, in 
State Lottery revenue by $19 
million, revenue from the tax 
insurance companies by $4.8 
million and clerks of court

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Resumption Of 
RC Bloodmobile 
Schedule Noted 


rhe 
Johnstown Region of Ameri 
can Red Cross Blood Serv 
ices has announced the re 
sumption of its regular col 
lection schedule, following 
the recent suspension by the 
Department of Defense of 
supplemental civilian blood 
shipments to the Persian 
Gulf. Garrett County is in 
the Johnstown Region. 

According to Marianne 
Spampinato, public relations 
director and Operation Des- 
ert Storm coordinator, re- 
gional blood supplies are 
adequate to meet the needs 
of region residents and pa- 
tients in the 64 hospitals in 
the Johnstown Region. “We 
are not on appeal at this time, 
and are able to meet local 
blood needs plus could pro- 
vide support to the military 
if there is a need to resume 
civilian shipments 

“However, right here in 
our community there is a 
continuous need for blood 
donors to meet the needs of 
patients with cancer, leuke- 
mia, and other acute and 
chronic illness, as well as 
the emergency needs of acci- 
dent victims. We need to 
collect 600 units of blood each 
weekday to meet these on- 
going needs,” she explained. 

Since January 17, the day 
after the Persian Gulf War 
started, the Johnstown Re- 
gion has operated under a 
contingency operations plan 
which enabled it to process 
additional blood donors, up 
to 800 a weekday, with its 
existing resources, should 
additional] blood supplies be 
needed by the military. 

As part of its contingency 
plan, the Johnstown Region 
has curtailed blood drives of 
fewer than 50 units and elimi- 
nated collections at four of 
its permanent “fixed” do- 
nor locations (Altoona, 
Cumberland, Greensburg 
and State College) to con- 
centrate collections staff at 
larger blood drives which 
could better accommodate 
an influx of donors. 

Spampinato announced 
that the Johnstown Region 
will resume its normal oper- 
ating schedule, including 
sanaller blood drives and fixed 
donor locations, on Monday, 
March 11. “We will continue 
to actively monitor all do- 
nor locations to make sure 
that we limit collections to 
an average 600 units of blood 
each weekday.”

She explained that blood 
is a perishable resource, with 
a shelf life of only 42 days, 
and that individuals can give 
blood only once every 56 days. 
“While we must collect 
enough blood to meet pa- 
tient need, we don't want to 
collect more supply than 
what is needed by patients. 

“A readily available blood 
supply is needed through- 
out the year; we ask those 
individuals who have wanted 
to donate blood to support 
the military to consider 
donating this summer, and 
coming back over the holi- 
days. It’s very difficult to 
maintain adequate blood 
supplies at these times.” 

Spampinato noted that 
while the American Red 
Cross’s support of military 
blood needs has ceased, the 
Red Cross continues to pro- 
vide emergency communica- 
tions and other vital serv- 
ices to members of the armed 
forces and their families. 

“Since August, more than 
90,000 emergency commu- 
nications have been trans- 
mitted between service per- 
sonnel in the Persian Gulf 
and their families,’ she 
explained. “The American 
Red Cross currently has 114 
Service to Armed Forces staff 
in the Persian Gulf area.” 

She added that the Inter- 
national Red Cross move- 
ment continues to provide 
shelter, food and emergency 
medical care to refugees, 
prisoners of war and other 
war victims. “Those who 
wish to show their contin- 
ued support of our armed 
forces are encouraged to 
donate to the ‘American Red

DNR Explains 
Burning Permits, 
Seeks Cooperation 


In these times of budget- 
ary stress and manpower 
shortages, the Maryland 
Forest, Park & Wildlife Serv- 
ice asks the public’s help in 
efficiently administering 
open air burning permits. 
Persons are asked to con- 
tact Ernie Metz or Wade 
Dorsey at 334-3296 at least 
two days before they con- 
duct burning. A burning 
permit is not required when 
the ground is covered with 
snow or between 4 p.m. and 
midnight E.S.T. 

Other Open Air Burning 
Regulations are: a natural 
or constructed fire break at 
least 10 feet wide must 
completely surround the 
material to be burned; ade- 
quate personnel and equip- 
ment must be present to 
prevent the fire from escap- 
ing; and at least one respon- 
sible person must remain at 
the burning location until 
the last spark is out. 

These regulations apply 
to activities in woodlands and 
within 200 feet of woodland, 
or activities adjacent to or 
within an area where flam- 
mable materials that could 
ignite and carry fire to wood- 
land are located. These regu- 
lations do not apply inside 
the limits of incorporated 
towns (where persons should 
check with local authorities 
before burning.)

WNIE Radio To 
Move Frequency. 
Increase Power 


The Federal Communications 
Commission has given WXIE- 
FM Radio (92-X), Oakland, the 
go ahead to move its frequency 
from 92.1 to 92.3 mhz and to 
triple its current power. The 
Oakland station thus becomes 
one of the first FM stations in 
the nation to take advantage of 
a new rule which allows com- 
munity-sized FM's (Class A) to 
operate on regional channels 
(Class B). 

“Obviously, we're very 
happy,"’ said Paul Mullan, sta- 
tion manager at 92-X. ‘In addi- 
tion to tripling our power, the 
move from 92.1 to 92.3 
megahertz eliminates an inter- 
ference problem we've had 
from a station located in Johns- 
town, Pa.” 

The change is scheduled to 
take place this Friday, although 
it could be delayed because of 
equipment adjustments that 
have to be made along with the 
frequency change and power 
increase. 

92-X first went on the air as 
WMSG-FM in 1966 as it simul- 
cast programming with its AM 
counterpart. Programming was 
separated in 1978 as WMSG-FM 
became WXIE-FM. The 92-X 
moniker was adopted in late 
1990. 

Program Director Steve Wil- 
liams said the station will be 
“very visable”’ in the new areas 
it covers

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Chicago Forum Panelists Say 


Livestock Forecé 


Pork producers can expect 
another good year in 1991. Cow- 
calf operators may want to con- 
sider expension if possible 
Stockers and backgrounders 
should figure their costs closely 
and feedlot operators may want 
to shed some of their bullish- 
ness. Those were opinions 
shared by economists at the 
American Farm Bureau's 22nd 
biannual beef cattle/hog cycle 
forum in Chicago last week. 

The January | cattle and calf 
inventory figures were up only 
slightly from a year earlier and 
in fact numbers have not 
changed more than a million 
and a half since 1988, said Ed 
Uvacek, Jr., president of West- 
ern Research Inc, 

The numbers indicate that the 
herd rebuilding phase has 
started and the new cattle cycle 
may be in its third year, though 
admittedly it’s a fairly flat 
beginning of an expansion 
period. The two previous cycles 
had similar beginnings, though 
the last one, unlike any other, 
used only four years to build up 
the herd, then tapered off for 
the next seven, Uvacek pointed 
out. 

“There are several reasons 
for the slow buildup, if that is 
what is going on,’’ Uvacek said. 
‘New tax laws are not quite as 
favorable for cattle producers 
as they were before, banks are 
a bit more conservative in lend- 
ing capital now, and there is a 
lot of uncertainty in the 
economy and with the war in 
the Middle East,” he said. 

Another thing the inventory 
showed was a calf crop down 
about one percent from last 
year, which was down one per- 
cent from the previous year, so 
we are going into 1991 with a 
much smaller number of feeder 
calves available. That means 
another profitable year for cow- 
calf producers and another year 
of high costs for feedlot oper- 
ators. 

While 1990 was a good year 
for cow-calf producers, it was a 
troublesome year for cattle 
feeders. Many of them had very 
high breakeven costs because of 
the high feeder cattle prices and 
consequently moved into the 
red. As we move into 1991, some 
of the same conditions prevail, 
Uvacek said 

“Strong feeder cattle prices 
will stay with us, but USDA 
calculates average break even 
costs for February were a little 
over $85.50 per hundredweight 
(cwt.). That's pretty stout, 
particularly when you're talk- 
ing about $79 cattle,’’ Uvacek 
added 

The Texas economist sees 
1991 fed cattle prices averaging 
in somewhere between $76 and 
$80 per cwt. with the strong- 
est prices coming in the April to 
June quarter. Feeder cattle will 
remain high with the year's 
average falling between $87 and 
$91 per cwt., he said. 

Uvacek and fellow panelist 
Glenn Grimes, professor emeri- 
tus from the University of Mis 
souri Department of Agri- 
cultural Economics, agreed 
that the beef industry should be 
looking at more aggressive pro- 
motion and marketing tech- 
niques, new packaging and

Grimes said the pork industry 
is on a roll, especially in 1990, 
with demand for pork products 
growing over the past several 
years. 

USDA data shows little or no 
growth in the breeding herd, 
with some of the same rationale 
affecting producer attitude on 
expansion as is evident in the 
beef industry — conservative 
lenders, vivid memories of the 
stress of the 1980s and uncer- 
tainty about recession and the 
Persian Gulf conflict. 

Slaughter levels have 
remained fairly constant and 
Grimes said odds are high that 
slaughter in early 1991 will be 
less than last year. ‘‘The future 
of the livestock industry over 
the next few years depends on 
what happens to demand, not 
only in pork but beef and 
poultry as well,’’ Grimes said. 

“Demand grew enough in 
1990 to push retail pork prices 
4.9 to 6.5 percent higher. With 
recession in the general econ- 
omy, growth in demand this 
year at 1990 levels is probably 
too ambitious, but even with 
relatively weak demand, cash 
hog prices are very likely to 
average above $50 per cwt. with 
only one or two percent in- 
crease in pork supplies per 
capita,"’ Grimes said. 

Grimes recommended hog 
producers keep a close eye on 
March data for signs of herd 
expansion. Efficient producers 
should expand fairly rapidly. 
High-cost producers should 
watch expenses. 

Wayne Purcell, professor of 
economics for Virginia Poly- 
technic Institute and State 
University, said cattle pro- 
ducers got blind sided on 
demand way back in 1979 when 
consumers suddenly became 
concerned about fat, cholesterol 
and other health-related issues. 

Purcell agreed that demand 
has turned around for pork and 
poultry demand is growing 
rapidly, ‘‘but the data does not 
provide any evidence that 
demand is growing for beef." 

“There are signs of progress 
on demand for beef, but no sign 
of demand having turned 
around, The third and fourth 
quarter of 1990, for example, 
provides the same uncom- 
fortable pattern of being able to 
hold price only by decreasing 
offerings of the product,” 
Purcell said. 

Purcell said more emphasis 
must be placed on new product 
development for beef. “Our 
products are not going into the 
market as conveniently as con- 
sumers want them,” he added 
‘Producers may not have to do 
this themselves, but they surely 
must see that it is done. Nobody 
else is doing it,”’ he said. 

Purcell echoed the senti- 
ments of Grimes and Uvacek 
that a large number of con- 
sumers do not know how to pre- 
pare many cuts of beef, or pork. 
“I think simple things like cook- 
ing tips, at the retail level, at 
the point of purchase, can really 
help the situation,” he said. 

Purcell also agreed that the 
backgrounder and the cattle 
feeder must be very concerned 
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at facing more financial risks 
than they have ever faced 
before. ‘This is a time when 
you have to really sharpen your 
price risk management skills, 
look for forward pricing oppor- 
tunities and use them,"’ Purcell 
said 

The cow-calf producers who 
survived the last 15 years are 
going to get some of it back over 
the next three to five years as 
we continue to see strength in 
the calf market,”’ Purcell con- 
cluded. 


West Virginia 
Leads Nation 
In No-Till Corn 


In 1990, West Virginia 
farmers went from fourth in the 
country to first in the percent- 
age of full-season corn grown 
without tillage, according to the 


1990 ‘‘National Survey of 
Conservation Tillage 
Practices." 


West Virginia also led or was 
second in two other categories 
and was fourth overall in no-till 
farming, reported the Conser- 
vation Technology Information 
Center of West Lafayette, Ind., 
which compiled the survey. 

In no-till, a form of ‘‘conser- 
vation tillage,’ crops are 
seeded and grown in soil that is 
not plowed. The soil is protected 
from erosion by crop residue or 
sod. The technology center des- 
cribes no-till as ‘‘the ultimate in 
protection’’ and 


reported that this conservation

practice ‘‘gained significant 
acreage in all crop types except 
double cropped grain 
sorghum.” 


In 1989, 32.9 percent of West 
Virginia's full-season corn was 
grown without tillage, the 
fourth highest percentage in the 
United States. In 1990, the 
percentage increased to 38.26, 
the nation’s highest. Full- 
season corn, West Virginia's 
principal annual crop, was 
grown on 81,012 acres. 

In second and third place, 
with no-till, full-season corn 
were Virginia at 35.67 percent 
and Maryland at 30.28. Nation- 
ally, more corn is in no-till than 
any other crop, 6.4 million 
acres. 

West Virginia's 7,319 acres of 
full-season soybeans were 45.02 
percent no-till, by far the high- 
est proportion in the nation. 
Delaware was second with 20.92 
percent. 

The state's soybean growers 
are leading a national trend. 
The acreage of full-season soy- 
beans in no-till has doubled 
nationally since 1987, the tech- 
nology center reported. 

The state's double-crop corn, 
grown on 1,660 acres, was 81.% 
percent no-till, second in the 
country behind Maryland's 
83.09 percent. 

Forage crops — grasses and 
legumes grown as part of a crop 
rotation — were planted on 
15,284 acres in West Virginia in 
1990. Of that total, 3,621 acres 
were no-till, 23.69 percent, sixth 
highest among the states. Vir- 
ginia was first with 52.28 per- 
cent. 

For all annual crops, West 
Virginia had 30.02 percent of 
149,159 acres in no-till, fourth 
best percentage in the country. 
Three nearby states, Delaware, 
Maryland, and Virginia, had 
slightly higher percentages. 

No-till and two other cropping 
methods used infrequently in 
West Virginia, ridge-till and 
mulch-till, constitute ‘‘con- 
servation tillage." 

Nationwide, ‘‘conservation 
tillage’ was used on 26 percent 
of all planted acres, up from 
25.6 percent in 1989, according 
to the technology center, which 
is a division of the National 
Association of Conservation 
Districts. Kentucky led the 
nation with ‘‘conservation till- 
age,’ at 55.15 percent of all 
crops, while West Virginia was 
seventh among the states at 
38.16 percent up from 34 percent 
in 1989 

County field offices of the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture's 
Soil Conservation Service (SCS) 
make approximately 3,000 
reports for the conservation till- 
age survey. SCS district conser- 
vationists work with extension 
offices and the Agricultural 
Stabilization and Conservation 
Service (ASCS) in compiling 
the local data 

SCS state conservationist 
Rollin N. Swank pointed out 
that cropland acreage in the 
Mountain State is relatively 
small. Only seven states have 
smaller acreages — Rhode 
Island, Alaska, New Hamp 
shire, Connecticut, Massa- 
chusetts, Nevada and Vermont 

“But leading the nation in 
percentage of no-till corn is still 


an important 
accomplishment,” he said. ‘‘It 
shows many West Virginia 


farmers are conscious of 
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conservation and are as up-to- 


date with technology as 
farmers anywhere in the 
world

lrials Published 

Results of the 1990 West Vir- 
ginia Hybrid Cor Trials are 
now available from the West 
Virginia Agricuitural and 
Forestry Experiment Station. 

Each year, station scientists 
test hybrid corn seeds for their 
performance under field condi- 
tions at research farms in 
Morgantown, Kearneysville, 
Reedsville, and Wardensville. 
Grain yields of all entries tested 
in 1990 averaged 114 bushels per 
acre. Average yields for all 
corn grain grown in West Vir- 
ginia in 1990 were 105 bushels 
per acre. 

The report was prepared by 
Charles B. Sperow, Jr., pro- 
fessor of agronomy, WVU 
Extension Service, and John A 
Balasko, professor of agron- 
omy, WVU College of Agri- 
culture and Forestry. 

“This is one of a long-term 
series of bulletins that can pro- 
vide a basis for farmers to 
select a hybrid that will do well 
on their farms,” said Sperow. 
“We hope that people will con- 
sider not only how well the 
hybrids harvested, but some of 
the other figures, such as mois- 
ture at harvest and percent of 
erect plants.” 

The research can also help 
seed corn companies and 
dealers decide which hybrids to 
stock in different parts of the 
state.

The National Milk Producers 
Federation (NMPF) task force 
on U.S. Department of Agri 

ultural’s (USDA) milk inven- 
tory management study has 
agreed that several dairy pro- 
gram options could be effective 
for the industry as long as a pro- 
gram was implemented and 
they act quickly to balance milk 
supply with demand and 
strengthen dairy farm income 

Task force members re- 
viewed economic projections 
indicating that milk prices 
would increase somewhat later 
this year, but would remain far 
below last year’s levels. The 
projections, compiled with 
input from several NMPF 
member economists, indicated 
that milk prices would remain

American agriculture has much 
to gain from a successful trade 
agreement and a ‘great deal to

Further progress on the talks, 
Bell noted, hinges on the Euro- 
Community. The EC's 
agricultural programs and 
trade policies ‘are generally 
recognized as the most trade- 
listorting in the world,"’ and 
failure to discipline them 
would have to be viewed as 
jooming the trade round,"’ he 
added 

Our support for the final 
Uruguay Round package will 
ultimately depend on the bene-

Tractor rollover accidents 
kill 300 to 400 farmers every 
year, ranking as the single most 
common cause of fatal farm 
injuries. A new catalog pro- 
duced in Marshfield, Wis., now 
offers farmers a tool to help 
reduce the risk of rollover acci- 
dents 

Rollover Protection Di- 
rectory: A Guide to Tractor 
Roll Bars and Other Rollover 
Protective Structure," pub 
lished and distributed through 
the Wisconsin Rural Health Re- 
search Center and the National 
Farm Medicine Center, can 
point farmers to resources to 
help them equip their tractors 
to reduce the chance of rollover 
fatalities 

The catalog, which lists sup- 
pliers of rollover protective 
structures and roll-protected 
cabs, was compiled by the Wis 
consin Rural Health Research 
Center with the financial assis 
tance of the Office of Rural 
Health Policy, U.S. Department 
of Health and Human Services. 

When used with a seat belt, a 
properly manufactured and 


installed rollover protective 
structure (ROPS) can protect a 
farmer from serious injury or 
death in case of an overturn. 
Without ROPS, fatalities occur 
in 40 percent of overturn acci- 
dents. Since 1969, there has not 
been a single fatality resulting 
from an overturn in which the 
operator remained ina rollover 
protective structure. 

The American Society of 
Agricultural Engineers has 
recommended since 198 that 
all new tractors be equipped 
with rollover protection. How- 
ever, many farmers own 
tractors built before 1985 that 
are not equipped with rollover 
protection. 

A complimentary copy of the 
directory has been sent to local 
extension offices and to agri- 
cultural cooperatives through- 
out the U.S. Those interested in 
obtaining information about the 
availability of ROPS for their 
tractors should contact their 
local county extension agent or 
cooperative manager.

Allowances On 
Insurance For 
Troops Explained 


Maryland Insurance 
Commissioner John A. 
Donaho has announced that 
a Notice and Order, published 
in the Maryland Register and 
involving more than 1,400 
insurance companies li- 
censed to operate in Mary- 
land, provides for certain 
considerations to be extended 
to US. citizens serving on 
active duty in the military 
during the Persian Gulf 
conflict. 

Donaho went on to say 
that, ‘‘a cancellation or no- 
tice of cancellation of auto- 
mobile coverage or refusal 
to renew or issue such cov- 
erage by reason of the in- 
sured’s active military serv- 
ice will be deemed unjusti- 
fied and considered a viola- 
tion of the Annotated Code 
of Maryland. (It is the gen- 
eral practice of insurance 
companies to refuse to in- 
sure individuals who have 
not had coverage for thirty 
days or more. The individ- 
ual’s recourse is Maryland 
Accident Insurance Fund.) 

"All life insurance poli- 
cies presently in force shall 
be continued in accordance 
with their terms. Such poli- 
cies shall not be terminated 
by the insurer because of any 
military service of the in- 
sured...” 

Life insurance policies for 
amounts not in excess of 
$10,000 that have no restric- 
tions and which were in ef- 
fect at least six months be- 
fore the insured entered into 
the military services shall 
remain in effect from the time 
the insured entered into 
military service until at least 
two years after the insured 
leaves the service, whether 
premiums were paid during 
that period. 

If those life insurance 
policies under $10,000 have 
loan bearing interest in ex- 
cess of six percent, the in- 
surer shall reduce the rate 
of interest to six percent. 

The Maryland Insurance 
Division along with the 
National Association of In- 
surance Commissioners 
(NAIC) are making a con- 

certed effort to ensure the 
willing ness of life and auto- 
mobile insurers to write 
and maintain the availabil- 
ity of such coverage for mili- 
tary personnel 

Senator George W. Della, 
Jr. (D-Baltimore City) intro- 
duced a Senate Joint Reso- 
lution on February 26th 
urging the Insurance Com- 
missioner to provide insur 
ance coverage for military 
personnel. Donaho and his 
staff, already at work on a 
similar project, were able to 
issue a Notice and Order on 
February 27

Local Resident/FSU Student 
Writes Book On Computer DOS 


“Welcome to DOS, Mastering 
The Basics”’ is the title of a new 
book written to give personal 
computer users a working 
knowledge and understanding 
of the Disk Operating System 
(DOS), enabling them to get the 
most from their computer and 
its software. The book was 
written by Paul L. Browning, a 
Deer Park resident and under- 
graduate student at Frostburg 
State University 

Browning is no computer 
novice, having become inter- 
ested in computers at a young 
age. He was involved in the 
organization of a computer club 
at Southern Middle School, and 
took part in +H computer 
projects and contests, winning 
both regional and national 
prizes for programming. He 
presently acts as computer 
class superintendent at the Gar- 
rett County Fair, and is 
computer project leader of the 
Country Kids +H Club. At the 
time his book was published, 
Browning had eight years of 
computer experience. 

Now a senior at Frostburg 
State University, Browning, the 
son of Jerry and Janet Brown- 
ing of Deer Park, is carrying a 
double major — computer 
science and math education - 
and will attend graduate school 
after completing classes at 
FSU. He has worked part time 
for several years at TCI Com- 
puter Systems in Oakland, and 
it was for a class he was teach- 
ing at Garrett Community Col- 
lege for TCI that he wrote the 
book. TCI, in turn, funded the 
publishing costs of the book. 

When asked why he felt there 
was a need for a book like 
“Welcome To DOS, Mastering 


The Basics,’' Browning 
responded by holding up a

writing being quite technical 
and very complicated for 


beginners to understand 

In his book, Browning says he 
attempts to introduce the 
reader to DOS by following a 
simple, but logical structure, 
with examples at the end of 
each chapter to give the reader 
hands-on practice with each 
topic. His book clearly 
describes all aspects of DOS 
from commands that pertain to 
the entire disk to specific 
details, such as commands and 
concepts, file names and exten- 
sions, backing up data, more 
commands and concepts, and

Arson Charges 
Brought Against 
G.C. Jail Inmate 


A 17-year-old Garrett 
County jailinmate was cited 
Wednesday with several 
charges related to a fire that 
occurred at the Garrett 
County Court House on 
Tuesday, Feb. 5 

William P. Gank, for- 
merly of Oakland and cur- 
rently a jail inmate, is ac- 
cused of arson, attempted 
arson, malicious destruction 
of property, and two counts 
of reckless endangerment. 
The teenager was charged 
with the violations after an 
extensive investigation led 
by Sheriff's Office Cpl. L. 
Gnegy. 

The fire at the court house 
was originally thought to 
have been started after a dust 
or lint build-up in a heating 
duct ignited. Further inves- 
tigation led to the accusa- 
tion that Gank allegedly 
blocked the duct himself. 

A sheriff's office spokes- 
person stated that the fire 
put many people at risk, 
including the inmates, sher- 
iff's office personnel, and the 
dispatcher for G.C. Emer- 
gency Management (911), 
who was reportedly choking 
on the thick smoke as he 
called the Oakland and Deer 
Park Volunteer Fire Depart- 
ments to the scene. 

Gank is currently serv- 
ing time for burglary, hav- 
ing been indicted by the 
Grand Jury in September 
1990 and sentenced to one

Oakland Man Is 
Cleared Of CDS 


Possession Charge 


An Oakland man pleaded 
not guilty and was found not 
guilty of possessing a con- 
trolled dangerous substance 
(CDS) in Garrett County 
District Court proceedings 
last week. In the absence of 
Judge Jack R. Turney, Alle- 
gany County District Court 
Judge Paul J. Stakem pre- 
sided over the case. 

Vaughn V. Winters, 38, 
was found not guilty of pos- 
sessing marijuana after he 
had been arrested on Octo- 
ber 10, 1990, by a Garrett 
County Sheriff's deputy. 

The arrest occurred when 
the deputy stopped a 1977 
Ford pickup being operated 
by Franklin P. Polce Jr., 23, 
Mtn. Lake Park. Polce was 
also charged with CDS pos- 
session. Winters was a pas- 
senger in the pickup, accord- 
ing to the court document. 

In other court news, a 
Mtn. Lake Park man was 
found guilty of possessing a 
controlled dangerous sub- 
stance and driving while 
under the influence of alco- 
hol and/or drugs. 

John L. Armstrong, 35, 
was sentenced to six months 
in the county jail (all but 48 
hours and the 30 days al- 
ready served was suspended), 
ordered to pay a $100 fine 
and placed on one year of 
supervised probation. 

In a plea agreement, 
charges of possessing CDS 
paraphernalia and driving 
while suspended were not 
prosecuted. 

Armstrong had been 
arrested on December 8, 
1990, near Hutton by the 
Garrett County Sheriff's 
Department. 

Two sentencing hearings 
also took place in District 
Court last week. 

Michael C. Hinebaugh, 
21, Mtn. Lake Park, who had 
been found guilty of possess- 
ing a controlled dangerous 
substance in court proceed- 
ings on November 20, 1990, 
was given a 30-day jail term 
(all but 48 hours was sus- 
pended), ordered to pay a 
$150 fine, and placed on 18 
months of supervised pro- 
bation. 

Richard Condon Brown- 
ingJr., 42, Friendsville, who 
had been found guilty of CDS 
possession and possession of 
CDS paraphernalia in court 
on October 20, 1990, was 
sentenced to a one-year jail 
term (all but one month was 
suspended), fined a total of 
$575, and placed on two years 
of supervised probation. 

Browning was initially 
arrested on April 28, 1990, 
by the Garrett County Sher- 
iff's Department.

New Germany State Park 
will remain open through the 
month of March, according 
to an announcement by the 
Maryland Department of 
Natural Resources Office of 
Public Affairs.

Gover- 
nor William Donald Schaefer 
responded to citizens’ re- 
quests to open those parks 
at an earlier time by stating 
that, with volunteer assis- 
tance, parks could be opened 
before July 1. 


New Germany’s recrea- 
tional features include fish- 
ing, boating and swimming 
at a 13-acre lake, hiking 
trails, 37 improved campsites 
and eleven cabins. The park 
also offers accessible facili- 
ties, including cabins, for the 
mobility-impaired. 

State forests and parks 
traditionally have less visi- 
tation during the winter 
months and would normally 
open during the month of 
March. 

Governor Schaefer indi- 
cated in a February visit to 
Gambrill’s citizen group that 
the state would be willing to 
reconsider opening parks 
whose citizens’ interest 
groups presented a viable 
volunteer plan for park op- 
eration.

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Another Kind Of Gift

Known as ‘‘Fritz’’ to his family and friends, Charles M. White 
early recognized that other things besides money can be donated 
to the Garrett County Memorial Hospital Foundation. His gift of 
the White Face Farm to the hospital in 1956, long before the 
Foundation existed, was proof that other things can be of benefit 
As alittle boy, Fritz was always heating some kind of metal 
in the cook stove,’ said his mother, who was talking about 
Charles’ metallurgical knowledge in the late 1930's, as he was 
gradually moving up the corporate ladder of the steel industry 
He was a smart kid in school. Always got the best grades in 
math Milton Sincell, who was one of Fritz’'s 
contemporaries. They sat together at the same school desk in 
Oakland. This comment was made in the early 1940's when White 
was promoted to the upper level of management in the Republic 
Steel Corporation in Cleveland, Ohio 
White was a well educated man with a degree from the 
University of Maryland (1913) and one from Carnegie Tech 
1916). He was also a man who knew the detail workings of a steel 
business, having started as a machinist helper in a fabricating 
plant 
Did you see in Time magazine what Mr. White had to say 
about Henry J. Kaiser,’’ stated Edward Smouse, talking about an 
article in the business section of the magazine following World 
War II. The government had financed the building of additional 
steel furnaces at one of Republic's mills during the war. Through 
some underhanded maneuvering Kaiser had bought the furnaces 
as government surplus. As a corporate executive, White did not 
have kind words for Kaiser's purchase of the furnaces on 
Republic's property 
I think Uncle Fritz had an honest approach to the labor 
problem,” Jack Hart was commenting on a quote in Newsweek 
over a looming steel workers’ striker. White, who cared for the 
men of the steel industry, could remember the days when he 
worked side by side with the employees of his company. His quote 
was to the effect that a strike might not be too bad since it would 
bring a lot of grievances ‘‘out in the open."’ Surprisingly, the men 
also saw the quote and felt they would get fair treatment at the 
bargaining table; the looming strike at Republic didn’t occur 
after all 
This was the man who rose to the top of the steel industry, but 
never forgot his roots. During the years that his parents were still 
alive, he often visited his boyhood home in Oakland. It wasn't at 
all unusual to see this tall, quiet man talking with old friends in 
Harned’s drug store or buying a cigar at Gonder’s confectionery

His father, Mr. Charles F. white, had been in the lumber 
business most of his adult life. (In his elder years he was also a 
justice of the peace.) No doubt some of his father’s association 
with the woods and the out-of-doors rubbed off on Fritz. He began 
investing his money in land in the county. One particularly large 
tract of land that he put together near McHenry, he called White 
Face Farm. He adopted the concept of timber farming for the 
several hundred acres of ground that had ‘‘saw timber’’ on it. In 
the fields which were still open, he bought and grazed beef cattle 

Through his association with Oakland in the early 1950's, 
Charles White became interested in the Garrett County Memorial 
Hospital. Previously, the members of the Loar family had 
bequeathed money to the hospital in their wills. Fritz concluded 
that money wasn’t the only thing which could assist the hospital 
In January 1%6, he gave the White Face Farm complete with 
equipment and grazing cattle to the county commissioners of 
Garrett County, to be for the exclusive benefit of the hospital 

In the years since this gift to the hospital, the county commis- 
sioners have administered their trust wisely. Parts of the land 
have been sold, the cattle were marketed for a good price, and the 
Garrett County Airport now occupies part of the farm 

After his retirement from the steel industry, Charles M 

Fritz’ White moved to a home in Florida. When he died in 1977 

it was with the knowledge that he had made a substantial contri 
bution to the Garrett County Memorial Hospital

State Welfare 
Aid To Be 
Cut April 1 


State welfare recipients 
will be receiving a skimpier 
monthly stipend, beginning 
April 1, if Maryland Gover- 
nor William Donald 
Schaefer's recent proposal is 
accepted by state legislators. 
The administration’s plans 
to cut benefits to help bal- 
ance the budget were an- 
nounced just this week, and 
would affect some 98,000 
cases throughout the state, 
according to reports. 

The move was reportedly 
made because of the admini- 
stration’s contention that 
legislators have refused to 
raise taxes, and because of 
the increased number of 
personsapplying to thestate 
for welfare benefits. Specifi- 
cally, the cuts would affect 
the General Public Assis- 
tance Program and Aid to 
Families with Dependent 
Children (AFDC). Those 
programs would be cut back 
to last year’s level. 

The reductions in 
monthly benefits would 
amount to between $4 and 
$16 per individual monthly 
check, depending on the size 
of the family. However, re- 
ports indicate that those 
same recipients would now 
be eligible for an increase in 
the federal food stamp pro- 
gram, which might serve to 
offset the loss from state aid.

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House Passes Budget Bills; Presents 
$11.6 Million Budget To Senate 


According to District 1- 
A Delegate George C. Ed- 
wards, the Maryland House 
of Delegates has now passed 
two budget bills, one to bal- 
ance the budget for the cur- 
rent year and one to gener 
ate revenue for FY92. An 
$11.6 million budget for the 
coming year has been ap- 
proved by the House 

The FY92 budget bill was 
contingent on two taxes -- 
one to reinstate the five 
percent sales tax on cigarettes 
and one to eliminate Mary- 
land’s 40 percent tax break 
on capital gains 

Edwards explained that 
he voted in favor of the ciga- 
rette tax simply because it 
was a “reinstatement of the 
sales tax that had previously 
been taken off the sale of 
cigarettes.” 

However, Edwards, along 
with 22 of the House's 25 
Republicans, voted against 
changing the capital gains 
tax from a 40 toa 20 percent 
shelter. At present, 40 per- 
cent of all capital gains are 
exempt from state income 
taxes. ‘The House bill would 
reduce that exemption to 20 
percent 

“I felt this was more of a 
business or economic devel- 
opment issue,”’ stated Ed- 
wards, adding, “The tax 
would affect everyone who 
makes a certain amount of 
profit from selling a house, 
not just 
wealthy.” 

He explained that the 
proposal is not a good move 
for, the economy because 
profits made from those types 
of sales by state residents 
almost always are recycled 
back into the economy. 

Together, the tax propos- 
als amount to approximately 
$74 million in revenue that 
will be added to balance the 
1992 budget. A proposal to 
find that money elsewhere, 
in the event the taxes would 
not be approved by the en- 
tire legislature, would take 
the form of cuts in state aid 
to local jurisdictions, espe- 
cially educational aid 

Even if cuts in educa- 
tional revenue become nec- 
essary, the amount of money 
Garrett County receives will

still be an increase from last 
year, according to Edwards. 
The amount of new money 
the county would receive for 
next year, he said, would be 
approximately $700,000. 


Edwards also noted that 
he has always voted for the 
budget because, even though 
“there are some things in 
there you may not like, the 
whole package is more bene- 
ficial than detrimental.” 


After three rounds of cuts, 
the $11.6 billion budget 
approved by the House and 
sent to the Senate resulted 
in the cutting of a total of 
$507 million from the FY92 
budget. Following is a par- 
tial listing of some of the 
program cuts: $100 million 
from the state’s “rainy day”’ 
fund; $28 million from the 
state health insurance sur- 
plus; $20 million from the 
state accident fund; $18 
million from Program Open 
Space and the Agricultural 
Land Preservation program; 
$10 million from the Water- 
way Improvement Fund; 
$7.2 million from the pro- 
posed Rocky Gap golf course 
project; and a $5.5 million 
retrieval in unclaimed lot- 
tery prizes. 
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Seat Belt Bill 


Passes House 


A bill that expands the 
state’s mandatory seat belt 
law and raises the age of 
children who must wear a 
seat belt was passed this week 
by the House of Delegates, 
in a 117-11 vote. 

The bill was amended by 
the House to require the 
driver and front-seat passen- 
gersoflighter-weight trucks 
to wear a seat belt, and also 
requires that children un- 
der the age of 10 wear seat 
belts, Children who weigh 
less than 40 pounds would 
have to be restrained in a 
safety seat or an approved 
safety booster seat. 

The House Judiciary 
Committee removed a re- 
quirement, however, that 
would allow a police officer 
to stop someone because he 
was not wearing a seat belt. 
As stated in the current law, 
motorists still may only be 
charged with the seat belt 
violation if they are stopped 
for some other reason. 


Open Meetings 
Bill Approved 


The Senate Economic and 
Environmental Affairs 
Committee voted 9-2 last 
week to approve a bill that 
would strengthen Mary- 
land's open meeting laws -- 
laws that are reportedly the 
weakest in the nation. The 
bill seeks to close loopholes 
in the current law, establish 
a review board to resolve 
disputes about when a meet- 
ing should be closed or open, 
and would inflict penalties 
for violators of up to $100. 

The bill, expected to go 
to the Senate floor next week, 
would also delete a clause in 
the current law that allows 
governing bodies to go into 
closed session with a two- 
thirds majority vote. 


Linowes Plan Defeated by Assembly; 
Will Study In Summer Sessions 


The 1991 Maryland 
General Assembly this week- 
end defeated the proposal by 
the Linowes Commission to 
restructure the state’s tax 
system and direct more 
money to the poorer juris- 
dictions. However, reports 
indicate that legislators will 
study the recommendations 
during the summer months 
for review next year 

Committees in both the 
House and Senate (the House 
Ways and Means Commit- 
tee and the Senate Budget 
and Taxation Committee) 
voted down the $800 million 
tax proposal, that included, 
among other things, an in- 
crease in the state sales tax 
from five to five and one 
half percent, a more progres- 
sive income tax structure 
aimed at higher-income 
individuals, and a two per- 
cent personal property tax 
on motor vehicles and boats 

The bill was introduced 
by the Schaefer administra- 
tion. 

The comprehensive plan 
is reportedly seen as deserv- 
ing of merit by most legisla- 
tors, but more study and 
review is seen as necessary 
before the proposal becomes 
law 

The bill recommended 
that the state sales tax be 
applied to such services as 
auto repairs and tanning 
salons. The plan also sought 
to place less of the tax bur- 
den on middle and low in-

Farm Bureau 
Backs Private 
Land Proposal 


With the advent of extensive 
environmental regulation in the 
last two decades, the legislature 
and courts have increasingly 
abandoned the concept that a 
property owner has some 
fundamental rights to use and 
develop land, as long as there is 
no harm being done to others, 


says the Maryland Farm 
Bureau 
Jack Miller, legislative 


liaison for Farm Bureau says 
that increasingly, private 
property owners are being 
asked to bear the burden and 
cost of government decisions, 
decisions that are made in the 
interest of the public at large 
that reach beyond the protec- 
tion of public health and safety. 

‘Private property rights are 
the basis for all economic pro- 
gress,” Miller said. “Unless 
people can feel secure in their 
ability to retain the fruits of 
their labor, there is little incen- 
tive to save and expand their 
capital investments. The Mary- 
land Private Land Rights 
Protection Act (SB-289/HB-919) 
would recognize property rights 
by placing a cost of compen- 
sation on proposed legislation 
assessed as being a constitu- 
tional taking. Farm Bureau 
supports this legislation.” 

This bill requires the 
Attorney General to develop a 
program containing a checklist 
and guidelines for the evalu- 
ation of risk and avoidance of 
unanticipated constitutional 
taking under Maryland law and 
assist state agencies in the 
identification and evaluation of 
governmental policies that may 
have taking implications.

It also states that starting on 
September 1, 1991, all proposed 
state legislative bills with 
constitutional taking impli- 
cations shal! include an assess- 
ment of the constitutional 
taking implications, including 
an analysis of at least the 
following elements 

1. The likelihood that the pro- 
posed bill, if passed, could 
result in a constitutional taking, 
including a description of how 
the taking affects private land 
rights; 

2. Alternatives to the pro- 
posed prefiled bill or proposed 
bill that would fulfill the state’s 
legal obligation but that would 
reduce the impact on the 
private land owner and thus, 
the taking risk; and 

3. An estimate of a financial 
cost to the state for compensa- 
tion and the source of payment 
in the state’s budget. 

Farm Bureau members are 
urged to contact their legis 
lators, as well as members of 
the Senate Judicial Proceedings 
Committee and the House 
Constitutional and Adminis- 
trative Law Committee, asking 
for their support of the Mary- 
land Private Land Rights 
Protection Act (respectively 
SB-289, HB-919). 


Abortion Foes 
Will Campaign 
To Overturn Law 


Following the recent 
passage of Maryland's new 
abortion-rights law in the 
Maryland General Assembly, 
opponents of the measure are 
reportedly gearing up to 
campaign for its overturn. 

The plans reportedly 
include placing the decision 
in the hands of the voters in 
the form of a referendum in 
the November 1992 General 
Election. The referendum 
must be backed by 33,373 
signatures, or three percent 
of the registered Maryland 
voters. 

The new law, signed into 
effect by Governor William 
Donald Schaefer February 
18, allows abortions to be 
performed until such time 
as the fetus is able to live 
outside the womb. After that

Fourth place isn’t as nice as 
first place, but it’s still a very 
nice place to be in the case of 
the Maryland State 1A/2A 
Wrestling Tournament, held 
recently at Westminster.

For Northern High, sopho- 
more Allen Bittinger (130 
pounds) won a place finish at 
the state level for his second 
straight year, having placed 
third last year. This season, he 
had been ranked second state- 
wide among all divisions in his 
class. A Region One runner-up, 
he concludes this year with a 
personal record of 29-5.

Beitze! (275), 
place, after being rated sixth in 
the state throughout the season. 
Beitzel, the only Garrett County 
grappler to win a Region One 
championship this year, ends 
the season at 27-4. 

Southern’s Jason Burgess 
(103), a freshman, was also a 
Region One runner-up. During 
the state tourney, he scored a 
particularly impressive win 
against Region One champion 
Sean Norman, knocking him out 
of the running, 10-0. Burgess, 
who won his consolation semi- 
final match by default when his

In the 21-year history of the

Hal YVOU,UUU slLale income 
tax returns of the 2.2 mil- 
ion expected. “We're receiv- 
ing an average of 30,000 
returns every day in Anna- 
polis,” he said. 

The comptroller noted 
that his office has also re- 
eived hundreds of returns 
showing unexpected errors 
in claiming Maryland’s per- 
sonal exemption. 

“We're finding hundreds 
if returns where taxpayers 
are checking the correct 
boxes in the exemption area 

n the top of the form, but 
hey’re failiag to carry the 
\lar value to line 58 of 
ther the short or long 
form,” Goldstein said. “In 
feet, they're cheating them- 
selves by not deducting the 
value of their personal ex- 
emptions from their income. 

“Our officials are correct- 
ingthese returns in process- 
ing, but it’s a good idea to 

doub'»-check your return 
befor» you mail it in to make 
sure you don’t make the same 
mistake,” he added. 

Goldstein reported that 


more than 38,120 Form 123’s 
had been filed by March 8th. 
“The Form 123 is a new, 
convenient form used by 
single and dependent taxpay- 
ers whose income was less 
than $5,300 but who are 
due a refund of taxes with- 
held from their pay,” he said. 


More than 465,000 Mary- 
land income tax refund 
checks have also been mailed 
to taxpayers, averaging $308. 
“The average check today is 
nearly 10% greater than the 
average check issued at this 
time last year,” he said. 

Goldstein reported that 
22,546 taxpayers have con- 
tributed more than $225,000 
to the Chesapeake Bay and 
Endangered Species Trust 
Fund on their state income 
tax returns. 

“So far, 306 taxpayers 
donated $50 or more, includ- 
ing four returns which in- 
cluded donations of over 
$300. One taxpayer from 
Montgomery County do- 
nated $500,” he said. ‘‘The 
average contribution contin- 
ues to climb and is now nearly 
$10.” 

Montgomery County 
leads the way with the larg- 
est amount contributed 
($44,305) from the second

tors (3,362). The 4,154 con- 
tributors from Baltimore 
County ranked first in 
numbers of donors. 
Montgomery County also 
had the highest percentage 
of participation, with 5.9% 
of its taxpayers whose re 

turns have already been 
processed making contribu- 
tions to the funds. Montgom- 
ery County taxpayers are also 
making the highest average 
contribution, $13.18. Calvert 
Countians are donating the 
second highest average, 
$11.84 

“About 3.4% of all the 
tax returns we've processed 
so far have contained con- 
tributions to the fund,” the 
comptroller said, noting that 
the contribution activity 
continues to generally match 
last year’s successful pace. 

Goldstein reminded tax- 

payers that, while any con- 
tribution to the fund on line 
63 of the short or long form 
will be subtracted from their 
refund or added to any addi- 
tional tax they owe, it will be 
deductible on the federal and 
state returns filed next near 
if they itemize deductions. 

“At the same time, tax- 
payers who donated to the 
fund on last year's Mary- 
land return should be sure 
to include that donation 
amount in the charitable 
contributions category of 
deductions on their 1990 
federal and state returns, if 
they are itemizing deduc- 
tions,”’ he said. 

‘March is a good time to 
file because there is very little 
backlog in the processing. 
That means you can get your 
refund check as fast as pos- 
sible. If you need help with 
your state return, we're here 
to help and we have a wide 
variety of assistance avail- 
able,” Goldstein said. 

He reminded taxpayers 
the 16 state income tax of- 
fices will be offering extra 
hours of free tax help be- 
tween now and the April 15th 
filing deadline. All state 
income tax offices will re- 
main open on Maryland Day, 
Monday, March 25, and Good 
Friday, March 29. The hours 
are 8:30 a.m. until 5:00 p.m. 
In addition, telephone assis- 
tance will be offered on 
Monday, April 1 and April 8, 
from 5:00 p.m. until 7:00 p.m. 
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Taxpayers can also call or 
visit any of the state income 
tax offices on Saturday, April 
6 and April 13, from 9:00 
a.m. until 1:00 p.m. 

All of the state income 
tax offices will remain open 
on the filing deadline, Mon- 
day, April 15, from 8:30 a.m 
until 7 p.m. 

The addresses and tele- 
phone numbers of all 16 
Maryland income tax offices 
are listed on the back of the 
state tax packet and in most 
local telephone directories.

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State Health Department Reports 
Outbreaks Of Rubella, Measles 


Health officials at the 
Maryland Department of 
Health and Mental Hygiene 
(DHMH) are concerned 
about what may be an emerg- 
ing outbreak of rubella 
(German measles) in Mary- 
land has been 
confirmed and more sus- 
pected cases are being inves- 
tigated. Nationally, there was 
a five-fold increase in rubella 
incidence in 1990 over the 
all-time low number cases 
in 1988 

Because rubella is often 
mild and has a variable 
appearance, there are likely 
to be more cases that have 
not been reported. The cases 
under investigation were not 
related to one another and 
were predominately school 
age children who attended 
different schools. 

The danger from rubella 
is damage to the developing 
fetus if a woman is infected 
during pregnancy, especially 
during the first trimester. 
Up to 25 percent of infants 
born to women infected with 
rubella have birth defects 
which may include deafness, 
vision problems, heart de- 
fects and mental retardation. 

In children and adults 
rubella is a mild illness with 
few complications. Typically 
»ne has a few days of cold- 
like symptoms and slight 
fever, with swollen glands 

» behind the ears. Then a mild 
rash starts on the face and 
neck, spreads rapidly over 
the body and usually lasts 
three or four days. Rubella 
is contagious for about one 

“week before the rash until 
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five days after the rash starts 
Some people have no rash; 
others have symptoms simi 
lar to other rash illnesses 

The first cases of measles 
in Maryland this year have 
also been confirmed. Nation- 
ally and in Maryland, measles 
cases have increased dramati- 
cally over the past two years 
- with outbreaks now oc- 
curring in other states in 
the region. Seven of the cases 
of measlesin Maryland have 
been confirmed since mid- 
February. Two cases were 
pre-school age children, one 
was an elementary school 
student, one was a high 
school student and three were 
adults. An additional six 
suspected cases are under 
investigation. 

Measles is a much more 
severe illness than rubella 
and the danger of complica- 
tions is greater than it is for 
rubella. Typically, measles 
starts with three or four days 
of flu-like symptoms (fever, 
cough, runny nose) then the 
rash appears behind theears 
and on the face. The rash 
spreads over the body in 
about two days. The measles 
rash lasts five to seven days. 
Measles is sometimes com- 
plicated by vomiting, ear 
infections or pneumonia. 

In 1990, 29 percent of all 
measles cases in Maryland 
were hospitalized. There 
were no deaths in Maryland 
from measles in 1990, but 
nationally 90 people died 
from measles last year. Un- 
like rubella, measles is not 
known tocause birth defects 
in children born to infected 
pregnant women, although 
spontaneous abortion (mis- 
carriage) and stillbirth have 
been known to occur. 

Loca] health departments 
are investigating cases of rash 
illnesses as soon as they are 
reported. Physicians and 
hospitals are being alerted 
to diagnose cases, isolate 
patients with rash illnesses 
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who visit their facilities, and 
to report suspected rubella 
and measles cases immedi- 
ately by telephone to their 
local health departments 

All children 15 months 
old or older should receive a 
measles and rubella shot 
(given with mumps vaccine 
as a single shot -- the MMR 
shot). A second dose of MMR 
vaccine is currently recom- 
mended for middle school 
entry or at age 12. 

Health care workers 
(nurses, doctors, x-ray tech- 
nicians, etc.) are at high risk 
of exposure to measles and 
rubella. In 1990, 48 percent 
of all adults who caught 
measles in Maryland were 
health care workers. Health 
care facilities such as hospi- 
tals, clinics, HMOs, and 
doctors’ offices should be sure 


all their employees are 
immune to measles and 
rubella

Poison Prevention 
Week Proclaimed 


Governor William 
Donald Schaefer has pro- 
claimed March 17-23, 1991 
“Poison Prevention Week”’ 
in Maryland. The week is 
sponsored by the Maryland 
Poison Center (MPC), which 
is a division of the Univer- 
sity of Maryland School of 
Pharmacy and is designated 
as the state’s official poison 
center. 

“Accidental poisonings 
are preventable if Marylan- 
ders make sure their homes 
are poison-proof,” said the 
governor. “We need to be 
aware that there are things 
that we use around the house 
every day that can be dan 
gerous to children.” 

Although labeling re- 
quirements and education 
programs have had some 
effect in reducing the num 
ber of childhood ingestions, 
significant numbers of chil- 
dren are still being poisoned 
by accidentally ingesting 
household products. Accord- 
ing to the Maryland Poison 
Center, 20,815 children 
under age five were exposed 
potentially poisonous 
substances in 1990. 

The Maryland Depart- 
ment of Health and Mental 
Hygiene (DHMH) encour- 
ages Maryland citizens to 
observe ‘Poison Prevention 
Week.” 

“Tt only takes a little time 
to poison-proof your home,” 
said David L. Resh Jr., di 
rector of the DHMH Office 
of Good Protection and 
Consumer Health Services 

To prevent poisoning 
accidents, Resh suggests that 
persons: 

--Keep all household 
chemical products and medi- 
cines out of reach and sight 
of children and, preferably 
locked up when not in use 
Medicines on counters are 
very accessible to children. 
When these products are in 
use, never let them out of 
your sight 

--Store all medicines 
separately from household 
products, and store house- 
hold chemicals away from 
food. 

--Always re-secure the cap 
after you use a household 
chemical 

--Keep items in their origi- 
nal containers. Never use 
drinking cups or soda bottles 
to hold household chemicals 

--Leave the original la- 
bels on products and read 
them before using any prod- 
uct

T'wo local members of the 
League of Women Voters of 
Garrett County, Connie 
Margison, league president, 
and Barbara Flinn, recently 
travelled to Annapolis for 
“Legislative Day,” sponsored 
jointly by the League of 
Women Voters of Maryland, 
the Business and Profes- 
sional Women's Club of 
Maryland and the American 
Association of University 
Women of Maryland. 

Maryland Director of 
Fiscal Services William 
Ratchford discussed the 
downward turn of the econ- 
omy, and the fall-offin hous- 
ing, purchasing, and serv- 
ices. He stated that he fore- 
sees ‘‘no sharpupturn inthe 
economy,” and feels that the 
$200 million gap must be 
filled by a mixture of expen 
diture reduction, including 
a decrease in programs and 
a revenue increase. 

The revenue increase, he 
said, could take the form ofa 
cigarette tax (which would 
generate about $30 million), 
a snack tax (which would 
generate about $25 to $30 
million), state agencies keep- 
ing their expenditures at a 
1990 level, and a cutback in 
parkland acquisition. “It's 
not going to be an easy year 
--no one will be pleased with 
it,” Ratchford reportedly 
stated.

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Revaccination Is 
Recommended For 


New Sixth-Graders 


The Maryland State 
Department of Health and 
Mental Hygiene has recom- 
mended that all students 
entering middle school 
should be revaccinated for 
mumps, measles, and rubella. 

According to a health 
department spokesperson, 
the revaccination is impor- 
tant for reducing the num- 
ber of outbreaks the state is 
experiencing. By the end of 
1990, 1158 cases of mumps 
and 213 cases of measles were 
reported to the Maryland 
epidemiology and disease 
control program. This is a 
marked increase over the 600 
cases of mumps and 113 cases 
of measles reported in 1989, 
according to the spokesper- 
son. 

Measles is of special con- 
cern because it is highly 
contagious and can have 
serious complications, in- 
cluding ear infections, pneu- 
monia, encephalitis, and even 
death. Eight deaths caused 
by the measles were reported 
by officials in Chicago, IIl., 
in 1989. Philadelphia's popu- 
lation is reportedly experi- 
encing some incidents of 
death asa result ofa measles 
outbreak. These deaths oc- 
curred in unprotected adults 
and children. The Pennsyl- 
vania Department of Health 
has reported outbreaks of 
rubella this month, which, 
although benign to children, 
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receive an invitation and would like to participate in the parade 
should contact Stein at 895-5297.

The incentive awards will 
be issued with a six-month 
expiration date. Monthly 
articles will be placed in the 
newspaper to publicize those 
who have received an award. 

The goal of the program 
is to encourage restaurant 
workers in their jobs. A 
tangible reward will be pro 
vided to the most motivated 
proprietors in the county. 
The reward will be attrac- 
tive and suitable for display 
for all patrons to see, Har- 
man explained. 

“There are more opera 
tors who try to comply than 
there are who deliberately 
defy regulations,” Harman 
said. “Unfortunately, the 
latter group gets more at- 
tention from sanitarians and 
complaining customers.” 
Therefore, Harman antici- 
pates that Environmental 
Health Services will reward 
all of those facilities in Gar- 
rett County that exhibit 
outstanding food protection 
procedures.

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Forage Crop Specialists Speak To 
Area Farmers At Alfalfa Workshop 


A crowd of 75 area farmers 
attended an alfalfa manage- 
ment workshop, titled ‘‘Alfalfa, 
Dollars and Sense,"’ on Tuesday 
at the Bittinger Fire Hall. The 
workshop, sponsored by the 
Maryland Cooperative Exten- 
sion Service and the Maryland- 
Delaware Forage Council, 
featured a number of dis- 
tinguished, knowledgeable 
speakers on such topics as 
Markets and Production costs; 
Factors to Consider at 
Planting; Fertility, Harvesting, 
Storage, Grazing; Drying 
Agents, Inoculation and Preser- 
vatives ; Alfalfa Insects; Alfalfa 
Weeds and Their Control; and 
Alfalfa Diseases 

The first speaker, Hugh 
McWilliam, vice president, 
Beachly Hardy Seed Co. of 
Camp Hill, Pa., told the 
farmers that alfalfa is an 
‘extremely profitable crop,”’ 
and that its potential for income 
far exceeds corn. However, he 
stressed that alfalfa takes more 
attention to reach that full 
potential than corn 

McWilliam stated that hay is 
a major energy source in the 


United States — that 23 percent 
of lactating dairy cows’ feed 
energy comes from hay; 29 per- 
cent of other dairy animals’ 
feed energy; 16 percent other 
livestock's feed energy; and 18 
percent of feed energy for 
horses comes from hay. That 
U.S. hay crop, he said, consists 
of over 60-million acres, over 
149%million tons, worth over 
nine-million dollars. 

“To grow hay profitably, 
treat it like a cash crop,”’ he told 
the group. Costs occur during 
establishment. These are base 
costs, he said, then added, 
‘Don't skimp when purchasing 
seed. Buy a variety that you 
know grows well in your area.”’ 
Production costs also occur, he 
continued. They include land, 
labor, operation, machinery 
costs, ownership, lime, fertili- 
zer, pesticide and seed. 

“Get the most from your 
alfalfa crop,’’ he advised. ‘‘For 
high yields, start with good 
stands."’ 

McWilliam stressed that lime 
is a must for good high quality 
alfalfa hay. He also told those 
listening to fertilize for high

yields, and to manage estab- 
lished stands for yield, quality 
and persistance (fall manage- 
ment). “These all go together,” 
he said. He also told the group 
they must manage to minimize 
losses. Lossed can be from 
weather, mechanical, storage 
and feeding. 

Hay, he noted, as a cash crop 
is a major commodity across 
the nation. Once the only way to 
determine hay quality was 
through “the eye of the buyer 
and the eve of the seller.’ To- 
day, he concluded, technology 
has developed many new ways 
to determine the quality of the 
hay grown by this nation’s 
farmers 

Dr. Sam Stratton, forage 
breeder for the FFR Cooper- 
ative of West Lafayette, Ind., 
continued with a discussion of 
‘Factors to Consider at Plant- 
ing."’ Development and seed 
selection objectives are yield, 
pest resistance, forage quality, 
persistence and adaptability, he 
said. Stratton told the group 
that today's varieties have good 
resistance to diseases bread 
into the seed. The maiority of 
screening for diseases is done in 
green houses by alfalfa seed 
companies, he added 

From the first selections by 
forage breeders to a bag of seed 
in the store takes a minimum of 
five years, normally eight to 
nine years, Stratton said. In the 
years 1988 to 1990, an average of 
32 new alfalfa varieties were 
certified each year. ie 

Stratton went on to talk about 
the benefits of alfalfa/grass 
mixtures. A mixture, he said, 
utilizes fixed nitrogen, reduces 
bloat hazards, reduces heaving 
potential, gives faster dry

Alfalfa/grass mixture hazards 
are the reduction of quantity, 
complicated pest control and 
management, and competition 
to the alfalfa from the grass 

Before introducing the next 
panel of speakers, moderator 
Dr. Lester Vough, forage crops 
specialist for the Cooperative 
Extension Service, University 
of Maryland System, an- 
nounced that the university is 
working to establish alfalfa test 
plots at Garrett Community 
College. The plots have already 
been established, he said, with 
one major problem holding 
back growth and production 
deer. Fences will be built 
around the plots this spring, he 
said, to solve that problem and 
five cuttings are expected to be 
taken off the test plots this 
summer 

Panel member Dr. William 
Griffith, agronomist for the 
N.E. Phosphate and Potash 
Institute of Great Falls, Va., 
began by saying that corn and 
alfalfa are the king and queen of 
forages. Nitrogen, he 
the “super element.’’ Equally 
important for 
potassium, which differs from 
corn where nitrogen is the key 
element 

He went on to say that cutting 
frequency is dependent upon 
fertility status and vice versa 
Higher potassium, plus more 
cuts, plus better varieties, 
equal higher yields of quality 
alfalfa was the equation he 
used. Today's varieties provide 
rapid regrowth, and potash 
helps increase that regrowth 
Alfalfa also needs phosphorus, 
he said, concluding that soil 
fertility is most important, and 
that soil tests should be used to 
identify yield-limiting factors 

Panel member Joe B. Mayer, 
field sales agronomist for 
Pioneer Hi-Bred International 
of Carlisle, Pa., reiterated that 
alfalfa management goals are 
better yields, better quality, 
better recovery, and that all 
goals depend on farm manage- 
ment. Farmers should select 
seed for improved disease and 
insect resistance. Good seed to 
soil contact is critical for alfalfa 
establishment, he said. Lack of 
seed to soil contact is the num- 
ber one reason for failure 

Thickening of old alfalfa 
stands is an exercise in 
futility," Mayer said. “A one- 
year break is needed between 


said, is 


alfalfa is 


an old alfalfa stand and a new 
one. Corn planted in between is 
ideal because it benefits from 
the nitrogen," he added 

According to Mayer, the life 
of an alfalfa stand should be 
three to five years, with four to 
five cuts per year taken off. The 
alfalfa stand will last longer 
with a two to three cutting sche- 
dule per year 

He listed the benefits and 
negatives of companion crops 
versus clear seeding. Compan- 
ion crops such as oats and 
wheat act as nurse crops to the 
alfalfa seedlings. A great bene- 
fit is seen on slopes, and during 
late freezing and thawing 
Negatives are the competition 
given the alfalfa by the nurse 
crop. He said that forage 
grasses can buffer alfalfa from 
freezing and thawing, but even 
for that, soil fertility is most 
important 


Mayer concluded by touching 
on insect and weed control. The 
potato leafhopper is the number 
one insect problem when rais- 
ing alfalfa, he said. Others are 
alfalfa weevils and pea aphids. 
Leafhopper damage is most 
troublesome because it extends 
into the second year. As for 
weed control, % percent of 
weed control in alfalfa comes 
from the stand itself, he said 

Dr. Janet Fallon, manager of 
the Forage Applied Technology 
Agway Farm Research Center 
in Tully, N.Y., discussed drying 
agents, inoculation and preser- 
vatives. “Even under ideal 
conditions, one-third of the hay 
quality may be lost when mak- 
ing dry hay,"’ she said. Forage 
quality preservation, she 
explained, means getting the 
hay out of the field faster, either 
by getting the hay dry faster or 
baling the hay wetter 

Fallon continued by saying 
that ways to get hay dry faster 
are with mower conditioners 
and hay drying agents. She 
interjected that after some 
study, the use of acid-treated 
hay for horses is good because 
the acid reduces mold in the 
hay 

Silage has a different set of 
challenges, Fallon said 

Whether an upright or bunk 
silo, you'll still have losses.’ 
Some factors in making good 
silage are: stage of maturity, 
length of cut, moisture content, 
filling management, type of 
silo, and silage additives. Silage 
additives are acids, enzymes, 
nutrients and inoculants, which 
are beneficial in some situ- 
ations 

Fallon added that the indus- 
try is looking for environmental 
alternatives to the six-mil 
plastic and old tires now used to 
cover bunk silos. Some spray-on 
products that produce a hard 
shell over the pile as well as 
wax and fats are being studied 

Alfalfa Insects’’ was the 
topic of Entomologist Dr. Bill 
Lamp, University of Maryland, 
College Park. ‘Just looking at 
an alfalfa stand won't tell you 
what insect life is in there,"’ he 
began. Ways to find out include 
sweep nets, buckets and root 
inspections 

A late spring to mid-summer 
sweep will show a large variety 
of insects many beneficial, 
Lamp said. Economic pests, he 
added, describe those whose 
expected damage exceeds the 
cost of pest management 

Maryland, Lamp said, has the 
dubious distinction of being the 
first state in the country where 
the alfalfa weevil was found in 
the late 1%0s. The potato leaf- 
hopper, alfalfa's pest, 
comes in each year from the 
Gulf of Mexico and eats many 
crops, not just alfalfa 

Control measures for insect 
chemical, bio- 
imported and 
indigenous), host plant 
resistance, and cultural 
Preventative ways to deal with 
pests are looking at the inter- 
actions between pests (insects, 
weeds and disease). ‘It's all 
related,’ he said, ‘integrated 
pest management, integrated 
crop management, and inte- 
grated farm management.” 

Weed control was covered by 
Betty H. Marose, pest manage- 
ment coordinator for the 
University of Maryland, Col- 
lege Park. She explained there

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Crime Rates In 
State, County 
Rise In 1990 


Crime in Maryland in 
creased seven percent dur 
ing 1990, and eight percent 
in Garrett County, accord 
ing to a Uniform Crime 
Report prepared by the 
Maryland State Police Cen 
tral Records Division. The 
1990 year end report lists 
278,771 offenses reported by 
law enforcement agencies 
statewide compared with 
260,903 offenses reported 
during 1989. 

“The violent crimes of 
murder, forcible rape, rob- 
bery and aggravated assault 
as a group increase ten per- 
cent,”” said John Vespa of 
the Uniform Crime Report- 
ing Section. Appearing on 
the Maryland State Police 
Radio Program, a weekly 
public service broadcast, 
Vespa said property crimes 
also increased last year. “The 
property offenses of break 
ing and entering, larceny, 
and motor vehicle theft in 
creased six percent,”’ added

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County Official Questioned On Use 
Of Educational Benefits Fund 


Garrett County Commis 
sioner Elwood L. Groves II 
this week responded to ques 
tions from the press concern 
ing educational benefits he 
has received at the expense 
of the county, stating at one 
point, “It puts me in an 
awkward position of defend- 
ing a policy. My greatest 
desire is that we can deal 
with it on a policy basis....If 
it’s reduced to a personal 
criticism that some of my 
detractors would use because 
they don’t like me, then 
they’vetruly lost the signifi- 
cance of it.” 

Groves, who has been 
criticized recently for allow- 
ing county taxes to pay for 
courses he has completed at 
West Virginia University, 
explained that the policy has 
been in place since 1972, and 
described it as county per- 
sonnel policy in which the 
educational benefit “provides 
for or encourages employ- 
ees to receive education or 
training with regards to their 
employment. It is not an 
uncommon practice.” 


Senator Sarbanes Announces Approval 
Of Funding For Casselman Bridge 


Senator Pay! Sarbanes 
announced yesterday ap- 
proval of funding assistance 
to help construct a timber 
bridge over the Casselman 
River in Garrett County. The 
county will receive $60,000 
in cost-shared assistance to 
replace an existing bridge on 
River Road, near Grantsville 
The approval announced by 
Sarbanes is for funds pro- 
vided by the USDA Forest 
Service Timber Bridge Ini- 
tiative. 

“The existing bridge has 

been in a state of disrepair 
and in need of replacement,” 
Sarbanes said. ““The new 
structure will utilize locally 
available hardwood and 
demonstrate the viability of 
the timber alternative to 
traditional concrete and steel 
construction techniques. The 
proposed structure will be 
located near the historic 
Casselman River stone arch 
bridge and a four-lane inter- 
state-standard bridge, in an 
area where a comparison 
could be made with bridge 
construction practices which 
span a period of nearly two 
centuries. 

“The county has demon- 
strated its commitment to 
promoting hardwood prod- 
ucts manufacturing and the 
use of hardwoods as a cata- 
lyst for employment and 
economic development,” 
Sarbanes pointed out in 
urging the Forest Service to 
approve the funding. ‘“Gar- 
rett County has recognized 
the substantial opportunity 
which exists to enhance the 
local economy and create jobs 
by using its local timber 
resources for bridge con- 
struction.” 

Last year 2 timber bridge 
was constructed «cross But- 
falo Run and another 
stressed-timber deck is 
planned for this spring. The 
county has also planned an 


economic development con- 
ference, in cooperation with 
Allegany County and the 
Maryland Department of 
Economic and Employment 
Development, with a focus 
on the treatment and fabri- 
cation of timber bridges. 

Garrett County has 
committed more than the 
required 50 percent match- 
ing share to this project, 
Senator Sarbanes said. The 
total cost of the replacement 
timber bridge is estimated 
at $146,000, and the county 
requested $60,000 from the 
Forest Service 


Grand Jury 
Indicts Four 


Area Persons 

The March Term Grand 
Jury convened last week and 
indicted four persons for 
various crimes. Information 
on only two of the four per- 
sons was released this week. 

Charlotte L. Fishel, (no 
age given), and Kathy L 
Hartman, 33, both of 
Kitzmiller, were indicted on 
several controlled dangerous 
substance (CDS) charges. 
The charges were reportedly 
lodged against the defendants 
after a search and seizure 
warrant was executed at 
Hartman's home. 

The counts against both 
of the women are as follows: 
possession with intent to 
distribute marijuana, distri- 
bution of a CDS within 1,000 
feet of a school zone, posses- 
sion of marijuana, posses- 
sion of cocaine, and posses- 
sion of CDS paraphernalia. 

The school zone men- 
tioned apparently pertains 
to the Kitzmiller Elemen- 
tary School, although no 
further details were provided. 

Information on the other 
two indicted persons is not 
yet available, according toa 
courthouse spokesperson. 


Groves noted that he 
decided to take the courses 
in public administration 
"Since other county employ- 
ees are able to take advan- 
tage of that, I too took these 
courses and hopefully ob- 
tained some background and 
some insights in administra- 
tion that would make me a 
better commissioner.” 

Since some public con- 
cern has been directed to 
Groves over his use of the 
policy, he said, he has “‘in- 
sisted” that the commission- 
ers review the policy when 
they go into this year’s budg- 
etary process. 

“The thing that’s the 
most bothersome about it is, 
it’s just like when we talked 
about commissioners’ 
salaries....1 feel like I’m, in 
many cases, the first guy to 
ever receive this salary or 
I'm the first guy to ever take 
advantage of the educational 
benefit,” he stated. 

He continued, “It’s like 
some of the angry constitu- 
ents that I talked to on the 
phone who've just received 
part of the information -- of 
course, they never even heard 
of the policy, they didn’t know

Grand Jury 
Submits Report 


The March Term Grand 
Jury convened on the 11th 
and 12th of this month and 
conducted visitations at the 
G.C. Courthouse and Jail; 
Board of Education; Garrett 
Memorial Hospital; and the 
County Roads Department 
The jurorsalso indicted four 
persons for various crimes 
see separate story 
Jury Foreman 
William D. Stover Jr. sub 
mitted a report on the jury's 
visitation findings which was 
released this week 

Representatives from the 
county agencies spoke with 
the jurors at each office. The 
speakers were Sheriff Van 
Evans, Treasurer Pat Glover, 
Dr. Jerome Ryscavage, super 
intendent of county schools; 
Paul Shockey of the roads 
department, and the county 
commissioners 

G.C, Courthouse 

The courthouse was 
found to beclean and in good 
condition, according 
Stover’s report. Recordsand 
deeds were found to be up to 
date 

The jurors also noted that 
the 911 emergency service 
has proven to be efficient 
Sheriff's Office and Jail 

Sheriff Van Evans spoke 
to the jurors and explained 
that more room is required 
at the jail. Hesaid that when 
the jail was built, it was in- 
tended to meet the needs of 
the county at the time. Since 
that time, the average num 
ber of prisoners per month 
has doubled, Evans said 

The department employs 
ten correctional officers

and 15 deputies. The sheriff 
expressed a need for extra 
deputies because of the large 
area that must be covered 

The jurors were also told 
about the D.A.R.E. (Drug 
Abuse Resistance Education) 
program, which is a func 
tion of the department with 
the purpose of teaching area 
sixth-graders the skills 
needed to avoid drug abuse 

Treasurer's Office 

County Treasurer Pat 
Glover, presented a talk on 
this office. She explained that 
the duties of the treasurer 
include collecting state and 
property taxes. Ms. Glover 
then invests all the monies 
collected and pays all the 
expenses which come due 
She told the jurors that the 
tax records are open to the 
public 

The treasurer said that 
she hasa staff of four. Stover 
reported that the office 
members seem to be work 
ing with updated equipment, 
such as computers 

Board of Education 

Dr. Jerome Ryscavage, 
superintendent of Garrett 
County schools, reviewed the 
goalsof the education board, 
as well as the indicators of 
progress for the Garrett 
County school system as a 
whole. He also discussed the 
renovation of Southern High 
School and the need for a 


new roof 

I'he work on the high 
school is to be completed by 
the fall of 1991. Split shift 
ing of students will not be 
needed for the new school 
year 

Foreman Stover reported 
that funding in the educa 
tion system continues to be 
a problem. He noted that 
while the teachers in the 
county are the lowest paid 
in the state (24th), the Board 
of Education administrators 
rank approximately 13th. 

John Morris, assistant 
superintendent of admini- 
stration, conducted a tour of 
the Board of Education build- 
ing. Stover noted that there 
were signs of leaks, but that 
repairs had been made. He 
also wrote that although the 
building is quite old, it was 
found to be neat, clean, and 
in apparent good condition. 

GC Roads Dept. 

Paul Shockey informed 
the Grand Jury that the 
county roads operating 
budget for fiscal year 1991 is 
$7.7 million. There are ap- 
proximately 700 miles of 
county roads. The work force 
is broken down as follows: 
104 field forces, four super- 
visors, an administrator, and 
a staff of six 

An inspection of the 
premises was made by the 
jurors, and the area was 
found to be neat and well 
cared for 

Shockey told the jury that 
19 plus miles of roads were 
overlaid this summer with 
bituminous concrete (pav- 
ing), 35 miles tar and chip,

Lee Thorne, county engi 
neer, discussed the new re 
cycling program to be insti 
tuted this year at various 
sites. The new Round Glade 
waste landfill was discussed 
as well 

GC Memorial Hospital 

James Harvey conducted 
a tour of all departments of 
the Garrett County Memo 
rial Hospital. The expansion 
of the physical therapy de- 
partment is complete and has 
been operating at its new 
location for a week. Stover 
wrote that the hospital per- 
sonnel is fortunate to have 
three full-time physical 
therapists on staff. 

Harvey indicated to the 
jury that many other depart- 
ments are crowded and in 
need of more space. Archi- 
tects are currently working 
on a plan to provide a five- 
bed area for progressive care 
patients who are in transi- 
tion between the intensive 
care unit and regular care. 

The cardio-pulmonary 
department will be expand- 
ing in the future, Harvey 
explained, and plans have 
been made to replace the 
current machinery in one 
room of the x-ray depart- 
ment to more updated equip- 
ment. The cost of the new 
equipment is estimated at 
$1.4 million 

The Hospital Foundation 
is a volunteer organization 
which was established two 
years ago. Harvey told the 
jurors that the purpose of 
the foundation is to raise 
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funds to purchase equipment 
The mammography machine 
was the first piece of ma 
chinery funded by the foun 
dation 

Harvey explained that the 
hospital emphasizes out-pa- 
tient care whenever possible, 
and serves 50,000 patients 
per year on an out-patient 
basis. Sixty percent of the 
patients receiving in-patient 
care are people aged 65 or 
older 

Stover wrote that the jury 
found the hospital to be well- 
staffed and equipped, and 
that it has much community 
support. The medical facil- 
ity is the fourth lowest cost 
hospital in the state. 
County Commissioners 

The jury was visited by 
the Garrett County Commis- 
sioners in the jury room and 
broad issues were dicussed. 
The jurors were told that 
efforts to bring new busi- 
nesses into the county are 
continuing. Garrett Optical 
is constructing a new facil- 
ity at the Southern Indus- 
trial Park, which will pro- 
vide 130 new jobs, the com- 
missioners said. 

Thejurors were told that 
the Glendale Bridge project 
has been postponed. The 
airport expansion program’s 
federal grant has been ap- 
plied for and should be re- 
ceived next spring 

The commissioners said 
that they expect $200,000 less 
in state aid this year. 

Stover ended the report 
with an expression of grati- 
tude from the Grand Jury to 
those public officials who 








appeared and provided in- 
formation

Building Permits 
Down In State, 
Up In County 


The issuance of building 
permits, a key indicator for 
the economic health of the 
state, decreased by nearly 21 
percent in Maryland in 1990, 
dropping to the lowest level 
of activity in nine years 

According to preliminary 
data released this week by 
the Maryland Office of Plan- 
ning, 30,899 new housing 
units were authorized for 
construction statewide in 
1990, a drop of 20.9 percent 
from 1989's total of 39,049 
units. This represents the 
lowest number of new hous- 
ing units permitted in Mary- 
land since 1981, when only 
16,839 units were author- 
ized. 

“The home building in- 
dustry is a critical part of 
Maryland's economy, and a 
down turn in that industry 
has a ripple effect through 
other economic sectors,” said 
Maryland Office of Planning 

Director Ronald M. Kreit- 
ner. 

“This drop in building 
activity is partially traced to 
a substantial decrease in 
permit activity in Howard 
County, which accounted for 
nearly 50 percent (4,042) of 
the 8,150 drop in new units 
authorized for construction 
statewide last year,” he 
added 

Only three jurisdictions 

- Anne Arundel, Calvert and 


of the 2¢ 
jurisdictions which report 
permit activity on a monthly 
basis recorded an increase 
in authorized units. Anne 
Arundel County reported a 
52.8 percent increase (1,344 
units) in permit activity, 
while Calvert (71 units) and 
Garrett (62 units) counties 
reported increases of 8.3 
percent and 19.3 percent, 
respectively 

The decrease in activity, 
when measured in percent- 
ages, was almost equally split 
between single-family and 
multi-family homes. There 
was a 20.7 percent drop in 
single-family permit activ- 
ity, representing 5,959 fewer 
housing units being author- 
ized. While in the multi- 
family category there was a 
21.3 percent drop, represent- 
ing 2,191 fewer housing 
units. 

Regionally, the Baltimore 
Area (Anne Arundel, Balti- 
more, Carroll, Harford and 
Howard counties, and Balti- 
more City) has been hardest 
hit by the building slowdown 
due mainly to the decrease 
in activity in Howard County. 
The suburban Washington

ers, we have great concerns that the assistance 
provided Commissioner Elwood Groves for gradu- 
ate study at West Virginia University may have 
been allocated inappropriately 

The major requirement in the policy that 
indicates this could be a misappropriation is the 
one that says educational leave and tuition assis- 
tance is to be for full-time permanent employees 
While a case can be made that being a county 
commissioner is a full-time job, it is the word 
permanent that we believe does not apply to an 
elected official. An elected official may have his or 
her job only two, four, or perhaps six years, 
depending on the term of office 

Che intent of the assistance is, of course, to 
encourage and assist county employees to take 
seminars and attend classes that will, hopefully, 
help them do their jobs better. Commissioner 
Groves has used the same argument, noting that 
the courses he has taken involve public admini- 
stration. However, suppose he had lost last 
November's election. All of that new knowledge 
gained would do us, the taxpayers, no good then 
Would Commissioner Groves have reimbursed 
the county if he lost the 1990 election? 

Another requirement in the policy says that 
the annual cost shall not exceed $300 per year per 
individual. We have been informed by a reliable 
source that the course in which Commissioner 
Groves is currently enrolled is over $1,000, for 
just one semester. The policy also states that the 
$300 limit cannot be exceeded, unless there is 
“prior written approval by the appointing au- 
thority.’’ Is not the voting public the “‘appointing 
authority’’ for the commissioners? 

It also concerns us that this decision 
never made public by the commissioners. Granted, 
they cannot possibly keep the public informed on 
every single day-to-day decision, but this was one 
that should have been revealed, not so much 


was 


because of the money, but because of the prin- 
ciple of the thing. The amount of money is not 
enormous relative to the county budget, for 
example, but it is interesting that the commis- 
sioners recently sent out a letter to all county 
agencies strongly requesting that they make 
more cutsin their budgets. It is equally interest- 
ing that one of our county commissioners is 
receiving relatively large sums of tax money for 
his own education while the board of education is 
continually told it will simply have to do with 
less 

To Commissioner Groves’s credit, he now 
insists that the present policy be reviewed and 
possibly changed. We agree with that idea. 
However, we also believe this particular alloca- 
tion of funds should be reviewed against the 
present policy and a determination made as to 
whether it was appropriate. If deemed inappro- 
priate, Mr. Groves should be issued a coupon 
hooklet to begin paying that money back to the 
county 
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to make this event a success

Should you start a family business or hire your relatives to 
work for you” The answer is, ‘‘It all depends " There are as 
many things to consider as there are families 

Beginning with the positive, you already know the individuals 
in your family, their strengths and weaknesses, how well they 
work together and with you on family matters. Communication, it 
would appear, should not be a problem. Trust, too, is hopefully a 
given. A hierarchy of responsibility and delegation is already in 
place and can simply be modified to fulfill the tasks and duties 
required.

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Soil, A Gardening Basic 

Without good soil, the value of the time, money, and effort you 
have expended on your garden could be, at best, greatly reduced 
or, in some cases, even lost. But what is soil? It is a mixture of 
particles of rock and decaying organic material containing 
moisture and air that covers the earth. The solid material con- 
sists of particles of differing sizes; sandy is the largest, clay, the 
smallest. Generally, the volume of the soil is 50% solids and 50% 
open space or pores which allow for the holding of air and 
moisture. In clay soils, the smaller particles produce more spaces 
for moisture retention and their smaller size holds more water 
against the gravitational flow, resulting in a wet, heavy, compact, 
dense soil. Sandy soils, being formed of larger particles, allow for 
the freer flow of water, resulting in a soil of just the opposite 
texture. Not all the open spaces are filled with water, however. In 
what are known as non-capillary pores, air is present. Air is 
needed for root and soil microorganisms to grow. If poor drainage 
or overly compacted soils flood these air pockets, plants die from 
lack of oxygen. 

With this understanding of the composition of soil, the 
gardener can alter the existing soil to one compatible with the 
needs of the plants. Begin by providing good drainage. This may 
be done by simply altering the texture of the soil, or more 
extensive work may be needed. The installation of drain tiles may 
be required or the removal of the hard-packed or stony substruc- 
ture may be necessary. In these cases, professional services may 
be required 

With proper drainage ensured, proceed to the alteration of the 
soil itself. Organic material physically added to the clay soils 
spreads the particles apart allowing for more air and water 
circulation, while in sandy soils it pulls the particles together, 
increasing moisture retention. This organic material, be it 
compost, sawdust, peat moss, or leaf mold, produces physical 
changes in the soil. Pick up a handful and squeeze it. It is loose but 
compactable, darker in color, with a rich earthy smell, closer to 
the “black earth,” the rich, loamy soils described on the back of 
seed packets and found in the great agricultural regions through- 
out the world 

But chemical changes also take place as you alter the soil, 
either increasing or decreasing the acidity or alkalinity of the 
soil, depending upon the type of organic material added. This 
chemical change is known as the pH factor, which runs from 1 to 
14 (acid to alkaline) on the scale, with a range of 6.0 to 6.5 con- 
sidered optimum for plant growth. Although a pH reading of our 
soil is helpful, a full chemical analysis is recommended. This 
prevents over fertilization or over liming. For $5.00, the county 
extension office will provide a full reading of your soil and will 
make recommendations for soil improvements. Ask for the small 
garden plot service 

As you begin to correct the chemical imbalances in your 
garden plot, remember that just as some plants prefer wetter or 
drier soils, some prefer more acidic or more alkaline soils. The 
plant dictates the soil! 

Now you are ready to dig the bed. You don’t need to go to 
China — ten to twelve inches is usually sufficient. Remove old 
roots,” stones, weeds, etc. Thoroughly loosen and mix the soil, 
introducing any fertilizers, organic materials you may require. 
This is the time to straighten the edges and put in edging material 
if desired. Remember all those gardening books and catalogues 
you poured over in January and February and the plants you 
selected? The beds are now ready for them, and winter's dreams 
can become spring and summer realities.

DOMESTIC VIOLENCE-SEXUAL ASSAULT 

It has been estimated that close to 50% of all couples 
are engaged in domestic violence. Approximately 1.9 mil- 
lion wives are beaten by their husbands each year. Accord: 
ing to FBI uniform crime reports, nearly 20% of all mur 
der victims in the U.S. are related to their assailants; of 
these, half are husband-wife killings. These figures reflect 
only the reported incidents in domestic violence 

Domestic violence is: actual or threatened physical} 
emotional, or sexual abuse between members in a family 
cohabiting, or dating individuals. Domestic violence i¢ 
broken down into four categories: physical abuse, psycho4 
logical abuse, sexual abuse, and destruction of property 
and/or pets. Each category has a serious overwhelming 
effect on the victims; one, a combination, or all of thes 
categories are used to make the victim feel helpless, iso4 
lated, inadequate, and basically worthless. The victi , 
takes on a learned passive role, eventually believing this id

Battered Spouse 
Bill Approved 


By Committee 


Abill approved this week 
by the House Judiciary 
Committee, with only one 
dissenting vote, would allow 
women who kill or attempt 
to kill abusive spouses or 
mates to introduce evidence 
that they were suffering from 
“battered spouse syndrome.” 

According to recent re- 
ports, the defense used by 


the accused would allow only 
that the state of mind at the 
time of the offense be con- 
sidered when determining 
the sentence and not take 
the place of the traditional 
claim of self-defense.

Unclaimed Funds 
Ads Generate 
2,000 Calls 


Maryland State Comp- 
troller Louis L. Goldstein said 
the Unclaimed Property 
Section of his office received 
1,942 telephone calls last 
week as a result of advertis 
ing 14,483 names of appar- 
ent rightful owners of un- 
claimed bank accounts and 
other unclaimed funds. 

The ads, which are also 
running in newspapers the 
week of March 18, 1991, are 
attempting to locate owners 
of millions of dollars worth 
of unclaimed bank accounts, 
unclaimed wages, the con- 
tents of safe deposit boxes or 
other funds. “If you see your 
name or the name of some 
one you know, there are 
instructions at the top of the 
advertisement telling you 
how to contact our office,” 
Goldstein said. “We will 
advise you who to contact at 
the appropriate bank or 
corporation to claim your 
money or reactivate your 
account.” 

The comptroller noted 
that if a bank account has 
no activity for a period of 
five yeurs, the financial in- 
stitution must report it to 
his office and the owner's 
name is advertised in the 
county of last known address. 
“That's why it’s important 
to make a minimal deposit 
or withdrawal to each ac- 
count you have at least once 
a year,”’ Goldstein said 

If the funds remain un- 
claimed, the money is trans 
ferred to the state. ‘““How- 
ever, that doesn’t mean the 
money is lost to its rightful 
owner,’ Goldstein said 
“Under Maryland's custodial 
law, the rightful owner or 


legitimate heir can claim the 
funds at any time in the 


future.”

Half Of State Tax Returns In; 
Extra Hours Of Help Scheduled 


Maryland State Comp- 
troller Louis L. Goldstein 
says about 50% of state in- 
come taxpayers have filed, 
but there’s still plenty of extra 
free state tax help for those 
who have yet to complete 
their forms 

“We've received about 1.1 
million returns and mailed 
out 580,000 state refund 
checks. The checks are aver- 
aging $315, which is about 
10% greater than last year 
at this time,” Goldstein said. 

The comptroller noted 
that his office continues to 
receive returns from taxpay- 
ers who have not subtracted 
the dollar value of their 
personal exemptions from 
their taxable income. “Fora 
family of four, this means 
an unnecessary additional 
$360 in state and local in- 
come tax,” he said. ‘““We have 
received hundreds of returns 
with this error, for no ap- 
parent reason. While we are 
correcting these mistakes in 
processing, it delays the 
taxpayer’s refund check by 
a week or more 

“Taxpayers should be 
certain to carry the dollar 
value of their personal ex- 
emption from the top of the 
Maryland return to line 58, 


where they get the real tax 
benefit,’’ Goldstein said. 
He reminded taxpayers 
still working on their 1990 
Maryland income tax returns 
that all state income tax 
offices will remain open on 
two upcoming state holidays 
to offer help: Maryland Day, 
Monday, March 25, 8:30 a.m. 
- 5 p.m.; and Good Friday, 
March 29, 8:30 a.m. - 5 p.m. 


In addition, all state in- 
come tax offices are open 
during normal business 
hours, Monday through 
Friday, from 8:30 a.m. until 
5 pm State tay experts at 
all locations will answer any 
questions, provide the nec- 
essary forms and even com- 
plete Maryland income tax 
returns free of charge. Tax- 
payers must bring a com- 
pleted copy of their federal 
return and all W-2 state- 
ments to take advantage of 
this free service. 

The addresses and tele- 
phone numbers of all Mary- 
land income tax offices are 
listed on the back of the state 
tax packet and in most local 
telephone directories. The 
statewide toll-free number 
for state taxpayer assistance 
is 1-800-MD TAXES.

Senator Barbara A 
Mikulski (D,Md) has intro- 
duced a bill to compensate 
federal employees who served 
on active duty during Op- 
eration Desert Storm for the 
difference between their 
military reserve salary and 
their regular federal salary. 

“We called these brave 
men and women to turn in 
their federal ID cards for dog 
tags,’ said Senator Mikulski, 
“and they shouldn't return 
home to find a stack of un- 
paid bills and overdue no- 
tices next to their yellow 
ribbons. The next few months 
should be a time of triumph 
for these troops, not a time 
of hardship.” 

Her bill, a companion to 
legislation introduced in the 
House by Rep. Richard 
Durbin (D,IIl.), would make 
compensation pay retroac- 
tive to the day the reservist 
was activated for Desert 
Shield or Desert Storm. 
There were about 10,000 
federal employees nation- 
wide who were mobilized in 
the reserves and sent to the 
Persian Gulf.

“This study promises to 
become a valuable resource, 
both for high schools and for 
colleges and universities,” 
said Shaila R. Aery, Secre- 
tary of Higher Education 
“It will be eepecially helpful 
for high schools in curricu- 
lum development and coun 
seling.”’ 

A county-by-county re 
port on the Fal! 1990 fresh- 
man class, available later this 
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year, will provide prelimi- 
nary baseline data for the 
study. The first SOAR re- 
port by high school will be 
published in 1992.

DHR Announces 
Additional Cuts 
In Welfare Grants 


Carolyn W 
retary, Department of 
Human Resources (DHR) 
and Charles L. Benton, sec 
retary, Department of 
Budget and Fiscal Planning, 
have announced an addi- 
tional $1,745,000 in spend- 
ing reduction for Fiscal Year 
1991 for DHR. 

Beginning April 1, wel- 
fare grants to Aid to Fami- 
lies with Dependent Children 
(AFDC) and General Public 
Assistance (GPA) will be 
reduced to last year’s level 
(2.5% reduction in AFDC and 
5% in GPA) because the 
General Assembly did not 
provide adequate funding, to 
meet the increasing demand 
for public assistance, Secre- 
tary Colvin said. The budget 
cuts will affect an estimated 
98,000 cases statewide 

“For the past four years, 
Governor Schaefer has been 
very supportive of programs 
for the poor, but no one could 
have predicted the tremen- 
dous increase in the num- 
bers of people who need this 
assistance,” Secretary Colvin 
said

Wildlife Seed 
Packets Available 
To Landowners 


Seed packets for wildlife plot 
planting are available to the 
public through Friday, April 19, 
in each Maryland county. The 
packets are offered free of 
charge by the Department of 
Natural Resources, Wildlife 
Division as an incentive to land- 
owners to devote part of their 
land to wildlife habitat. Packets 
will be distributed on a first- 
come, first-serve basis. 

Three different packet mixes 
will be available: buckwheat, 
sorghum, and millet mix. Each 
packet will hold enough seed to 
plant 1/16 of an acre. Packet 
distribution is limited to no 
more than one of a kind of 
packet per individual. Planting 
instructions appear on each 


packet

Fire Marshal 
Announces ‘90 
Dept. Statistics 


Maryland State Fire 
Marshal Rocco J. Gabriele 
has released the departmen- 
tal statistics for the period 
January through December 
1990 

In 1990, the Office of the 
State Fire Marshal recorded 
a 12.7% increase in fire code 
inspections statewide. Last 
year, there were 14,848 fire 
code inspections recorded, as 
compared with 13,179 the 
previous year. 

The Agency conducted a 
total of 4,413 total fire and 
explosive investigations in 
1990, a slight reduction from 
the 4,520 recorded in 1989. 

Additionally, the Agency 
conducted 561 arson inves- 
tigations of the 1,356 initial 
fire investigations which 
were performed. That is, 
approximately 41.4% of the 
initial fire investigations 
conducted by the Agency 
were determined to be arson 
investigations. 

The busiest month for 
initial investigations oc- 
curred in March with 193. 
December was the slowest 
month of the year with only 
135 initial investigations 
conducted. 

During 1990, the Office 
of the State Fire Marshal's 
Bomb Squad responded to 
approximately 597 explosive 
incidents. This was a dra- 
matic increase from the 433 
explosive incidents recorded 
in 1989. 

In 1990, 203 persons were 
arrested by State Fire Mar- 
shals for arson and fire code 
violations. Of the 203 arrests, 
147 were for arson-related 
crimes. 

The Eastern Region, 
consisting of Queen Anne, 
Caroline, Dorchester, Talbot, 
Somerset, Wicomico, and 
Worcester counties, led the 
agency with 37 individuals 
arrested for arson. The 
Western Region recorded the 
highest total number of ar- 
rests for arson, explosives, 
and fire code violations, with 
49. 

During 1990, the Agency 
performed 14,848 inspections 
throughout the state. The 
busiest month for inspectors 
during the year was June 
with 1,608 fire code safety 
inspections conducted. These 
inspections are conducted to 
insure buildings meet Mary- 
land's minimum fire safety 
regulations. 

Those properties receiv- 
ing the most frequent inspec- 
tions by State Fire Marshals 
were multi-family residen- 
tial and educational occu- 
pancies, with 3,218 and 2,638 
inspections conducted, re- 
spectively. The Fire Protec- 
tion Engineering Bureau 
performed 4,053 plan re- 
views, the second highest 
number of plan reviews per- 
formed in the Agency's 27 
year history.

Committees in both the Mary 
land State Senate and House of 
Delegates decided to table the 
Maryland Growth and Chesa- 
peake Bay Protection Act (2020 
legislation) Thursday, March 
14, for summer study 

‘There was simply a lack of 


input into the (2020) com- 
mission's study,"’ said Ken 
Schisler, a member of the 


House Environmental Matters 
Committee that studied the 2020 
bill. Schisler was one of its 
vocal opponents, along with 
many, many farmers, land- 
owners and county officials 
across the state 

“The commission, because of 
its makeup, closed out certain 
groups bankers, for 
example,"’ he said. ‘‘Because of 

the lack of input), the com- 
mission couldn't do justice to 
the bill. We shouldn't pass legis- 
lation until we know what we're 
passing."’ 

Governor William Donald 
Schaefer's administration 
heralded the bill as the way to 
stop the state’s growth from 
destroying both the Chesapeake 
Bay and rural areas. 

It would have divided the 
state’s land into four cate- 
gories: ‘‘Rural resource 
areas,’ designated growth 
areas, developed areas and 
environmentally sensitive 


areas. Growth would have been 
funneled to growth areas and 
already developed areas, under 
the 2020 proposals 
The legislature's 
disappointed the 
tration, who pushed for adop- 
tion this year and did not feel 
the bill needed further study 


decision 


Clearly we're 
disappointed,"’ said Thomas 
Burke, spokesman for 


Schaefer's Chesapeake Bay 
program. “The problem isn't 
going to go away. Nature will 
not take a hiatus. The fact that

Burke said the problems of 
growth management have to be 
addressed now or in the very 
near future.

Ag Groups Back 
“Fast-Track” 


Trade Extension 

Fifty-one agricultural organ- 
izations, including the Ameri- 
can Farm Bureau Federation, 
are urging Congress to reject 
proposals that would deprive 
the Bush administration of 
‘‘fast-track’’ negotiating 
authority for trade agreements. 

The groups said in a letter 
sent Thursday to all members 
of Congress that the benefits of 
trade agreements ‘‘should not 
be foreclosed by denying fast- 
track authority to our nego- 
tiators.”’ 

Fast-track authority, the 
organization said, ‘‘is essential 
to a successful and acceptable 
Uruguay Round trade agree- 
ment. Without an agreement, 
American agriculture will be 
faced with the very real threat 
of escalating and damaging 
trade conflicts in agriculture.” 

Under U.S. trade law, fast- 
track authority means the 
administration could negotiate 
an agreement and Congress 
would have 60 to 90 days to con- 
sider it. Congress could only 
vote up or down on the pact as a 
whole. No amendments would 
be allowed. 

President Bush is seeking 
extension of such authority, 
which expires June 1, to com- 
plete the four-year-old Uruguay 
Round of trade talks, and to 
start negotiations on a North 
American Free Trade Agree- 
ment with Mexico and Canada. 

“A vote on the fast-track 
authority is not a vote for a 
GATT agreement or for a North 
Amencan Free Trade Agree- 
ment,” the groups noted. ‘A 
vote for fast-track is a vote to 
enable the talks to proceed.”’ 

Congress, the groups noted, 
still could offer its views to the 
administration during the nego- 
tiations and still would have the 
final say when voting on the 
agreements.

Referendum For 
Grain Checkoff 
Approved By MDA 


Maryland Secretary of Agn- 
culture Wayne A. Cawley Jr 
has recently given approval for 
the Maryland Grain Producers 
Association (MGPA) to hold a 
state referendum for an all- 
grain checkoff. 

“As state and federal budgets 
decline, it is becoming in- 
creasingly more important for 
commodity organizations to 
take the leadership and 
promote their own products,” 
Cawley said 

The grain referendum will be 
held on July 26 in each county 
Cooperative Extension office. 
All grain producers will be elig- 
ible to vote. If the vote is in 
favor of the checkoff, collection 
of one half of one percent of the 
net value will start on October 
1. Soybeans are already under a 
checkoff program 


This grain checkoff will help 
us promote the industry,"’ said 
MGPA President Lawrence 
Meeks 

‘Just 25 years ago as much as 
90 percent of the grain produced 
was fed to farm based livestock 
and poultry. Today only half of 
the grain crop is utilized on the 
farm. We had better get out 
there and develop new markets 
if we want to stay ahead of the 
game,’’ Meeks said 

According to Drew Stabler, 
chairman of the subcommittee 
organizing the referendum, 
there is much potential for 
using grain in the manu- 
facturing sector of the 
economy. Ethanol fuel, bio- 
degradable packaging, corn 
sweeteners, building materials, 
textiles and plastics are a few of 
the examples where grain can 
be used 

The MGPX is now working to 
develop details of the referen- 
dum.

Proper Management Can Make 
Spring Lambs Healthy And Profitable 


March is an exciting time for 
youngsters on Mid-Atlantic 
farms with sheep flocks. That's 
when most of the lambs are 
born. 

During the first few hours 
after birth, lambs need to nurse 
vigorously in order to gain full 
benefit from the disease- 
protecting antibodies in their 
mother’s colostrum — the vita- 
min-rich ‘‘first milk’’ produced 
by all female mammals after 
giving birth. 

Newborn lambs should have 
their navels disinfected with 
iodine as soon as they have 
started breathing, advises Scott 
M. Barao, sheep specialist for 
the Cooperative Extension Ser- 
vice, University of Maryland 


System 

This also is a good time to ear- 
tag and weigh the lambs for 
record-keeping purposes. 

Newborn lambs are suscept- 
ible to death by starvation and 
hypothermia, Dr. Barao notes, 
because they have very little 
energy reserves in the form of 
body fat. So they need to be 
watched carefully for at least a 
week after birth. Bright eyes, 
vigorous nursing and frequent 
naps are signs of a healthy 
lamb 

But getting lambs off to a 
good start is only the first step if 
you want a successful sheep 
operation, Barao says

In Beef Calves

much more severe. But the 


actual infectious agents that act 
alone or in combination to cause 
calf scours are E. coli bacteria, 
rotavirus or coronavirus and 
Clostridium perfringens Type 
C. These agents may also be 
complicated by the presence of 
internal parasites, such as 
coccidia 

The latter type of agent is 
particularly deadly, says 
Cortese. ‘With C. perfringens 
as the causal agent, often the 
first sign of disease is death." 
The other types of scours are 
generally slower acting, but ‘‘if 
you have a real hot E. coli 
bacteria, an animal can have 
the beginning of scours in the 
morning and be dead 12 to #4 
hours later."’ 

That's why Cortese urges 
prompt action. ‘‘At the first sign 
of scours, no matter how slight, 
start rehydration therapy with 
oral electrolytes, followed by 
administration of a systemic 
antibiotic 

“By the time you see the 
scours, you already have 
electrolyte imbalances and 
some dehydration is occurring, 
so oral rehydration therapy 
should be your first step. A calf 
can quickly lose 10 percent or 
more of its body weight through 
dehydration. Its fecal output 
during a severe bout of scours 
may be 40 times greater than 
normal.” 

The goal of rehydration 
therapy is to replace the calf’s 
lost water volume, replace lost 
correct acidosis 
and maintain an adequate 
intake of calories 

Choosing the Product 

Cortese says an effective oral 
rehydration product should pro- 
vide the proper balance be- 
tween sodium, potassium, 
chloride, phosphate and bi- 

arbonate If a calf 
stopped nursing or if it has been 
subjected to cold temperatures 
it’s critically important 
that the calf regain its energy 
he says 

With several products avail 
able, ( recommends 
consulting a veterinanan for 
help in matching options to 
specific needs Based on 
experience, he or she will know 
the glucose, citrate and bicarb

In general, he says the choice 
will hinge on the condition of the 
calf and environmental factors 
The calf's condition is espec- 
ially important because scour- 
ing calves that are further 
stressed by cold, wet weather 
may need a high energy solu- 
tion. Calves that are off milk 
have higher energy needs, and 
if acidosis has set in, the 
presence of citrate or sodium 
bicarbonate in the product is 
important 
If the has 


calf stopped 
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nursing and is showing signsof animal with severe diarrhea 


weakness, a high glucose 
content will help it quickly 
regain needed energy while 
replacing essential fluids. At 
the same time, bicarbonate will 
help keep the calf from acidotic. 

“But if the calf is still nursing 
and getting some nourishment 
and energy from the mother 
cow,"’ says Cortese, ‘a product 
containing lower levels of 
glucose and sodium bicarb- 
onate should do the job."” 

The condition of the calf also 
determines the amount of fluid 
to give. “A mildly dehydrated 
calf with mild diarrhea will 
need five to six quarts of fluid in 
a 24hour period,’’ he says. ‘‘A 


more severely dehydrated 


(BP 


will need as much as 12 quarts 
in 24 hours.” 

Administer both electrolytes 
and the systemic antibiotic 
“until the stool is normal,”’ says 
Cortese. ‘‘Then continue the 
antibiotic a day or two longer 
than stopping the electrolyte 
treatment just to make sure the 
problem is resolved." 

It’s important to know how to 
use rehydration agents effec- 
tively,”’ he concludes. ‘But it’s 
equally important to work with 
your veterinarian to find out 
which causative agent or agents 
were involved in the first place 
This way, you can work toward 
prevention of scours problems 
altogether in the future."’

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Maryland Sells 
Bonds At Lowest 
Rate Since 1980 

The Maryland Board of 
Public Works, consisting of 
Governor William Donald 
Schaefer, State Comptroller 
Louis L. Goldstein, and State 
Treasurer Lucille Maurer 
today sold $95 million in 
Maryland General Obliga- 
tion Bonds for a low interest 
bid of 6.310138%. Thisisthe 
lowest interest rate since 
May, 1980, when the state 
sold $121.9 million in gen- 
eral obligation bonds for a 
low interest bid of 6.09956%. 
The bonds are rated ‘Triple 
A,” the highest possible rat- 
ing, by Moody’s Investors’ 
Service, Standard and Poor's 
Corporation, and Fitch's 
Investors’ Service, the three 
major bond rating agencies. 

The winning bid came 
from a syndicate of finan- 
cial institutions led by Bank- 
ers Trust of New York. A 
total of six bids were received 
at the Annapolis meeting of 
the Board. This is the first 
timein memory that six bids 
have been received. All six 
were in the 6.3% range. 

The Board of Public 
Works is authorized to ap- 
prove the sale of General 
Obligation Bonds, and to 
supervise the expenditure of 
all funds obtained from the 
sale of these bonds. Proceeds 
from the sale will be used to 
fund a variety of loan au- 
thorizations, including $45.2 
million for general state 
construction, $20 million for 
public school construction, 
$3 million for higher educa- 
tion facilities, $13 million 
for water quality projects, 
$11.2 million fora variety of 
state and local projects in- 
cluding senior centers, cul- 
tural, recreational, educa- 
tional, and health facilities 
and local correctional facili- 
ties in almost every local 
jurisdiction 

Maryland remains one of 
only a handful of states in 
the nation to win the cov- 
eted triple A rating from all 
of the major bond rating 
agencies. These 15-year 
bonds, backed by the full faith 
and credit of the state, are 
sold in denominations of 
$5,000. They are available 
to the public from brokers 
and bond dealers. 

In commenting on the 
bond sale, Treasurer Mau- 
rer said, "While other states 
have been put on a negative 
‘credit-watch,’ all three major 
rating agencies demon- 
strated their continuing 
confidence in Maryland by 
again awarding our bonds 
the coveted triple A rating. I 
am also pleased to note the 
increased interest in the 
bidding for our bonds. We 
received a record-setting six 
bids from syndicates repre- 
senting the most prestigious 
financial institutions in 
America.” 

Comptroller Goldstein 
said, ‘Maryland is fortunate 
to catch the market ata good 
time. The triple A rating isa 
great statement of confidence 
in our financial management 
through those unusual eco- 
nomic times.”’ 

Governor Scheafer said, 
“The excellent interest rate 
is a reflection of our triple A 
rating and I congratulate the 
treasurer, the comptroller, 
and the General Assembly 
for working so hard to re- 
tain the rating.” 

The low interest rate 
obtained by Maryland on 
general obligation bonds is 
important to every state 
taxpayer because of the sig- 
nificant savings in repaying 


the bonds. The highly re 
garded triple A rating en 
sures that Maryland taxpay 
ers benefit from the state 
paying the lowest possible 
cost of borrowing money for 
the capital projects.

Fires Destroy 
Local Dwellings 


Two Garrett County 
houses were destroyed by fire 
this past week, as a single- 
story wood frame structure 
in Friendsville was leveled 
early Saturday and a small 
single-story house along U.S. 
Rt. 50 near Gorman burned 
Wednesday afternoon. 

Volunteer fire fighters 
from Friendsville, Accident, 
Deep Creek, and Mar- 
kleysburg VFDs were called 
at 1:07 a.m. Saturday to the 
residence of Mr. and Mrs. 
Robert Glaze along Blue 
Goose Road near Fri- 
endsville. The structure was 
fully involved in flames upon 
their arrival, according to 
Terry Spear, Friendsville fire 
chief. 

Mr. and Mrs. Glaze es- 
caped the house unharmed, 
however all of the contents 
were also destroyed. The loss 
was estimated to be $75,000. 

The cause of the blaze is 
under investigation by the 
state fire marshal’s office. 
According to a family spokes- 
man, it was believed that the 
cause was electrical in na- 
ture. 

The couple reportedly did 
have insurance on the house. 

Also responding to the 
scene was the Northern 
Rescue Squad. Units re- 
mained there for over three 
hours. 

Gorman, Bayard, and Mt. 
Storm firemen were sum- 
moned yesterday at 3:37 p.m. 
to the Buck Moreland resi- 
dence, located along the area 
of U.S. Rt. 50 known as Alt 
House Hill, just west of 
Gorman. Upon their arri- 
val, the small wooden struc- 
ture was fully involved in 
flames. 

Guy Carola, deputy state 
fire marshal for Garrett and 
Allegany counties, is inves- 
tigating the cause of the fire 
His preliminary findings 
suggest that a cigarette 
dropped just outside the 
house in some dry grass and 

debris may have been the 
cause. Carola said Moreland 
was working on his car out- 
side the house and turned 
around to find his house in 
flames. 

Also responding to the 
scene was the Southern 
Rescue Squad and the county 
air cascade vehicle, presently 
being housed at Friendsville 
VFD.

The desperate attempt I've been making in the last few 


months to reconcile the fact of an imminent war that 
turned to reality, along with the public's overwhelmingly 
favorable response to it, has left me... well, uncomfortably 
confused, disappointed and sad. 

I wanted to believe that it was the “right” thing to do. 
I wanted to believe that I had been given all the informa- 
tion -- from start to finish -- about the events leading to the 
war, the facts surrounding it, the statistics during it, and 
the political, media and public reaction to it throughout 
and afterwards. 

I wanted to feel good about a country I knew needed to 
change its ways. And I wanted to believe, as 90 percent of 
the American public seems to do, in the government and 
military leaders. 

Even now, I don’t totally discredit the sincerity (I try so 
hard not to be cynical about these matters) of those 
leaders. But, even if I did have total faith in the intentions, 
there is still the small matter of sincerity not necessarily 
producing morality. I wonder, also, how many of us have 
made the important distinction between a military victory 
and a humanitarian one. 

With the varying levels of knowledge we all have about 
the rest of the world’s varying degrees of disdain for ‘‘the 
American way,” I am also troubled that we may have 
latched on to this tremendous and awe-inspiring military 
machine that was sent to destroy, Nintendo-style, the evil 
we saw embodied in one Saddam Hussein as a means of 
feeling good about ourselves and retrieving some of the 
respect we may have lost from other countries. 

Could Chris Wallace (speaking on a “Nightline” epi- 
sode) have been correct when he said, ““America needed to 
exorcise a ghost?” 

When responses of ‘‘What else could we have done?” 
seemed to be the most common I heard in response to my 
negative reaction to the war, I kept thinking about our 
collective responses to our children who have resorted to 
physical violence as a means of getting their own way -- 
and our admonitions of “fighting is not the answer” 
haunts me still. 

When I discovered that this particular war had no 
room, no allowances for protestors, I experienced every- 
thing from embarrassment to alienation. In the fog, I 
thought I heard someone’s patronizing voice tell me that 
the simple lessons we'd all learned about fighting each 
other were not at all a black and white matter. “It’s more 
complicated than that,” it said. 

So I waited and watched and, eventually, reminded 
myself that I have never in my life seen anything as being 
merely black and white. 

To me, it seemed as if this war was the last straw ina 
long series of incomprehensible, unacceptable events I'd 
been asked to understand and accept. 

To me, it felt as if a dream had gone sour in the cloud 
of a swift and massive display of fireworks. 

Still, I extend my arms in a heartfelt, appreciative 
gesture as the troops return, and I hope that the national 
euphoria and pride in unity (no matter how it was accom- 
plished) will endure long enough to right some internal 
and universal wrongs.

Sponsored By 
Edwards Noted 


Following is a list of leg 
islative bills sponsored by

HB 465 -- Sales And Use 
Tax -- Exemption. This bill, 
for the purpose of allowing 
an exemption from the sales 
and use tax for sales at the 
Garrett County Fair by cer 
tain non-profit organizations 
was given an unfavorable 
review by the House Ways 
and Means Committee 

Note: Delegate Edwards 
explained that this year’s 
budget deficit was the decid 
ing factor in the failure of 
the bill, and noted that he 
would probably introduce it 
again next year, in hopes that 
the state budget would be in 
better shape 

HB 477 -- Land Survey- 
ing -- Notice To Landown- 
ers. This bill also received 
an unfavorable review by the 
House Economic Matters 
Committee. This bill was for 
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the purpose of requiring a 
land surveyor to notify at 
certain times all owners of 
land that adjoin certain tracts 
of land that are to be sur- 
veyed 

HB 533 --Load Extension 
Limits -- Exemption. This 
bill received an unfavorable 
review by the House Consti- 
tutional and Administrative 
Law Committee. It was for 
the purpose of broadening 
an exemption from certain 
vehicle land extension lim- 
its to exempt a vehicle car 
rying certain roof trusses 
under certain circumstances 
regardless of how the trusses 
are loaded on the vehicle, 
and extending the length that 
a certain load may extend 
beyond the rear of the bed or 
body of a certain vehicle and 
still qualify for the exemp- 
tion 

HB 553 -- Garrett County 
Board of Education -- Mem- 
bership. The bill has passed 
in the House and is being 
heard by the Senate this 
week. It seeks to alter the 
membership of the Garrett 
County Board of Education 
by adding the chairman of 
the Board of County Com- 
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Pierce, Tanning Products, And Many Other Gifts!

HB 640 
Credit Coal Processing 
Equipment. The House Ways 
and Means Committee gave 
the bill an unfavorable re- 
view. The bill was the pur- 
pose of allowing a manufac- 
turer a credit against the 
state income tax for the cost 
of certain equipment neces- 
sary to use coal in confor- 
mity with federal and state 
environmental require- 
ments. 

HB 641 -- Firearms -- Use 
in commission of a felony or 
crime of violence. This bill 
also received an unfavorable 
review by the House Judici- 
ary Committee. It was for 
the purpose of altering cur- 
rent provisions of law so as 
to make it a separate offense 
to use any firearm in the 
commission of a felony or 
crime of violence 

HB 642 -- Garrett County 

Negotiation of Represen 
tation Fee. The bill has now 
passed in the House and is 
currently making its way 
through the Senate. It au- 
thorizes the public school 
employer in Garrett County 
to negotiate a service or 
representation fee with the 
employee organization that 
is the exclusive representa- 
tive for public school employ- 
ees in a unit, to be paid by 
specified employees. 

HB 645 -- Garrett County 
Local Officials -- Salaries 
This bill passed in the House 
and has received a favorable 
review by a Senate commit- 
tee. The bill requires the 
Garrett County Commission- 
ers to set the rate of compen- 
sation for certain officials 
subject to certain limitations, 
alters the powers and duties 
of the Garrett County Sal- 
ary Study Commission, and 
authorizes the commission 
to make recommendations

Bill To Raise 
Speed Limit 


Passes House 


A bill co-sponsored by 
District 1-A Delegate George 
C. Edwards to raise the speed 
limiton interstate highways 
in the state of Maryland to 
65 mph from the current 55 
mph has now been passed by 
the House of Delegates but 
remains a question in the 
Senate. There, it will receive 
its first reading today 

HB 466 was introduced 
for the purpose of increas- 
ing, to the extent authorized 
by federal law, the maximum 
speed at whicha person may 
lawfully drive a vehicle on 
certain interstate highways 

Delegate Edwards 
stressed that it is important 
to make the distinction be 
tween federally-designated 
interstate highways and 
routes such as 219, 50, 135 
and 40, noting that highways 
around urban areas would 
not be affected by the in 
crease 

He explained that it 
would, however, apply to Rt 
48 after it becomes desig- 
nated as Interstate 68. That 
should happen sometime this 
summer, he said, following 
the completion of the con 
struction currently taking 
place on Rt. 48 

“I don’t buy the argu 
ment that ifyou increase the 
speed limit to 65 mph, people 
will then travel 75 mph,” 
said Edwards. He also noted 
that over 40 states have es- 
tablished that speed limit, 
and none of them have re 
versed that decision because 
of reduced safety factors 


House Passes 


New Tire Tax

House Passes 
Bill To Curb 
Auto Emissions 


According to District 1 
A Delegate George C. Ed- 
wards reported that the 
House of Delegates this week 
approved, by a narrow mar 
gin, a measure that would 
reportedly reduce vehicle 
emissions, and result in the 
state adopting a policy that 
is twice as strict as federal 
law now permits 

Maryland’s standards, if 
the measure is enacted, would 
equal those of California, a 
state which has adopted a 
plan to meet the overall clean 
air standards set forth by 
the U.S. Congress in the 
Clean Air Act of 1990 

If the bill is passed, ve 
hicle manufacturers will be 
required to supply Maryland 
car and truck dealers with 
vehicles equipped with 
strengthened emission re 
duction equipment. It is es- 
timated that the tougher law 
would result in an extra cost 
of between $70 and $170 per 
vehicle 

Delegate Edwards stated 
that he did not vote for the 
measure simply because he 
felt it would not be an effec- 
tive strategy unless regulated

Senate Approves

Because the Maryland 
Department of Natural Re- 
sources is concerned about 
the hazards of dead and 
declining trees in the Day 
Use picnic area of Deep Creek 
Lake State Park, according 
to a spokesperson, a general 
strategy session will be held 
Sunday, April 7, from 3-4 
p.m., for citizens to discuss 
the situation and to offer 
possible solutions to the 
problem 

According toJohn Mash, 
DNR spokesperson, ‘‘Most 
of the trees in that area have 
died or are in decline be- 
cause of the effects of a 
drought about four years ago, 
followed by three years of 
insect damage from the 
looper complex and gypsy 
moth, and the effects of wear 
and tear of a heavily used 
playground and picnic area.” 

Mash aiso stated, “The 
Shoestring fungus, which 
kills tree roots and the two 
lined chestnut borer have 
invaded the grove of trees 
These two agents attack trees 
under stress and kill them.” 

According to Mash, the 
park has spent $17,767 dur 
ing the past three years to 
trim dead limbs from 571 
declining trees in an attempt 
them. Last year, 
approximately 100 dead trees 
were removed. Currently, 
244 trees have been identi- 
fied as hazardous, and ento 
mologist and foresters re 
portedly agree that the de 
cline will spread to the trees 
because it is believed that 
trees in decline are rarely 
able to recover once they 
show symptoms of attack by 
tree pests 

Mash indicated that the 
DNR now “‘lacks confidence 
in the health and safety of 
this tree stand. The area 
underneath the dead trees 
contains picnic areas, shel 
ters, restroom facilities, and 
the children’s playground.” 

He continued, “Cutting, 
removing the wood, and 
clean-up of branches of the 
affected trees is overwhelm 
ing for the staff. It has to be 
done if the park is to be safely 
used by the public.”

“Mini-Mester” 
Courses Planned 
At GCC Campus 


An innovation in the Garrett 
Community College summer 
schedule this summer will be a 
3*2-week ‘‘mimi-mester’’ for 
adults, from May 2 to June 12 
according to a college spokes 
person. Courses offered at this 
time include a special section of 
Expository Writing (English 
101), and a seminar in portfolio 
development (LS 104) 

Joan Crawford, who will 
teach the three-credit English 
course, explained the concept of 
the mini-mester. ‘‘This short 
semester has been designed to 
encourage adults to take that 
first step toward a college 
education, no matter what their 
age. We believe in lifelong 
learning, and we know that 
adults feel more comfortable in 
a group of their peers. Many 
adults have had learning 
experiences in non-academic 
settings that can now be evalu- 
ated for college credit,’ she 
said. Students seeking this 
credit will also enroll in a one- 


credit seminar in portfolio 
development taught by George 
McDowell 

According to Crawford, stu- 
dents in the English course will 
learn all the fundamental com- 
position skills of expository 
writing, as well as techniques of 
research paper. For 
the students seeking credit for 
prior learning, writing assign- 
ments will focus on documen- 
tation needed for development 
of their portfolios.

IS IT ALL 


IN VAIN? 
March 31, 1991 





Scripture: 
1 Corinthians 15 
Luke 23:55 - 24:12 
Devotional Reading: 
1 Corinthians 15:11 


I have just come home from a 
funeral. A 37-year-old mother and 
friend of the family died suddenly 
after a few days of hospitalization for 
an as yet unknown illness. We were 
in a crowd © 200 people who were 
forced to stand outside the packed 
church. We couldn't see or hear much 
from where we stood, but at one 
point we did recognize the strains of 
“Amazing Grace’’ coming from in 
side. In the midst of this sorrow, 
God's amazing grace was still discer- 
nible to us in the promise that Nancy 
is a victor over the grave 

Little did | realize that | would 
come home and be writing about 
Paul's great exposition on the subject 
of life after death. Without this pro- 
mise, life would be futile indeed. In 
the church at Corinth there were pro- 
bably some who, influenced by 
Hellenistic prejudice against the 
phyical body, rejected the idea of 
resurrection. But Paul knew that 
without the resurrection, life would be 
a blind alley: “If Christ has not been 
raised, your faith is futile and you are 
still in your sins’ (15:16). 


THE SPIRITUAL BODY 


Some years ago when | spoke at a 
neighboring church, a minister told 
me he didn’t really believe in the sur- 
vival of death. ‘‘I believe we live on 
through our children, our influence, 
and the works we leave behind us," 
he said. But Paul is not taljing of that 
kind of immortality. ‘If for this life 


only we have hoped in Chiist, we are 
of all men most to be pitied."” A hope 
that lasts only from birth to death and 
not beyond is not a hope thal can sus 
lain us 

In the days in which Jesus lived, 
Jews were divided on the question of 
life after death. Th Sadduccees, bas 
ing their belief on certain scriptures, 
believed that there is no existence 
beyond death. The Pharisees, 
however, using other Jewish scnptures 
and traditions, taught the resurrection 
of the physical body. So, the early 
Christians and the Pharisees at least 
agreed on life after death 

But what kind of life after death? 
Paul comes up with a novel concept, 
the “‘spintual body."* Actually, this is 
a contradiction in terms: if something 
is body, it is physical, not spiritual; if 
something is spiritual, it cannot have 
a physical body. ‘*Spint'’ and “body” 
are seemingly selfcontradictory terms 


DEATH 
SWALLOWED UP 


Nevertheless, despite Paul's link 
ing of these two apparent Opposites, 
this idea of a “‘spintual body’’ helps 
us to contemplate the divine mystery 
of life beyond death. Paul is not giv 
ing us an accurate description of the 
form of our afterlife, he is simply tell 
ing us that we will experience life after 
death in some kind of form or state 
of being. Our consciousness will con 
tinue in a form that is like physicality 
but still not physical. What is different 
about this form is that it will be im- 
perishable not perishable, glorious not 
dishonored, powerful not weak 

This is the victory that forms the 
hope by which we live in a world of 
death and decay. So we can sing with 
Paul, ‘‘Death is swallowed up in vic- 
tory thanks be to God who gives 
us this victory through our Lord Jesus 
Christ’’ (15:57). And because we can 
anticipate this victory beyond death, 
we can live victoriously before death 
“Therefore, my beloved brethren be 
steadfast, immovable, always aboun 
ding in the work of the Lord, know 
ing that in the Lord your work is not 
in vain"!

A: Robert Duvall played 
Augustus (Gus) MacRae in 
Lonesome Dove. A self- 
confessed “Navy brat,” 
Duvall, who was born in San 
Diego, Calif, Jan. 5, 1931, 
grew up in Virginia, where 
his Naval officer father was 
stationed. He earned a de- 
gree in drama at Principia 
College in Elsah, Ill., before 
going on to study at New 
York's Neighborhood Play- 
house under Sanford 
Meisner, working odd jobs 
to support himself.

Within 
a few years, he had been seen 
in more than 60 productions 
on and off Broadway. Since 
his film debut as Boo Radley 
in To Kill a Mockingbird, 
Duvall has worked steadily 
at his craft. Some of his films 
include The Detective, True 
Grit, M*A*S*H, The God- 
father, Network, Apocalypse 
Now, The Conversation, 
The Great Santini and 
Tender Mercies. His televi- 
sion credits include the six- 
hour miniseries [ke for ABC 
and The Terry Fox Story for 
HBO. He has earned four 
Oscar nominations and a 
best actor award for Tender 
Mercies.

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Alfred Hitchcock set pace 
with “The 39 Steps’

The 39 Steps (1935) 

Alfred Hitchcock institut- 
ed many of his film 
trademarks with this sus- 
pense classic. Madeleine 
Carroll was the first in a long 
line of “icy blondes,” Robert 
Donat was the innocent man 
wrongly accused, and there 
is no shortage of things that 
are not what they appear to 
be 

Film historians tell us lines 
were added at the end of the 
film to remind us what “the 
39 steps” (the MacGuffin, 
for true Hitchcock aficion- 
ados) even is; the plot itself is 
just a vehicle to bring Donat 
and Madeleine Carroll 
together. Their biting repar- 
tee set the standard for 
romantic comedy for years 
to come 

There are, certainly, some 


breathlessly exciting touches 
in the film. The first such 
chill comes as Donat grimly 
realizes powers on both sides 
of the law wish to see him 
convicted for the murder of 
the strange Teutonic woman 
who told a garbled tale of 
espionage just hours before 
her demise. She'd told him 
to beware of a man missing 
part of his little finger; 
shortly after, he finds him- 
self in the man’s living room! 
Donat stumbles into a poli- 
tical meeting where he is 
welcomed with surprising 
fervor. Minutes after, he’s 
introduced as the featured 
speaker of the evening ... and 
raises the crowd to its feet 

Hitchcock made slicker, 
darker films than this, but 
The 39 Steps remains a 
Stylish, very entertaining 
film

The comptroller re 
minded the nearly one mil- 
lion taxpayers who have yet 
to file that any error on the 
return can delay processing 
of the refund check. 

“That's why it’s impor- 
tant to set your return aside 
for a while, and go back to it 
later. The error rate goes up 
closer to the end of the filing 
season when taxpayers are 
in a hurry.” Goldstein said

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Drug Arrests On 
Highways Total 
Over 2,000 


Maryland's tough stance 
on highway safety has helped 
Maryland State Police make 
more than 2,000 drug inter- 
diction arrests on state high- 
ways during 1990 

“Our (drug interdiction) 
traffic stops are based on 
aggressive traffic 
forcement efforts,” said First 
Sergeant Bernard E. Span- 
gler, Jr., of the Special Traf- 
fic Enforcement Unit. Ap-

pearing on the Maryland 
State Police Radio Program, 


a weekly public service broad 
cast, First Sergeant Span 
gler said drug traffickers can 
be quite creative in hiding 
drugs for vehicular trans- 
port 

“We have found drugs 
concealed inside steering 
wheels, teddy bears, aerosol 
cans, engine air cleaners, oil 
cans with false bottoms and 
diaper bags,”’ added Span- 
gler. During 1990, Maryland 
State Police made 2,117 
vehicular drug interdiction 
arrests. 

The Federal Highway 
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Administration has released 
federal funding 
through the Maryland De 
partment of Transportation 
for interstate drug interdic 
tion enforcement involving 
large commercial motor 
carriers. “The Maryland 
State Police are working with 
law enforcement authorities 
in a multi-state exchange of 
drug enforcement intelli- 
gence information,” Span- 
gler said. Last month, State 
Police, using a canine, dis- 
covered more than 40 pounds 
of marijuana concealed in- 
side the refrigerated portion 
of a tractor trailer carrying 
acargo of frozen shrimpand 
lobster. The marijuana, 
found inside a cardboard box 
marked “Christmas tree 
lights,” was discovered by 
Bo, one of the Twelve Dogs 
of Christmas deployed as part 
of the holiday drug interdic- 
tion patrols.

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State Jobless 
Rate Steady, 
County’s Jumps 


Maryland’s estimated 
unemployment rate re- 
mained at 6.1 percent in 
January 1991, holding steady 
at the adjusted unemploy- 
ment rate reported for De- 
cember 1990, according to 
statistics released this week 
by the Maryland Department 
of Economic and Employ- 
ment Development (DEED). 

Garrett County's rate, 
however, jumped from 11.0 
percent in December to 13.2 
percent in January. The 
January 1990 rate was 9.7 
percent. 

“This stability of the state 
jobless rate is encouraging 
for Maryland's economy as 

we move through the time of 
year that is usually most 
difficult for Maryland’s 
workforce,” said J. Randall 
Evans, DEED secretary. 

Maryland’s monthly 
unemployment rate usually 
climbs to a peak annually in 
the early months of each year. 
Between 1980 and 1990, the 
statewide unemployment 
rate climbed an average of .6 
of a percentage point between 
December and January of 
each year. Last year, the 
unemployment rate climbed 
from 3.5 to 4.3 percent. 

In addition, between 
December and January, 
national joblessness climbed 
from 5.9 percent in Decem- 
ber to 7.0 percent, again 

jumping ahead of Maryland. 

Maryland's steady unem- 
ployment rate was due pri- 
marily to a labor force de- 

cline. Within the workforce, 
employment dropped by 
14,080 workers. An esti- 
mated 12,777 persons were 
counted as workers who left 
Maryland's labor force leav- 
ing the remaining 1,303 
persons to be added to the 
number of unemployed in 
the state. 

Workers who leave the 
labor force are not counted 
as unemployed because they 
are not seeking nor are they 
available for work. As a re- 
sult of workers leaving the 
labor force, competition for 
jobs within the state is re- 
duced for those who continue 
to seek employment. In 
addition, their exit helps to 
reduce any increase in un- 


employment. 
Seasonal employment 
declines were scattered 


throughout Maryland result- 
ing in job losses in retail 
trade, particularly in gen- 
eral merchandise and apparel 
stores; and in the services 
industry, including amuse- 
ment, business, agricultural 
and educational services 

Slower business activity 
prompted employment de- 
clines in trucking and con- 
struction while college and 
university semester breaks 
caused the decline in public 
sector employment during 
the month 

In the Baltimore metro- 
politan area, a major recall 
of workers in the auto manu- 
facturing industry contrib- 
uted to the decline in the 
area's estimated unemploy- 


ment rate from 6.9 percent 
to 6.4 percent. In Baltimore 
City, joblessness dropped by 
almost a full percentage point 
from 10 percent to 9.1 per- 
cent. However, layoffs in 
Carroll and Queen Anne’s 
counties, along with an in- 
crease in jobseekers, caused 
the twocounties’ unemploy- 
ment rates to rise to 7.1 
percent and 7.5 percent, 
respectively. 
In the Maryland suburbs 
of the Washington, D.C. 
metropolitan area, an addi- 
tional 2,300 jobless workers 
pushed the estimated unem- 
ployment rate up from 4.3 
percent to 4.5 percent. This 
increase was due largely to 
layoffs reported in construc- 
tion, manufacturing and 
government particularly in 
Calvert and Frederick coun- 
ties. All counties in the area 
showed increased unemploy- 
ment estimates except 
Montgomery County which 
remained steady at 3.3 per- 
cent. ; 
Western Maryland re- 
corded the highest estimated 
unemployment rate of the 
state's four regions. Despite 
the climb from 9.6 percent 
to 11.4 percent in that re- 
gion, employment growth 
was still evident in Allegany 
and Washington counties. 
That growth, however, could 
not counter the increase of 
2,127 workers in the labor 
force for the two counties. 
Allegany County’s unem- 
ployment rate climbed from 
10.2 percent to 12.3 percent 
while Washington County's 
estimate jumped from 8.9 
percent to 10.4 percent. 
Statewide, local estimated 
unemployment rates ranged 
from 3.3. percent in 
Montgomery County to 17.2 
percent in Worcester County.

Sales Of New 
License Plate 
Said Successful 


Governor William 
Donald Schaefer has an- 
nounced that $717,869 have 
been raised from the sale of 
the new commemorative 
Chesapeake Bay license plate 
in three months. The gover- 
nor and Motor Vehicle 
Administration Administra- 
tor W. Marshall Rickert 
presented the first check of 
the Chesapeake Bay Trust, 
the beneficiary of the pro- 
ceeds from the sale of the 
Bay plate. 

“I am overwhelmed at the 
citizen response to the Che- 
sapeake Bay license plate,” 
Governor Schaefer said. 
“Marylanders across the 
state are showing their 
commitment to the Chesap- 
eake’s preservation by pur- 
chasing this special Bay 
plate.” 

The governor also toured 
a water quality monitoring 
workboat from the Echo Hill 
Outdoor School used to teach 
students about how pollu- 
tion affects the Chesapeake 
Bay. In addition, the gover- 
nor watched as representa- 
tives of the Chesapeake Wild- 
life Sanctuary demonstrated 
their volunteer rescue pro- 
gram for wildlife harmed by 
oil spills. Both projects were 
made possible by grants from 
the Chesapeake Bay Trust. 

The Motor Vehicle Ad- 
ministration has sold 68,939 
Chesapeake Bay plates since 
they went on sale December 
24, 1990. The commemora- 
tive Bay plate features a 
rendering of the Great Blue 
Heron, hearty Bay grasses, 
and the slogan “Treasure the 
Chesapeake.” 

The governor kicked off 
the two-year Bay license plate 
campaign in December 1990 
with a goal of raising $1 
million from the sale of the 

$20 plate. The Chesapeake 
Bay license plate can be 
ordered by mail or purchased 
at any Motor Vehicle Ad- 
ministration Office through 
December 31, 1992. All reg- 
istered drivers of passenger 
cars, multi-purpose vehicles, 
and trucks up to 3/4 ton are 
eligible to purchase Bay 
plates. Citizens can call the

Thayer Sentences 
Two For Violation 
Of Probation 


Judge Fred A. Thayer of 
the Garrett County Circuit 
Court recently presided over 
two hearings for men charged 
with violation of probation 

Lonnie C. Bucy, 28, Frost 
burg, pleaded no contest to 
the charge in a hearing on 
March 14. Judge Thayer 
reimposed a sentence of one 
year in the Garrett County 
Jail for the defendant 

The original charge 
against Bucy was possession 
of marijuana, which 
stemmed from a September 
1989 incident when the de 
fendant was involved in a 
Maryland State Police under 
cover narcotics operation 
The incident occurred at the 
Stonehenge Bar near 
Grantsville, according to the 
court document 

Bucy began serving his 
term after the hearing 

In a separate case, Mi 
chael T. Snoberger, 21, 
Grantsville, was found guilty 
of violation of probation ata 
March 21 hearing.

Thayer ordered 
Snoberger to participate in 
alcohol rehabilitation and to 
remain totally abstinent 
from alcohol and drugs dur-

Honey Bees Must 
Be Certified 


Mite Free 

The supervisor of the Mary- 
land Department of Agri- 
culture’s (MDA) Apiary Inspec- 
tion Program reminds indivi- 
duals purchasing packaged 
honey bees or queens from out 
of state firms that all packages 
must have a valid inspection 
certificate issued in the state of 
origin stating that the bees are

free of diseases, including 
varroa mites. 
Only shipments of varroa 


mite-free honey bees produced 
in mite-free areas will be 
allowed entry into Maryland. 
All shipments of packaged bees 
or queens, with the exception of 
those bees shipped from 
Alabama, must contain Apistan 
(miticide strip/queen tab), 
which provides insurance that 
the bees or queens will be 
varroa mite-free upon arrival in 
Maryland. 

Alabama is the omy major 
packaged bee-producing state 
that has not detected varroa 
mites. This makes Alabama 
exempt from Maryland's 
requirements for including 
Apistan package bee strips and 
queen tabs in shipments to 
Maryland beekeepers. 

“We need to be strict in the 
matter of importing disease- 
free packages and queens in 
order to protect Maryland's 
honey bee population. Last 
year, three shipments of honey 
bees to Maryland contained 
varroa mites. These shipments 
did not contain the Apistan 
package strips that would have 
killed the mites,’ said Bart 
Smith of MDA’s Apiary Inspec- 
tion Program 

Packaged bees can be used 
not only to establish new 
colonies, but also to replace 
those bees lost during the 
winter or to strengthen weak 
and queenless colonies

Capt. James Schreiner 
Returns From Gulf 





Captain James Schreiner 
returned from the U.S. Air 
Force base on the Island of 
Bahrain in the Persian Gulf 
on Saturday, March 23. 
Along with the 561st Tech- 


nical Fighters Squadron, 
Schreiner piloted his fighter 
jet to George Air Force Base 
in Southern California. 

His parents, Mary and 
Herb Sutcliff, Lake Shore 
Drive, said the trip took three 
days and that 12 of the 24 
jets flew in formation across 
the Atlantic Ocean, along 
with four mother tankers for 
the purpose of refueling. 
Although he is back in the 
U.S., Capt. Schreiner won't 
be taking his week of leave 
until the week of April 27 so 
that he may serve in his 
brother’s wedding. 

Capt. Schreiner flew 33 
missions in 40 days during 
the war in the Middle East 
and has flown over 60 mis- 
sions while stationed there. 
Most of the missions were 
flown at night. He pilots an 
F4G “Wild Weasel” and his 
duties included knocking out 
surface to air missile sights 
(SAMS) to make the air safer 
for the bombers to do their 
job. 

Schreiner reported that 
he was usually not in too 
much “real danger”’ except 
one foggy night when he was 
returning from a mission to 
Baghdad and could not find 
the mother ship to refuel in 
the air. He was able to finda 
friendly Saudi Air Field and 
came flying in at 250 mph 
when the plane was supposed 
to land at 200 mph. Fortu- 
nately, with the parachute 
extended behind the plane, 
he and his navigator landed 
safely 

Capt. Schreiner has been 
in the Gulf since August 12. 
He will be featured in a new 
book, published by USA To- 
day, called, Desert Warriors, 
which will be in book stores 
on April 1 

Schreiner graduated from 
Bethesda High School and 
enrolled in the ROTC at the 
University of Maryland. He 
then transferred to the Uni- 
versity of Vermont where he 
was second in command of 
his ROTC unit and was 
commissioned as a second 
lieutenant. He received his 
wings in Columbia, Miss., 
and became a flight instruc- 
tor for the T-36 and the T- 
38. Next, he spent two years 
at Alconberry Air Force Base 
near London, England, flying 
the A-10 fighter also known 
as the “Thunderbolt.” He 
was elected to the “Order of 
the Daedelius,”’ an honor- 
ary flying society. He is also 
a member of the Sons of the 
American Revolution

Measles Outbreak 
The 26 VICA (Vocational 
Industrial Clubs of Amer 
ica) who recently attended 
the State VICA Skilled Olym 
pics have learned that they 
may have been exposed to 
measles, according to the 
Maryland Department of 
Health and Mental Hygiene 
One VICA student (not 
from this area) who attended 
the March 23 competition, 
was reported as “having a 
rash and illness compatible 
with measles” on March 28 
Approximately 35 schools 
and more than 1,000 people 
attended as participants, 
spectators, or judges, and 
may have been exposed to 
measles at the event 
The Garrett County 
Health Department is cur 
rently immunizing the local 
students who attended the 
Olympics. The students are 
also being watched for signs 
of the infectious disease 
A Health Department 
spokesman noted that the 
early symptoms (in which a 
person is most infectious) 
include flu-like symptoms 
such as cough, congestion, 
high fever, and eye irrita- 
tion. These symptoms occur 
3-5 days before the rash 


appears 
Persons experiencing 
symptoms should contact 


their physician's office and 
make an appointment with 
their doctor if deemed nec- 
essary, said the spokesman 

The Health Department 
also offers measles immuni 
zation clinics by appoint- 
ment. Children should have 
two mumps, measles, and 
rubella shots before enter 
ing school. Health officials 
also strongly advise that

Mediation Fails Between Teachers 
Abuse Case Placed And Garrett Co. Board Of Education 


After over two hours of 
contract discussion recently 
held between the Garrett 
County Teachers Association 
(GCTA) and representatives 
of the board of education, no 
agreement was met by the 
two groupsandthe next step 
in the impasse process, which 
is the fact-finding and re- 
port compiling procedure, 
has begun. 

The GCTA and the edu- 
cation board declared an 
impasse in late February 
after contract talks failed 
The main point of conflict 
concerns a salary increase, 
although several other points 
of contention are also in- 
volved in the deadlock. 

The process of the im- 
passe procedure is as follows: 
at first declaration of im- 
passe, both parties must 
mutually agree on an arbi- 
trator. The groups in this 
case chose Louis Aronin, who 
is a representative of the 
American Arbitration Asso- 
ciation. After thearbitrator 
mediator is decided upon, the 
groups return to the table to 
again discuss their positions 
with the mediator present 

In this situation, the 
groups met last Thursday 
The GCTA entered the talks 
with a compromise of their 
previous nine percent in- 
crease request, offering to 
agree to a six percent in 
crease. This request was 
denied by the education 
board, which kept its offer of 
three percent 

Other requests by the 
GCTA include raising the 
amount of insurance cover- 
age paid per employee from 
the present 65% to a higher 
amount, which would be 
equal to an additional $10- 
15 amount per month per

employee. Tom Shaffer, a 
negotiator for the GCTA, 
explained that the education 
board’s present coverage of 
65% is 15% lower than the 
statewide average. In com- 
parison, the Allegany County 
schools system provides 85% 
coverage, he said 

Shaffer said that although 
budget plan for the educa- 
tion board provides for a 
significant increase in insur- 
ance coverage, there is no 
plan to raise the amount paid 
for employees. He also noted 
that the increase of three 
percent in salaries is one of 
the lowest. increases in the 
state, citing the Eastern 
Shore area'seight, nine, and 
10 percent increases, and 
Allegany’'s 6 percent. 

“It’s not just the wealth- 
ier counties who are receiv- 
ing higher percentages,” 
Shaffer said. 

Other requests include 
extra-duty pay for extracur- 
ricular activity heads, such 
as band directors and 
coaches, who put in extra 
hours. The GCTA also re- 
quested an additional 15- 
minute planning time for 
elementary teachers. All

Criminal information 
charges of possession and 
distribution of cocaine 
against Richard E. Reall, 36, 
Mtn. Lake Park, were dis- 
missed last week in Garrett 
County Circuit Court after 
the defendant's lawyer de- 
clared double jeopardy. 

Reall was charged with 
possession, distribution, and 
conspiracy to distribute co- 
caine in early 1990 after he 
was reportedly observed 
giving a bag of cocaine to 
another man. Witnesses 
included undercover Mary- 
land State Police officers. 
When the case came to trial 
in November 1990, State’s 
Attorney James Sherbin 
nolle prosequi the counts of 
distribution and possession, 
which means he decided not 
to prosecute those charges. 

Because of lack of evi- 
dence, Sherbin then failed 
in his attempt to convict Reall 
of the remaining charge of 
conspiracy to distribute, 
according to the court docu- 
ment. Reall was acquitted 

After the acquittal, Sh- 
erbin then re-charged Reall 
with criminal information 
counts of possession and 
distribution of cocaine, and 
set a trial date for March 28 
At that trial, Sherbin used 
the same evidence concern- 
ing the crime as he had used 
in the previous trial. The 
defendant's attorney, Debo- 
rah Lawson, claimed that this 
was notallowable according 
to the law. She declared 
double jeopardy in the form 
of “collateral estoppel,” 
which simply means that 
evidence used in a trial that 
ends in acquittal cannot be 
used again with the same 
defendant in another trial. 

Judge Thayer acknowl- 
edged Lawson's assertion 
and granted the defendant's 
motion to dismiss the 
charges 

In other circuit court 
news, Brian K. Miller, 18, 
Frostburg, was sentenced to 
one year in prison for escape 
from the Backbone Mtn. 
Youth Center in October 
1990. Judge Thayer then 
suspended all but time

Rule With Commissioners’ Board 


The Garrett County 
Commissioners this week 
met with the League of 


Women Voters of Garrett 
County regarding the recent 
petition to set up charter 
home rule as the new form 
of county government. The 
league also recommended to 
the commissioners that the 
commission members who 
are to be appointed to write 
the charter, include repre- 
sentatives from nine differ- 
ent organizations or sectors 
in the county 

Commissioner John 
Braskey reported that the 
league made this suggestion 
in order “to avoid contro- 
versy.”” 

The meeting came about 
as the result of the commis- 
sioners being presented with 
a petition last week to im- 
plement charter home rule 
as the county form of gov- 
ernment. The petition in- 
cluded 870 names and, this 
week, the league presented 
the commissioners with an 
additional 100 names. 

Charter home rule is a 
form of county government 
wherein a county executive 
and council members are 
elected as the county offi- 
cials, instead of the three- 
commissioner form of gov- 
ernment. After a charter 
commission is formed and 
approved, it will be given one 
year in which to write the 
charter and present it to the 
voters in the form of a spe- 
cial election or place it on 
the 1992 Presidential Elec- 
tion ballot. 

The commission, or 
panel, will be appointed by 


Depleted Transportation Funds Could 
Cause Glendale Bridge Project Delay 
Officials Disagree On Project Plan 


Thecurrent status of the 
Glendale Bridge replacement 
project was discussed this 
week between the Garrett 
County Commissioners and 
Garrett County Roads De- 
partment officials, in light 
of the apparent lack of state 
funds for such projects. The 
current budget deficit in the 
Maryland Department of 
Transportation has been 
reportedly worsened by the 
failure of the gas tax increase 
in the Maryland General 
Assembly this year. 

Commissioner John 
Braskey reported that a re- 

cent call to the state trans- 
portation department yielded 
the information that the 
promise of a $1 million inter- 
est-free loan might have to 
be delayed for about 18 
months. County Roads 
Administrator Paul Shockey, 
he said, is scheduled to meet 
with state officials this week 
to determine whether or not 
the money will still be avail- 
able. 

According to Braskey, 
“Right now, thestart upand 
completion dates for the 
bridge construction depends 
a lot on state money. If the 
money is not available, I don't 
think we can continue to 
expect to do the Glendale 
Bridge starting after Labor 
Day.” 

The issue of whether or 
not state money will still be 
forthcoming -- and when -- 
is compounded by the fact 
that disagreement over the 


way to proceed with the 
bridge project exists among 
the members of the commis- 
sioners’ board. While Com- 
missioners Elwood Groves 
and John Braskey continue 
to favor the bridge being 
replaced on its present align- 
ment and piers, Commis- 
sioner Brenda Butscher 
reported that she is in favor 

of the new alignment/new 

pier construction method. 

“If the state funds are 
available, I would still like 
to see a new bridge, a new 
alignment, like I had stated 
before,” said Butscher, and 
added, “I had thought last 
fall that everything was cut 
and dry, that we had to go 
with the plan. But now that 
it hasn't been established that 
far along, I would still like to 
go with the new alignment 
bridge.” 

She also stated that since 
the project is already cost- 
ing millions of dollars, ‘it 
makes common sense to use 
new piers to ensure a better 
bridge that’s going to last 
longer.”’ The projected dif- 
ference in cost between the 
old and new alignment bridge 
is approximately $1 million. 

Commissioner Groves 
disagreed with Butscher’s 
assessment, stating, “I have 
a hard time justifying an 
expenditure of that signifi- 
cant size when the engineers 
say the pier is good, and with 
the state-of-the-art tech- 
niques and materials avail-

Late last week, just four 
days after refusing a Schaefer 
administration plan to pro- 
vide $1 million next year for 
the WIC program, the Mary- 
land House of Delegates gave 
final approval to a proposal 
to mandate the same pro- 
gram in 1993 

In a 1228-2 vote, the 
House passed the bill to allo- 
cate $1 million in state aid 
to the WIC program 

Earlier last week, Gov- 
ernor William Donald 
Schaefer inserted the same 
amount of money in a sup- 
plemental budget for FY1992 
that he submitted to the 
legislature. Lawmakers re- 
jected the budget, which 
proposed $48.3 million in 
social programs, including 
WIC, hecause it came so late 
in the 90-day session and 
because the programs would 
have been financed by money 
set aside for transportation. 

Legislators were said to 
have been embarrassed by 
having to vote against the 
various welfare programs 
which is why the House 
approved the proposal. The 
Senate will now have to vote 
on the proposal before Gov 
Schaefer can provide funds 
for WIC next year.

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Board Won't Budge... 
We won't be surprised if next Tuesday's Board 
f Education meeting is a standing-room-only 


situation, as all local teachers are being urged by 
the Garrett County Teachers Association to bein 
attendance and voice their concerns about the 
present impasse that exists between the GCTA 
and the board 

From where we sit, it seems that GCTA, the 
teachers’ bargaining agent, has offered to com- 
promise on its original contract requests, but the 
board has refused to budge on every single item 
at issue. The teachers originally requested a nine 
percent salary increase, while the board offered 
a three percent raise. In an effort to compromise, 
the teachers then suggested a six percent hike, 
but the board is still offering only three percent 

The teachers requested a $25 increase per 
month toward teachers’ insurance premiums 
The board offered no increase. The teachers then 
asked for a $15 increase. The board still says no 
increase 

There are presently 10 issues at impasse, two 
of which were just described. Some of them 
involve previously bargained-for contract items 
that are now being taken away by the board 

While we do not side with the teachers on all 
10 issues, we do side with them on the most 
important ones, namely, the salary increase and 
additional help towards insurance premiums. 
The reason we side with them is based upon what 
exists in other counties of Maryland. Garrett 
County’s teachers remain the lowest paid in the 
state and they are receiving 65 percent coverage 
on their insurance premiums while the average 
assistance in all counties is 80 percent 

Meanwhile, the salaries of the administrative 
and supervisory staff of the Garrett County Board 
of Education rank about 16th among the coun- 
ties. Why is this so? On the average, the A&S 
personnel earn nearly $20,000 more than the 
teachers in Garrett County. Most of those who 
hold A&S positions have no more education than 
many of the teachers, in terms of graduate de- 
grees. While we believe the A&S personnel should 
be paid more, primarily because they are basi- 
cally year-round employees, we do not believe 
they are earning an average of $20,000 more 
than the teachers. In fact, we believe there are 
several who are not actually earning half of their 
salaries 

Will the A&S personnel also take a three 
percent raise this year? Of course, athree percent 
raise for a $50,000 salaried employee (A&S) is 
exactly double that of a $25,000 salaried em 
ployee teacher 

We have had many requests to publish the 
salaries of Garrett County Board of Education 
A&S personnel, as well as those of many county 
agency department heads. Weare going to dojust 
that in week’s issue of The Republican 
Readers will see that just over 40 board of educa- 
tion A&S personnel share over two million dol- 
lars in Readers can decide for them- 
selves whether or not this is reasonable 

We believe the board is being so stubborn with 
the funding this year because of the cost of the 
Southern High School renovation project. When 
the county commissioners and the majority of 
the voting public refused to fund the project with 
the sale of bonds, the board was placed in an 
extremely difficult financial position. The board 
has proceeded with the project, although many 
corners have been cut by necessity. However, we 
do not believe it is fair to force our teachers, and 
ultimately our students, to pay for this project 
out of their personal pockets. Already they have 
had to do without even basic supplies in the 
classroom because of major funding cuts

A STORY OF GOVERNMENT AT ITS BEST 
by Dr. Stephen Herman 
President, Garrett Community College 

l am writing this article to express my appreciation to 
the many state officials who worked very hard and very 
effectively to restore $61,000 in state funding to Garrett 
Community College. So often people think of elected and 
governmental officials as uncaring bureaucrats. A recent 
case shows how many fine and concerned people serve our 
state 

Here’s what happened. Five Maryland community 
colleges are scheduled to lose state funding in fiscal year 
1992. Four are losing funding because they lost enroll- 
ment. GCC is the only college losing funding although it 
gained enrollment. You're probably asking the same ques- 
tion I did. How could this be? 

GCC grew so much that it grew into another size 
category. The higher the size category, the lower the state 
funding, so GCC lost $56,000 due to its growth. GCC also 
was scheduled to lose $61,000 because county per capita 
wealth was reported to have risen. So GCC was scheduled 
to lose a total of $117,000 in state funding, roughly 10% of 
GCC’s state appropriation 

The people at the State Board for Community Colleges 
and the Maryland Higher Education Commission recog- 
nized that GCC was being harmed due to unintended 
consequences of the language of the current law. A new 
funding bill is now working its way through the legislature 


with revised language that would have restored the full - 


$117,000 to GCC. But to everyone's surprise, state reve- 


nues fell well short of projections, and the bill, even if - 
passed in this session, will not be funded. As a result the ° 


language of the old bill will remain in force, leaving GCC 
out in the cold -- short $117,000 

What happened next is remarkable. | contacted Gar- 
rett County's Delegate George Edwards and our State 
Senator John Hafer. Delegate Edwards immediately con- 
tacted key State agencies and he arranged to meet with 
Charles “Buzzy” Ryan, the chairman of the House Appro- 
priations Committee. Dr. Jean Hunter and Sue Dowden of 
the State Board for Community Colleges worked with 
them. Senator Hafer initiated contact with Eloise Foster, 
Governor Schaefer's assistant legislative officer, who took 
a lead role and worked actively and vigorously in GCC’s 
behalf. She learned that Garrett's per capita income had 
not been calculated on the most recently available figures 
as law required. For the purpose of calculation, Garrett 
County's population had been projected at 26,600 although 
U.S. Census of Population figures put the population at 
over 28,000. The higher figure should have been used. 

In the meantime Dr. Ron Phipps, assistant secretary at 
the Maryland Higher Education Commission, also took a 
lead role. He too worked with the Governor's office and 
with departments in the administration 

Dr. Sheila Aery, secretary of High Education, strongly 
supported Dr. Phipp’sefforts. She brought our situation to 
the attention of Governor Schaefer, and true to his ‘“‘do it 
now" concern for ordinary people, the governor acted 
immediately to authorize the release of $61,000 to GCC. 

GCC will still be $56,000 poorer next year, but what 
could have been a disaster is now a manageable hardship. 
We hear so much bad news in the press, and often we hear 
bad news about governmental officials who don’t really 
care. | thought you'd like to hear a true story of public 
servants at their very best. My thanks to all who helped, 
and my apologies to the others who helped in the back- 
ground but whose names I do not know 
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Senate Approves 
Motor Vehicle 
Fee Increase 


The Senate this week 
approved a measure that 
would increase motor vehicle 
fees, providing the state with 
an estimated $42 million for 
use in the depleted State 
Transportation Fund. The 
measure, a part of the 
Schaefer Administration's 
proposal to raise revenue in 
the form of a gas tax hike, 
was reportedly the only part 
of the larger proposal that 
was accepted by legislators. 

The bill would raise fees 
for driver's licenses and 
approximately 60 other 
Motor Vehicle Administra- 
tion services. A decline in 
car sales has reportedly led 
to fewer fundsgoing into the 
transportation trust fund 

The bill is now headed 
for the House, but reports 
indicate a less than favor- 
able response there is an- 
ticipated. 


Seat Belt Law 
To Include 
Light Trucks 


The House of Delegates 
this week enacted legislation 
that will expand theseat belt 
law to include use in light 
trucks as well asin automo- 
biles 

The bill further requires 
that a child be secured in a 
safety seat if the child is under 
the age of four or weighs less 
than 40 pounds. The cur- 
rent law applies only to those 
children under age three. 
Older children will also be 
affected, as the law would 
expand to require those 
under the age of 10 and 
weighing over 40 pounds to 
use a seat belt.

able, the pier can be water- 
proofed to a degree never 
dreamed of in 1925, when it 
was built, and significantly 
extend the life of it.” 

Groves continued, ‘“‘The 
only thing you would get out 
of the greater expenditure is 
a better alignment -- I stand 
by my original decision.” 

Butscher, however, also 
expressed concern that the 
detour routes to be used 
during the bridge replace- 
ment are “much more dan- 
gerous” than most detour 
routes, especially for school 
buses, rescue squads, fire 
trucks, etc.” 

Butscher also stated that 
she has been looking into 
the possibility of the Glen- 
dale Bridge being replaced 
with a timber bridge instead 
of the traditional concrete 
structure 

Braskey commented that 
he would be willing to pur- 
sue the idea of a timber bridge 
if the plan proved to be 
“feasible.” 

Groves stated that, even 
though “we've been success- 
ful with the timber bridge 
movement -- with two bridges 
in the Friendsville area 
having been constructed that 
way, and one in Grantsville 
scheduled for this year -- it’s 
my understanding there are 
a lot of engineering prob- 
lems with timber bridge 
construction with that size 
of span. In essence, you would 
have to have more than the 
one center pier for that dis- 
tance. So, even though you 
would be saving money, you 
would have to build two piers 
instead of one.” 

Braskey then added that, 
even though the engineers 
assured the board that the 
existing piers were sound, 
the decision by the previous 
board ‘was based on finance 
-- the same way many of the 
decisions in this office are 
made, It all gets down to 
affordability.” 

Regardless of the kind of 
bridge or how it is to be 
constructed, Groves noted 
that the board intends to 
“move forward on complet- 
ing the plans, taking it 
through the state approval 
process, and then be in a 
position to move forward at 
whatever date the state ful- 
fills its commitment to the 
county.” 

He also stated that, ex- 
cept for the right-of-way 
acquisition costs, ‘most of 
the costs in the planning 
process have already been 
incurred, so it doesn't repre- 
sent any major further cost.” 

It was noted at the meet- 
ing that it would be deter- 
mined within the next sev- 
eral weeks whether or not 
state funding would be avail- 
able for the upcoming year 
or sometime in the future

Md. Sergeant Fires Against Orders 
In Iraq; Is Recommended For Medal 


Editor's Note: The fol- 
lowing article appeared in 
the April 1 edition of the 
“Baltimore Sun,” and is 
being reprinted with their 
permission.

SOUTHERN IRAQ 
Sgt.Gary Hartzell learned of 
war in a split second when

The incident happened at 
the start of an eight-hour 
tank battle that the com- 
“will go 
unnoticed by history.”

It had been an eerie day, 
recalls Capt. Bob Burns, 
commander of Charlie Tank 
Team. They has been the first

They were exhausted by 
nightfall, and a weird fog 
had closed in on them. By 
the crackle on the radio and 
the rumble of tanks, “‘you 
really got thesense ofagreat 
army moving. You could feel 
the armored vehicles,” Cap- 
tain Burns said. "You had 
the sense you were part of 
something huge.” 

Suddenly, the company 
found itself in the midst of 
Iraqi trenches, and in their 
night scopes they picked up

soldiers running about them. 
Sergeant Hartzell, riding in 
a Bradley behind Captain 
Burns’ tank, saw an Iraqi 
soldier pop up from a shal- 
low “spider trench"’ with a 
rocket launcher on his shoul- 
der 

The Mli-Al tanks are 
well-armored, but their 
weakest spot is in the rear 
The Iraqi soldier was directly 
behind Captain Burns’ tank 
He looked quickly at the tank, 
then at Sergeant Hartzell’s 
oncoming Bradley, and 
swung his weapon toward 
the M1-A1, said the sergeant 

They had orders not to 
fire without direct permis 
sion, he said. But there was 
no time. Sergeant Hartzell 
brought the cross-hairs of 
his sight onto the Iraqi gun 
ner, and pushed the button 
of his 25mm “chain gun,” 
an armor-piercing machine 
gun 

“Tt was like a blur. I just 
him pointing the 
weapon, and it was almost 
like instinct. I reached over 
and pressed the button to 
fire,” he said. The huge bul- 
let cut through the Iraqi 
soldier 

The shot was the first of 
many that night. Charlie 
Company and other compa- 
nies of their battalion 
struggled through a field of 
Iraqi tanks and armored 
vehicles. Most were manned 
and moving, and some fired 
back. But they were blind to 
their attackers. The Bradleys 
and M1-Als had night-vision 
systems that allowed them 
to destroy the enemy con- 
fused by the dark. 

“There were so many 
targets. So many tanks, so 
many trucks,” said Captain 
Burns. “It got to the point 


saw 


we were just bypassing them.’ 

Col. Gregory Fontenot, 
head of the 2nd Battalion, 
said that the Battle of Nor 
folk -- named after a code 
name on their map -- was “‘a 
historic battle. We destroyed 
70 armored vehicles in an 
eight-hour tank battle at 
night, and did it without a 
scratch. But nobody has 
reported it. It will go unno 
ticed by history.” 

Sergeant Hartzell said he 


was proud of the recommen- 


dation for a Silver Star, al- 
though “T really didn’t think 
I did anything spectacular. 
It was my job.” 

More important to the 
soldier is getting back home, 
he said. He was married three 
months before his unit left 
Fort Riley, Kan., for the 
Mideast in December. His 
wife, Kara Hartzell, is from 
Gaithersburg but hasstayed 
in Kansas for classes at 
Kansas State University 

“I'm surprised at how 
much I miss the everyday 
things,’ said Sergeant 
Hartzell. “The separation is 
worst.” 

His parents are proud of 
his heroics and relieved that 
he has survived the war 
without any injuries 

“We've been worried 
about him like all the other 
mothers and fathers,” said 
his mother, Alice Hartzell, 
who is anxious for him to 
come home. ‘‘He’ll probably 
be one of the later ones to 
leave.”

35% Of Taxpayers Still To File; 
Tax Help Available on Weekend 


Maryland State Comptroller 
Louis L. Goldstein said his 
office will be receiving state in- 
come tax returns at the rate of 
2,400 per hour as the pace 
quickens during the last two 
weeks of the filing season. 

“More than 1.4 million re- 
turns have been filed so far, out 
of an expected 2.2 million 
We've also mailed out 794,596 
refund checks to taxpayers, 
averaging $322,'' Goldstein 
said. 

The comptroller urged tax- 
payers still working on the 
remaining 800,000 state returns 
to take advantage of extra 
hours of free state tax help 
during the upcoming weekend 

“Most Maryland taxpayers 
do their own returns and work 
on them over the weekend,” 
Goldstein said. ‘*To assist them 
we are offering hours of extra 
assistance the first two Sat- 
urdays in April and on Monday 
evening, April 8." 

All Maryland income tax of- 
fices will remain open to help 
taxpayers on Saturday, April 6, 
and Saturday, April 13, from 9 
a.m. until 1 p.m. Taxpayers can 
also get help over the telephone 
on Monday evening, April 8, 
from 5 until 7 p.m.

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Governor Seeks 
Volunteers For 
Defense Force 


Ina letter to the mediain 
December, Governor Wil 
liam Donald Schaefer stated 
that about 1,500 members 
of the Maryland National 
Guard and other reserve 
organizations have 
activated as a result of Op- 
eration Desert Shield, and 
he asked Marylanders to keep 
these men and women “in 
their thoughts.” 

Now the governor is is- 
suing acall for volunteers to 
serve in an all-volunteer, 
state military organization 
known as the Maryland 
Defense Force (MDDF). 

When units of the Na- 
tional Guard are activated, 
it is the job of MDDF to take 
over the vacated armories 
until the National Guard 
returns. Also, during the 
absence of reservists who are 
on active duty, the MDDF 
will provide assistance to the 
reservists’ dependents. “If 
Operation Desert Shield 
continues or expands, there 
may very well be a critical 
need for the MDDF to step 
in and help out,” stated a 
MDDF spokesman. 

The MDDF is a military 
police type organization 
which is totally funded by 
the state, under the command 
of the governor. Unlike the 
National Guard, the MDDF 
cannot be called to active 
duty by the federal govern- 
ment. Its missions include: 
to protect the citizens of 
Maryland in the event of 
natural disasters, to main- 
tain law and order during 
periods of civil disturbances, 
to assist civil authorities, and 
to accomplish other tasks

to bringing up issues.”’

This entails contacting the 
couple, meeting the couple 
in person, and discussing the 
adoption plan with them. The 
counselors then interview 
other family members, and 


request written informatior 
from the family 


explaining exactly why the 


physician 


couple cannot have their own 
child 

lhe center then compiles 
the portfolio which eventu 
ally holds about six pictures 
of the prospective parents 
their and 
other family members. Also 
in the portfolio are two let 
ters, one from each hopeful 
parent, describing 
selves, their relationship with 
their spouse, and their wish 
for a baby. The adoption 
families handled by the cri 
sis pregnancy center are all 
of the Christian faith 

After a birth mother (and 
father, if he wishes to help) 
has studied the portfolios and 
has chosen the parents she 
thinks she wants for her baby, 
then she may meet them in 
person. After the child is born 
and is given to the adoptive 
parents, the birth mother has 
the option of receiving three 
sets of photos in the baby’s 
first year of life, and then 
has the opportunity to meet 
the child when he or she turns 
18 

“This adoption program 
requires the birth mother to 
be very unselfish,’ Mrs 
Ashby stated, explaining that

‘Separate But Equal’ a landmark TV movie 


Poitier returns to 
TV after 35 years 
By Mary Ann Townsend 


As the founder of the 
American Film Institute, 
George Stevens Jr. has a 
level of credibility difficult 
to deny 

This week marks another 
landmark, as he is the man 
responsible for bringing Sid- 
ney Poitier to the television 
screen for the first time in 
more than 35 years 

Of course the topic was 
integral to Poitier's decision 
to do a television project 
The actor stars as Thurgood 
Marshall, the first man to 
challenge school segregation 
and, later, the first black 
man to become a Supreme 
Court Justice. Separate But 
Equal, the four-hour GM 
Mark of Excellence Presen- 
tation, airs April 7 and 8, 
on ABC 

In Separate But Equal, 
Poitier is not the only actor 
with name recognition, how- 

ever. Burt Lancaster stars as 
John W. Davis, Thurgood 
Marshall's adversary in the 
landmark case. Also starring 
are Richard Kiley as Chief 
Justice Earl Warren, and 
Cleavon Little as Robert 
Carter, an attorney with the 
NAACP Defense Fund 

Stevens felt strongly that 
few actors besides Poitier 
could capture Thurgood 
Marshall's intelligence and 
demeanor. “From the first 
moment I chose to do this, I 
knew I wanted Sidney to do 
this part,” the writer/direct- 
or/producer said. “He has a 
unique intelligence as an 
actor and a kind of moral 
authority that suits him 
perfectly to play this role 
Sidney is so demonstrably 
intelligent on the screen, and 
there are not many actors 
who do that.” 

Throughout his career 
Poitier has portrayed people 
in racial confrontations. In 
his Oscar-nominated role in 

The Defiant Ones, for exam- 
ple, he and Tony Curtis 
played prejudiced prisoners 
shackled together and forced 
to solve their racial differ- 
ences. Other memorable per- 
formances have included To 
Sir, With Love; Guess Who's 
Coming to Dinner, In the 
Heat of the Night and A

Raisin in the Sun 

Separate But Equal begins 
in 1950 when an auto 
mechanic named Harry 
Briggs Sr. sees his little boy's 
school work suffer because 
he is exhausted from trudg- 
ing more than five miles to 
school and back. When the 
boy's teacher asks for a 
school bus for his students 
he is adamantly turned down 
because of lack of funds for 
Negroes 


“It was that incident that 
set in motion the events that 
led to the landmark Supreme 
Court decision that out- 
lawed segregated schools in 
the United States,” Stevens 
said 

Thurgood Marshall, an 
attorney from the NAACP 
Legal Defense Fund in New 
York, steps in to encourage 
blacks to sign a petition 
requesting not only a bus, 
but also equal school facili- 


lies as guaranteed in the 14th 
Amendment. The outcome 
changes the course of Amer- 
ican history 

‘There may have been 
other ways to deal with the 
school problem, but this 
decision was much bigger 
than that. This decision,” 
Stevens concluded, “sent the 
signal to the nation that 
segregation was wrong, and 
it had effect far beyond 
schools.”

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Fire Marshal 
Reports Increase 
In Arson Cases 


Maryland State Fire 
Marsha! Rocco J. Gabriele 
has announced an increase 
in arson offenses in the State 
of Maryland for calendar year 
1990. During the past year, 
arson rose by approximately 
6% statewide as compared 
with 1989. 

The data compiled by the 
Maryland Uniform Crime 
Reporting Program, based 
on information from law 
enforcement agencies 
throughout the State, re- 
vealed there were 2,741 ar- 
son offenses in 1990 as 
compared with 2,581 such 
offenses during 1989 

According to the Office 
of the State Fire Marshal, 
an Agency of the Department 
of Public Safety and Correc- 
tional Services, the Wash- 
ington Metropolitan Region 
which includes the counties 
of Montgomery and Prince 
George's, experienced a 12% 
increase in arson in the past 
year. There were 730 arsons 
recorded in this region be- 
tween January and Decem- 
ber 1900, as compared with 
652 in 1989. 

The Western Maryland 
region, which includes the 
counties of Allegany, Gar- 
rett, Washington, Frederick 
and Carroll, recorded a 10% 
increase in arson during 
1990. There were 186 arsons 
recorded in this region be- 
tween January and Decem- 
ber 1990, as compared with 
169 in 1989. 

The Southern Maryland 
region of the State which 
includes the counties of 
Calvert, Charles and St. 
Mary’s, recorded a 9% in- 
crease in arson offenses 
during 1990. There were 94 
arsons recorded in this re- 
gion between January and 
December 1990, as compared 
with 86 in 1989. 

The Eastern Shore re- 
gion, which includes the 
counties of Caroline, Cecil, 
Dorchester, Kent, Queen 
Annes, Somerset, Talbot, 
Wicomico and Worcester, 
recorded a 7% increase in 
arson offenses in 1990. There 
were 191 arsons recorded in 
this region between Janu- 
ary and December 1990, as 
compared with 179 in 1989. 

The Baltimore Metropoli- 
tan region, which includes 
the counties of Anne Arun- 
del, Baltimore, Harford, 
Howard and Baltimore City, 
showed the least increase in 
arson offenses with a 5% 
increase in 1990 over 1989. 
There were 1,447 arsons 
recorded in this region be- 
tween January and Decem- 
ber 1990, as compared to 
1,379 in 1989. 

Additionally, three Ma- 
rylanders died as a result of 
arson related fires in 1990.

“We need highway con 
struction jobs to get people 
back to work and get them 
spending money in our local 
economy” Evans said.

on highway construction 
produces 1,000 direct jobsin 
the construction trades. In 
addition, this investment 
would induce another 1,000

Transportation construc- 
tion accounts for 12.5 per- 
cent of ali construction ex 
penditures in the state and 
over 8.5 percent of total 
construction employment in 
Maryland 

“Continued transporta- 
tion construction is also criti- 
cal to ensure that Maryland's 
superior transportation sys- 
tem, which has always been 
a major marketing tool for 
economic development in 
Maryland, remains supe- 
rior,” said Evans 

Maryland's construction 
employment downturn be- 
gan earlier than that of the 
nation. Statewide, construc- 
tion employment declined by 
2.0 percent between 1989 and 
1990 and grew by 0.1 per- 
cent nationally 

This decline is expected 
to continue for the state in 
the near future, according 
to data compiled by DEED’s 
Office of Labor Market In 
formation and Analysis. The 
data show an annual con- 
struction employment drop 
ranging from 5 to 8 percent 
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in Maryland, representing 
13,000 fewer jobs in 1991 
than in 1990. Already this 
year, an 9,300 
construction jobs have been 
lost 

Joblessness in the Balti 
metropolitan area 
jumped from 6.4 percent in 
January to 7.0 percent in 
February. The greatest in- 
crease in that area was re- 
corded for Harford County 
where joblessness rose by 1.6 
percent, while only Queen 
Anne’s County's estimated 
unemployment rate dropped 
from 7.5 percent to 7.2 per- 
cent. 

In the Maryland suburbs 
of the Washington, D.C. 
metropolitan area, the aver- 
age estimated unemploy- 
ment rate remained the same 
at 4.5 percent. 

In Western Maryland, 
marginal activity resulted in 
a slight decrease in the rate 
of unemployment from 11.4 
percent to 11.3 percent. 

On the Eastern Shore and 
in the Southern Maryland 
areas, the average unemploy- 
ment rate climbed from 9.3 
percent to 10.4 percent. Only 
County's rate 
improved, dropping from 
17.3 percent in January to 
15.8 percent in February.

Is Now $4.25 


Secretary of Licensing 
and Regulation William A 
Fogle, Jr. announced that 
effective April 1 all employ 
ees covered by the Maryland 
Wage and Hour Law must 
be paid a minimum wage of 
$4.25 per hour. 

The Wage and Hour Law 
is enforced by the Employ 
ment Standards Service, an 
agency of the Division of 
Labor and Industry, a divi- 
sion of the Department of 
licensing and Regulation 
The Commissioner of Labor 
and Industry, Henry 
Koellein,Jr.,is charged with 
administering the Wage and 
Hour Law. Commissioner 
Koellein notes that the April 
1 changes in Maryland are 
fairly consistent with the 
federal wage and hour laws 
Other changes in both laws 
include tip credit 
available April 1 to employ 
ers in computing the mini 
mum wage paid to tipped 
employees 

According to Commis- 
sioner Koellein, an increase 
in complaints after April 1 
is expected. ‘‘Employers can 
save themselves the incon- 
venience of complaint inves- 
tigations and can save tax- 
payers dollars by voluntar 
ily complying with the law,” 
he emphasized. Penalties for 
violations of these laws in 
clude criminal sanctions and 
fines 

Fogle and Koellein urge 
all Maryland employers to 
acquaint themselves with 
these laws immediately.

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Study Shows 
Md. Agriculture 
Still Thriving 


Despite pressures from urbar 
development, labor shortages 
and governmental restrictions, 
Maryland agriculture is still 
thriving, according to a recent 
study. The study was conducted 
by a committee representing 
the University of Maryland 
System, several state govern- 
ment agencies, and Maryland 
citizens and organizations 
representing a broad range of 
interests important to agri- 
culture, natural resources and 
the environment 

A preliminary draft of the 
committee study was available 
in time for last month's 
National Agriculture Week 
observance (March 17-23). Dr 
Raymond J. Miller, vice 
chancellor for agriculture and 
natura! resources in the Univer- 
sity of Maryland System, co- 
chaired the blue-ribbon panel 

Commenting on the 
committee report, Dr. Miller 
noted these highlights 

*Total cash receipts for 
Maryland agriculture grew 
from $667 million in 1975 to $1.4 
billion in 1989. Even after 
adjusting for inflation, this 
represents a real growth of 42.4 
percent 

*Overall growth in Maryland 
agriculture during the past 15 
years can be attributed to big 
incfeases in broiler and soy- 
bean production, as well as the 
greenhouse, nursery and turf- 
grass industry. The horse 
business also is thriving. But

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four to five years — about half 
the time required previously 

Cut flowers are becoming a 
major commodity in Maryland, 
and a great potential for expan- 
sion appears to exist. A similar 
situation exists for aquaculture 
— the rearing of finfish and 
shell fish in captivity 

Production of sheep milk on a 
commercial scale is virtually 
non-existent anywhere in the 
United States. But possibilities 
for Maryland appear promising 
and are being explored. 

Over the next 30 years, it is 
estimated that Maryland will 
nearly double its amount of 
developed land to accom- 
modate an expected influx of 
one million new residents. But 
nursery and turfgrass produc- 
tion should expand accordingly 

Maryland's racing and 
pleasure horse industries are 
flourishing. Its thouroughbred 
racing component alone is esti- 
mated to have an annual impact 
of $1 billion on the state's econ- 
omy. Horse farms appear to be 
less susceptible to development 
pressures than farms which 
produce crops or animal prod- 
ucts 

Maryland's central and 
southern counties have borne 
the brunt of farmland con- 
version to real estate develop- 
ment in recent years. This trend 
is likely to continue because of 
their proximity to the Balti- 
more-Washington, D.C., metro- 
politan corridor 

Although Maryland has both 
state and county agricultural 
land preservation programs, 
only seven percent of the state's 

farmland has been locked into a 
preservation status. During the 
past decade, three acres of 

Maryland farmland were con 
verted to real estate develop- 

ment for every acre entered 

into a preservation program. 

Dr. Craig S. Oliver, director 
of the Cooperative Extension 

Service University of Maryland 

System, contributed to the 





natural resources and human 
capital sections of the study 

He notes that Maryland is 
likely to be a competitive force 
in the emerging ‘‘global 
marketplace,’ and at least 
some of that promise will bene- 
fit agriculture. 

Other University of Maryland 
System study leaders and their 
areas of emphasis were 

“Agricultural Productivity 
and Profitability’’ — Dr. Robert 
A. Kennedy, director, Maryland 
Agricultural Experiment Sta- 
tion; 

“Domestic and International 
Policy” Dr. Mortimer H 
Neufville, dean, School of Agri- 
cultural Sciences, University of 
Maryland Eastern Shore ; 

“Diet, Nutrition and Health” 
— Dr. Paul H. Mazzocchi, 
acting dean, College of Agri- 
culture and College of Life 
Sciences, University of Mary 
land College Park. 

These comments on Mary- 
land agriculture are part of a 
comprehensive study con- 
ducted by a Blue Ribbon Panel 
to plan for the future of Mary- 
land’s agricultural and natural 
resources. 

The study forms the basis for 
IMAGAN-21, an acronym for 
‘Initiative for Maryland Agri- 
culture and Natural Resources 
for the 21st Century."’ John H 
Mosner, president of Mercan- 
tile Bankshares Corporation in 
Baltimore, chaired the com- 
mittee of Blue Ribbon Panel 
members.

Why Not?? Plan for Quality This Year 

Quality in your forages is the key to a profitable feeding 
program. Over the past several years | have worked with a 
lot of farmers in balancing rations for feeding to animals. 
Nine times out of ten, a farmer that has a feeding problem, 
has poor quality forage for feed. For a forage to have high 
quality, it must have three factors: 1) high nutrient intake, 
2) high digestibility, and 3) a high substitution of concen- 
trates. I have heard many farmers brag about the number 
of bales of hay that they cut in mid-June. I would bet that 
their hay contained much more undigestible stem than 
leaves. The key for high quality forage closely related to the 
stage of maturity at harvest time. Young, immature plants 
are high in protein and low in fiber or lignin. Allowing your 
forage to over-mature reduces protein, digestibility and 
intake. Set up your calendar dates of harvesting and stick to 
those dates as closely as possible. This year harvest for high 
pounds of nutrients rather than material.

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Fire Marshal 
Reports Increase 
In Arson Cases 


Maryland State Fire 
Marsha! Rocco J. Gabriele 
has announced an increase 
in arson offenses in the State 
of Maryland for calendar year 
1990. During the past year, 
arson rose by approximately 
6% statewide as compared 
with 1989 

The data compiled by the 
Maryland Uniform Crime 
Reporting Program, based 
on information from law 
enforcement agencies 
throughout the State, re- 
vealed there were 2,741 ar- 
son offenses in 1990 as 
compared with 2,581 such 
offenses during 1989. 

According to the Office 
of the State Fire Marshal, 
an Agency of the Department 
of Public Safety and Correc- 
tional Services, the Wash- 
ington Metropolitan Region 
which includes the counties 
of Montgomery and Prince 
George's, experienced a 12% 
increase in arson in the past 
year. There were 730 arsons 
recorded in this region be- 
tween January and Decem- 
ber 1990, as compared with 
652 in 1989. 

The Western Maryland 
region, which includes the 
counties of Allegany, Gar- 
rett, Washington, Frederick 
and Carroll, recorded a 10% 
increase in arson during 
1990. There were 186 arsons 
recorded in this region be- 
tween January and Decem- 
ber 1990, as compared with 
169 in 1989. 

The Southern Maryland 
region of the State which 
includes the counties of 
Calvert, Charles and St. 
Mary’s, recorded a 9% in- 
crease in arson offenses 
during 1990. There were 94 
arsons recorded in this re- 
gion between January and 
December 1990, as compared 
with 86 in 1989 

The Eastern Shore re- 
gion, which includes the 
counties of Caroline, Cecil, 
Dorchester, Kent, Queen 
Annes, Somerset, Talbot, 
Wicomico and Worcester, 
recorded a 7% increase in 
arson offenses in 1990. There 
were 191 arsons recorded in 
this region between Janu- 
ary and December 1990, as 
compared with 179 in 1989. 

The Baltimore Metropoli- 
tan region, which includes 
the counties of Anne Arun- 
del, Baltimore, Harford, 
Howard and Baltimore City, 
showed the least increase in 
arson offenses with a 5% 
increase in 1990 over 1989. 
There were 1,447 arsons 
recorded in this region be- 
tween January and Decem- 
ber 1990, as compared to 
1,379 in 1989. 

Additionally, three Ma- 
rylanders died as a result of 
arson related fires in 1990. 

The Office of the State 
Fire Marshal, in conjunction 
with the Arson Control As- 
sociation of Maryland, offers 
a reward of up to $5,000 for 
information leading to the 
arrest or indictment of a 
person or persons respon- 
sible for arson fires in the 
State of Maryland. Citizens 
with information regarding 
these arson fires should 
contact the Maryland Arson 
Hotline toll free at 1-800- 
492-7529.

Man Cited For Reckless Endangerment 


After Tense Stand-Off With Police 


A 49-year-old Oakland 
man kept police officers at 
bay for nearly two hours 
Sunday while brandishing a 
loaded shotgun in the yard 
ofan Oakland family. Roger 
L. Baker was apprehended 
after Garrett County Sher- 
iff Deputy Charles Nolan 
convinced him that the offi- 
cer was in possession of the 
suspect's dog.

Del. Edwards Analyzes Successes, 
Problems Of ‘91 General Assembly 


“Sometimes when you 
don’t pass a bill, you’re ac 
complishing a lot,”’ was the 
response by District 1-A 
Delegate George C. Edwards 
to a question regarding re 
cent media reports that the 
1991 Maryland General 
Assembly, which ended its 
90-day session Monday, was 
one marked by inaction on 
the part of the legislators 

Delegate Edwards ex 
plained that the session this 
year was “different than 
most” he had been a part of 
in the past, and was “trying.” 
First and foremost, he said, 
was the fact that the nation 
was at war in the Persian 
Gulf during the first half of 
the session, and that “played 
heavily on our minds and 
emotions.” 

That difficulty was 
heightened by the legislators 
having to deal with two defi- 
cit budgets in one year, as 
well as with major pieces of 
legislation that would have 
had ‘“‘tremendous impact on 
the state,”’ he said 

He was speaking, in par 
ticular, about the growth 
limit bill and the tax-restruc 
turing bill, both of which were 
not acted upon this year and 
sent to summer study for 
consideration next year 

Regarding the budget 
problems, the lawmakers 
were faced with numerous 
proposals by the Schaefer 
Administration to raise the 
state revenues by increas 
ing tax rates. Most notable 
among those proposals was 
the gas tax hike, which was 
eventually vetoed 

Although Edwards re 
ported that the state may 
need to consider increasing 
the tax and/or fees of some 
services and goods “‘that 


haven't been raised for 
years,”’ he said, some of those 
increases “consider 
able.” 

Both the 
Senate, however, were able 
to enact increased taxes on 
cigarettes and some carry- 
out foods, as well as increase 
the amount to be taxed on 
capital gains, in order to 
produce an additional $90.1 
million in state revenue for 
fiscal year 1992. That pack- 
age also included cuts in

Nearly 100 Garrett 
County teachers filled a large 
room in the board of educa 
tion building Tuesday and 
stood face to face with edu 
cation board members to 
express their frustration over 
the ongoing impasse between 
the two groups. The educa- 
tors also voiced their dis- 
agreement to someofSuper- 
intendent Dr. Jerome 
Ryscavage’s 1991 budget 
proposals, and asked the 
board members to seriously 
consider the findings of the 
mutually agreed upon arbi- 
trator, who is presently 
compiling his report of rec- 
ommendations concerning 
the deadlock. 

The main issues of con- 
troversy included the pro- 
posed three percent salary 
increase for education em- 
ployees, the proposed cut of 
travel expenses for athletic 
teams and band, the cut of 
the activity buses, and the 
change of contractual lan- 
guage concerning transfers. 

Jim Raley, president of 
the Garrett County Teach- 
ers Association (GCTA), told 
the board members that 
county teachers are “‘echo- 
ing their feelings of frustra 
tion and defeat as they are 
continuously being asked to 
do more, without the rewards 
of fair and equitable com- 
pensation.” He was referring

The strong winds, 
accompanied by thunder, light- 
ning and hail, blasted through 
the area causing large amounts 
of property damage, but for- 
tunately, no deaths or injuries, 
according to a spokesman at 
Garrett County Emergency 
Management 

The National Weather 
Service had issued a tornado 
watch for Allegany and Garrett 
counties, the Potomac High- 
lands and the Eastern Pan- 
handle counties of West Vir- 
ginia through midnight on Tues- 
day. Wind gusts were clocked at 
69 mph by the National Weather 
Service at the Elkins-Randolph 
County (W.Va.) Airport. Some 
local sources reported 75 mph 
winds, and a spokesperson at 
the Oakland Weather Station at 
Webers stated that winds were 
still gusting around 50 mph 
early Wednesday morning

Man Cited For Reckless Endangerment 
After Tense Stand-Off With Police 


A 49-year-old Oakland 
man kept police officers at 
bay for nearly two hours 
Sunday while brandishing a 
loaded shotgun in the yard 
ofan Oakland family. Roger 
L. Baker was apprehended 
after Garrett County Sher- 
iff Deputy Charles Nolan 
convinced him that the offi- 
cer was in possession of the 
suspect's dog. 

Baker reportedly entered 
the property of Tracy A. Riley 
at approximately 10 p.m. and 
began shooting near Riley’s 
house.

Del. Edwards Analyzes Successes, 
Problems Of ‘91 General Assembly 


“Sometimes when you 
don’t pass a bill, you’re ac- 
complishing a lot,”’ was the 
response by District 1-A 
Delegate George C. Edwards 
to a question regarding re- 
cent media reports that the 
1991 Maryland General 
Assembly, which ended its 
90-day session Monday, was 
one marked by inaction on 
the part of the legislators 

Delegate Edwards ex 
plained that the session this 
year was “different than 
most” he had been a part of 
in the past, and was “trying.” 
First and foremost, he said, 
was the fact that the nation 
was at war in the Persian 
Gulf during the first half of 
the session, and that “played 
heavily on our minds and 
emotions.” 

That difficulty was 
heightened by the legislators 
having to deal with two defi- 
cit budgets in one year, as 
well as with major pieces of 
legislation that would have 
had “‘tremendous impact on 
the state,”’ he said. 

He was speaking, in par- 
ticular, about the growth 
limit bill and the tax-restruc- 
turing bill, both of which were 
not acted upon this year and 
sent to summer study for 
consideration next year 

Regarding the budget 
problems, the lawmakers 
were faced with numerous 
proposals by the Schaefer 
Administration to raise the 
state revenues by increas- 
ing tax rates. Most notable 
among those proposals was 
the gas tax hike, which was 
eventually vetoed 

Although Edwards re- 
ported that the state may 
need to consider increasing 
the tax and/or fees of some 
services and goods “that 


haven't been raised for 
years,” he said, some of those 
increases were ‘‘consider- 
able.” 

Both the 
Senate, however, were able 
to enact increased taxes on 
cigarettes and some carry- 
out foods, as well as increase 
the amount to be taxed on 
capital gains, in order to 
produce an additional $90.1 
million in state revenue for 
fiscal year 1992. That pack- 
age also included cuts in

Tornado-Like Winds Cause Property 
Damage In All Areas Of County 


It sounded like a 
locomotive!" That’s how Mrs 
Raymond Jones described what 
the family believes was a 
tornado which tore away half of 
the upper story of their dairy 
barn and thrust the debris 
against the side of their house 
as they sat around the dinner 
table at 8:10 p.m. on Tuesday 

Although the only confirmed 

tornado sighting Tuesday night 
took place on Route 219 near 
Thomas, W.Va., at Fairfax 
Sand Company, many Garrett 
County residents are sure that 
tornados touched down in this 
area too. The strong winds, 
accompanied by thunder, light- 
ning and hail, blasted through 
the area causing large amounts 
of property damage, but for- 
tunately, no deaths or injuries, 
according to a spokesman at 
Garrett County Emergency 
Management. 

The National Weather 
Service had issued a tornado 
watch for Allegany and Garrett 
counties, the Potomac High- 
lands and the Eastern Pan- 
handle counties of West Vir- 
ginia through midnight on Tues- 
day. Wind gusts were clocked at 
69 mph by the National Weather 
Service at the Elkins-Randolph 
County (W.Va.) Airport. Some 
local sources reported 75 mph 
winds, and a spokesperson at 
the Oakland Weather Station at 
Webers stated that winds were 
still gusting around 50 mph 
early Wednesday morning 

“The sky was black,’’ said 
Mrs. Jones, ‘“‘but we didn’t 
know what was coming until the 
barn hit the house." She added 
that, luckily, the house is made 
of brick, and a large broken 
window was the only damage it 
suffered. Machinery stored in 
the 30-foot by 60foot section

The Millers were not at 
the farm when between 1/3 to 
1/2 of the barn roof was lifted 
off, but clocks showed that the 
electricity went off at 8:15 p.m. 
The Millers think that is the 
time the damage happened, and 
that portions of the roof struck 
the transformer and electric 
lines, knocking out the power. 
Their cows were also milked on 
Wednesday morning using 
power from a generator. Their 
electricity was restored at 4:30 
p.m. on Wednesday.

$1,049,200 grant and 
$1,004,400 loan from the 
U.S. Department of Agricul- 
ture Farmers Home Admin- 
istration (FmHA) to the 
town of Oakland.

A 49-year-old Oakland 
man kept police officers at 
bay for nearly two hours 
Sunday while brandishing a 
loaded shotgun in the yard 
ofan Oakland family.

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Del. Edwards Analyzes Successes, 
Problems Of ‘91 General Assembly 


“Sometimes when you 
don’t pass a bill, you're ac- 
complishing a lot,”’ was the 
response by District 1-A 
Delegate George C. Edwards 
to a question regarding re- 
cent media reports that the 
1991 Maryland General 
Assembly, which ended its 
90-day session Monday, was 
one marked by inaction on 
the part of the legislators. 

Delegate Edwards ex 
plained that the session this 
year was “different than 
most”’ he had been a part of 
in the past, and was “trying.” 
First and foremost, he said, 
was the fact that the nation 
was at war in the Persian 
Gulf during the first half of 
the session, and that “played 
heavily on our minds and 
emotions.” 

That difficulty was 
heightened by the legislators 
having to deal with two defi- 
cit budgets in one year, as 
well as with major pieces of 
legislation that would have 
had “‘tremendous impact on 
the state,”’ he said 

He was speaking, in par- 
ticular, about the growth 
limit bill and the tax-restruc 
turing bill, both of which were 
not acted upon this year and 
sent to summer study for 
consideration next year 

Regarding the budget 
problems, the lawmakers 
were faced with numerous 
proposals by the Schaefer 
Administration to raise the 
state revenues by increas- 
ing tax rates. Most notable 
among those proposals was 
the gas tax hike, which was 
eventually vetoed 

Although Edwards re 
ported that the state may 
need to consider increasing 
the tax and/or fees of some 
services and goods “that 


haven't been raised for 
years,”’ he said, some of those 
increases “consider 
able.” 

Both the 
Senate, however, were able 
to enact increased taxes on 
cigarettes and some carry- 
out foods, as well as increase 
the amount to be taxed on 
capital gains, in order to 
produce an additional $90.1 
million in state revenue for 
fiscal year 1992. That pack- 
age also included cuts in

Jim Raley, president of 
the Garrett County Teach- 
ers Association (GCTA), told 
the board members that 
county teachers are “‘echo- 
ing their feelings of frustra- 
tion and defeat as they are 
continuously being asked to 
do more, without the rewards 
of fair and equitable com- 
pensation.”

Service at the Elkins-Randolph 
County (W.Va.) Airport. Some

State re 
quirements include a number of 
important safeguards for your 
children, including first aid and 
CPR training, completion of 
child development courses, re 
quired physicals, and criminal 
background checks, including 
fingerprinting. Licensed day 
care homes are regularly in 
spected for safety and clean 
liness, including a check by the 
fire marshal to ensure that 
safety precautions such as fire 


extinguishers, outlet covers 
and smoke detectors are 
place. Outdoor play areas are 


also subject to safety inspec 


tions. Many day care providers 
provide meals and snacks 
which meet state regulations

Shaffer noted that any 
board of commissioners 
would request a_ limited 
budget, as always, and said, 
“you certainly won't get it if 
you don’t ask for it. You board 
members shouldn’t be the 
bad guys in this situation 
Instead of ‘having the mon- 
key on your backs,’ you 
should send it on to the 
commissioners’ backs, and 
tell them exactly what kind 
of funding you need to pay 
these teachers. (They) should 
notand must notremain the 
doormat of the state of 
Maryland.” 

Ryscavage stated that the 
asking would be more effec- 
tive if all those who were in 
attendance Tuesday would 
accompany the education 
board to the commissioner's 
office when the time comes 
to request the funding. He 
suggested that a late after- 
noon appointment could be 
requested, so that more 
teachers would be able to 
attend 

Raley and other teachers 
presented board members 
with over 1,200 postcards 
written by teachers in sup- 
port of a ‘fair and reason- 
able salary settlement.” 
Some of the thoughts ex- 
pressed on the postcards 
include frustration over a 
salary difference of $3,082 
between an Allegany and 
Garrett County teacher with 
the same degree and 12 years 
of experience. Another card 
stated ‘‘Many times my job 
and dealing with the chil- 
dren in my classroom come 
first in my life. It would feel 
wonderful to be appreciated 
for the time I dedicate to 
educating our youth.” 

Raley also expressed 
exasperation at the proposed 
change in contractual lan 
guage dealing with transfers 
and the one third salary 
compensation after the utili 
zation of sick days 

“In the current round of 
bargaining, not only are 
teachers not being rewarded, 
they are being robbed! 
Robbed of contract language 
which has been bought and 
paid for in previous rounds 
of negotiations,” Raley 
stated 

Raley ended his state 

ments with several requests 
to the board, asking them to

develop a plan to begin pay 
ing employees equitably and 
fairly, and to adamantly 
support legislation which 
provides additional funding 
for education. Finally, Raley 
asked the board to accept 
the findings of the arbitra- 
tor’s report, and told the 
members that GCTA is pre- 
pared to do the same. The 
report is tentatively due on 
Friday, April 19 

Other concerns voiced by 
teachers included the pro- 
posed cut of transportation 
funding for athletic teams 
andtheschool bands. South 
ern High Schoo! Athletic 
Director Tom Woods told the 
board that the monies re- 
ceived in the past have re 
ceded yearly, and that if the 
monies are removed com- 
pletely, the effect would be 
devastating, and would af- 
fect over 300 people in both 
high schools 

Ryscavage assured the 
group that the budget pro 
posal is still just a proposal, 


and nothing is definite. He 
said he was attempting to 
look hard at transportation, 
and to figure other ways to 
fund the teams, bands, and 
activity buses. He explained 
that there is a current over 
age in the monies provided 
for these activities 
Again, a speaker in the 
crowd suggested that the 
board simply ask the com- 
missioners for these funds 
Eileen Schlosnagle, a 
resident of the Accident area, 
told the board members that 
Accident Elementary School 
is in dire need of a full time 
physical education teacher 
She said that her son receives 
45 minutes of physical edu- 
cation per week, and “that 
is simply not enough, in my 
opinion as well as in the 
opinion of the President's 
Council on Physical Fitness.” 
She said a teacher has been 
requested for seven years, 
and has yet to be provided. 
In answer to her request 
as well as others, Ryscavage 
stated that financial con- 
straints are always present,

The program also in- 
creases the maximum grant

Tech. Project 


The Regional Education 
Service Agency announced to- 
day the completion of a $100,000 
project funded by the Appa- 
lachian Regional Commission 
to assist smal! and intermediate 
manufacturers in bridging new 
technologies. The Agency, in 
cooperation with the higher 
education community serving 
Western Maryland, put to- 
gether a program of training 
and consultant services that 
focused on waste management 
computer technology, and pro- 
ductivity 

The Technology Transfer 
Project was carried out through 
the continuing education divi- 
sions of Allegany and Garrett 
Community Colleges and 
Hagerstown Junior College 
Frostburg State University, the 
University of Maryland at Col- 
lege Park, and the Maryland 
Technology Extension Services 
provided consultant services 
and on-site assistance 

Seventy-six formal offerings 
totaling 629 hours of instruction 
were carried out over the two- 
year period of the project. Over 
1,100 persons participated in the

To the Editor 

I am writing in response to 
Donald James’ letter to the 
editor in the March 28, 1991, 
edition of your paper 
James appears to have mis 
understood Dr. Craig Abraham- 
son's hypothesis on the causes 
of Post-Traumatic Stress Dis 
order 

Dr. Abrahamson has been 
working for some time with 
Vietnam veterans suffering 
from PTSD. The subject of his 
doctoral dissertation was 
related to PTSD. For these 
reasons he was chosen to go to 
Vietnam with other specialists 
in the field. I believe Garrett 
County should feel honored to 
have such a learned and distin- 
guished professional working 
and living here 

The Vietnam War Memorial 
was the first step to a national 
healing of the misunderstand- 
ings and psychological wounds 
caused by the war and the pro- 
tests against it. I believe that 
Mr. James and a few other indi- 
viduals in the county need to be- 
come aware that many of the 
protests were not against the 
men fighting the war, but 
against a government that was 
waging a political war and 
would not allow its military to 
wage a full-scale escalation that 
would have allowed a U.S. vic- 
tory and consequently, her men 
toreturn home to their lives and 
families. An additional step in 
the national healing process 
was the trip Dr. Abrahamson 
and his colleagues were chosen 
to take to Vietnam. It is vital 
that the lines of communi- 
cations be opened between the 
U.S. and Vietnam. A step 
toward opening these lines of 
communications was made 
when Dr. Abrahamson and his 
colleagues travelled to Vietnam 
and spoke with their counter- 
parts there. 

In regard to Dr 
Abrahamson’s hypothesis that 
Post-Traumatic Stress Dis- 
order is a result of an affluent 
society, Mr. James obviously 
does not have the psychological 
and sociological background to 
understand Dr. Abrahamson’s 
position. The poorest American 
cannot possibly even begin to 
imagine never being able to 
afford to buy a Coca-Cola to 
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drink entirely alone. That is the 
case with the Vietnamese 
people even the profes- 
sionals. When a culture is so 
poor that even its wea 
individuals of its society must 
worry about where their next 
meal will come from, and worry 
about this on a daily basis for 
their entire lives, there is little 
time left over to worry about 
the psychological wounds of the 
present much less the past 
One's physical needs must be 
met before psychological needs 
even become an issue 

I know for a fact that many 
Vietnam veterans do not share 
Mr. James’ feelings about Dr 
Abrahamson and his work. In 
fact, 1 am married to a Vietnam 
veteran who is proud to know 
Dr. Abrahamson and to count 
him as a friend. I believe Mr
